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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Several programs and projects initiated at various levels of 
government consumed much of the attention of the Board of Selectmen 
in 1975, in addition to usual and routine matters traditionally admin- 
istered through this Department. 


The Federal Government increased its influence on local affairs, 
as well as the availability of Federal funds through a plethora of pro- 
grams principally concerned with health, safety, housing, transportation, 
and employment of the unemployed. Various programs involve direct communi- 
cation with the Federal government, while others are administered through 
one Or more agencies of the State government. Applications for funding 
were submitted by the Town for improvements to the sewage system, the 
elimination of blight in conjunction with urban redevelopment, an increase 
in low- and moderate-income housing, the institution of a local bus trans- 
portation system, and the acquisition of safety vehicles for both the 
Police and Fire Departments. 


The Town also participated in the Federal Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act (CETA) program, through which the local government acquired 
employee services in the areas of planning, personnel studies, engineering 
services, and aid-to-youth projects, as well as custodial and clerical 
duties. 


Other Federal Programs, principally concerning the improvement of 
roadways and the vehicular movement of traffic, included the TOPICS 
program, which is a series of improvements to and reconstruction of 
various major intersections, the Speen Street - Worcester Street 'beetle- 
back' project, and various improvements to portions of West Central Street 
(Route 135). The foregoing road and traffic projects are long-term pro- 
grams, relatively expensive in concept and construction, which continue 
to require considerable amounts of time and effort to effect implementation. 


The Board also considered and attempted to implement various mandates 
and programs initiated by the State. Under the jurisdiction of the Board, 
Town Clerk Edward W. Devereaux conducted a state-mandated census of resi- 
dents, one by-product of which will be an increase in the number of voter 
precincts from eight to ten, beginning in 1977. 


Also considered were State-directed improvements to or replacement 
of present Town records storage facilities, and the repair or replacement 
of several railroad bridges, jurisdiction of which had recently been trans- 
ferred to the Massachusetts Department of Public Works. 


Major results of a particularly lengthy 1975 Annual Town Meeting, 
and seven special town meetings, were approval of an urban renewal project 
for the Main Street-Summer Street downtown area, denial of a study and 
reclassification of most Town employment positions, authorization to the 
Board of Selectmen to apply for any grants and funds and to expend all 
such funds for programs which the Board determines to be in the best 
interest of the Town, rejection of articles calling for the purchase of 
new bookkeeping machines, and reorganization of the position of Town Counsel 
by budgetary action. 


The Board appointed several new committees to address diverse 
areas of concerns, including data processing, an evaluation of the 
Collector and Treasurer positions, redrawing precinct lines, and re-~- 
location of the Public Works Department and Central Fire Station from 
the downtown urban renewal area. 


In order to remand to the permanent archives the former Town Bui ld- 
ing Code, as well as to revise and recodify several zoning by-laws for 
clarification and adherence to the revised State zoning enabling act, 
the Board contracted for the professional services of Mrs. Edward Brans- 
field in this area, who has prepared several articles for consideration 
by the 1976 Annual Town Meeting, as well as continued her investigation 
and proposed revisions of current zoning by-laws. 


The Board issued, in response to positive votes by both the Natick 
Town Meeting and State Legislature, original club liquor licenses to five 
non-profit organizations, with action pending on two additional applica- 
tions. 


At the close of 1975 two of seven Town collective bargaining groups, 
representing the Police Patrolmen and the Firefighters, were either 
operating under the jurisdiction of the Personnel Board, or under a 
former collective bargaining agreement. Several of the remedies pro- 
vided in the collective bargaining statute were utilized for the first 
time, including mediation and factfinding services of the Massachusetts 
Board of Conciliation and Arbitration, and final offer arbitration pro- 
ceedings appear inevitable with respect at least to the impasse between 
the Town and the Patrolmen's bargaining group. 


Investigation continued into acquisition of the Natick Country Club 
with the aid of financial assistance from the Federal government. The 
Board also, in other actions, appointed Donald F. Atherton to the position 
of Town Treasurer for the ensuing year to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Chester E. Johnson, investigated the renaming of Lincoln 
and Pleasant Streets in some manner, produced a handbook detailing the 
proper functions, obligations, and responsibilities of Town committees, 
and accepted on behalf of the Town a bus shelter on Natick Common donated 
by the Kiwanis Club of Natick. 


Licenses and permits numbering approximately one hundred and fifty 
were originally issued or renewed in 1975, and a similar number of persons 
were appointed to various boards, committees, and offices. 


The Board herewith expresses its appreciation for the efforts made 
on its behalf by State Representatives Louis Nickinello and Walter Burke, 
and commends the administrative staff of its Department, including the 
Executive Secretary, Planning Director, and Secretary to the Board, as 
well as all those who contributed in a positive manner to the operation 
of this Department.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


A declining pupil population versus increasing costs: Growing 
demands of School Department personnel via the collective bargaining pro- 
cess: Renovations and improvements to some of the older school buildings 
were but a small portion of the problems faced by the School Committee 
over the past year. 


In compliance with the law, special education programs and ser- 
vices mandated by Chapter 766 have been provided, with the result that 
Natick has been evaluated as having one of the better programs in the 
State. New laws will provide new challenges in the next year. Chapter 
622 will require the expansion of existing programs, and the establish- 
ment of others to provide equal opportunities in all areas of education 
for both boys and girls. 


The past year seemed to be filled with serious problems for the 
consideration of the Committee. The year started with the question of 
the application of ''up front'' money to the 766 programs, and was fol- 
lowed by the question of whether the town would approve new elementary 
schools. Once this issue was decided, the Committee embarked on a review 
of existing facilities and is proposing a comprehensive renovation program 
for the Center, Murphy and West Elementary Schools. A response to the 
need to consolidate the pupil population has resulted in the closing of 
the Bacon School. Still unresolved is the ultimate use of this fine old 
building. 


1975 saw two familiar faces retire from active service on the 
School Committee. Dr. Gail Cosgrove and Dan Flynn were replaced by Dight 
Crain and Jack Whittaker. In other areas of school business, the Commit- 
tee voted to hold its second regular meeting every month in a different 
school, in order to allow the full participation, and observation of the 
Committee in action by all of the citizens in the community. Challenges 
to School Department policies in some areas resulted in the necessity to 
retain legal counsel, and with the prospect of new legislation regarding 
Student and parents rights, this may be a very active area in the future. 


The budget, always an area of deep concern, continues to rise 
despite the decreases in pupil population. Negotiated salary increases 
and the ever-increasing costs of teaching materials and equipment more 
than offset the reduction in numbers. The impact of Chapter 766 has been 
far greater than anyone anticipated. In many cases, students have been 
discovered that require specialized services that must be provided in 
costly programs outside of the school system. In recognition of this 
problem the Special Education department is designing programs and ser- 
vices to allow many such students to be serviced by our own system with 
substantial savings involved. 


On the plus side, all contracts with recognized bargaining groups 


were successfully negotiated in time for the start of the school year. 
This was accomplished only after many meetings with all groups, and the 
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services of a state mediator in two instances. 


After a review of the present system was completed, a new tele- 
phone service is being installed to allow easier communication with the 
schools and the more efficient transaction of school business. In order 
to keep the public fully informed on matters of school business, the School 
Committee has adopted the policy of placing copies of the agenda of each 
meeting and the minutes of previous meetings in the Morse Institute. The 
School Department has worked with other town agencies to effect as many 
economies as possible. Examples of this may be seen in the Committee's 
approval of a community farm project and a Maple sugar shack on the pro- 
perty of the Memorial School. A cooperative effort between the School 
Department and the Town Clerk's office has resulted in the first auto- 
mated census data system for the Natick Public Schools. The methods de- 
vised for this census were approved by the Department of Education, and 
then copied by many other municipalities. The results obtained, resul- 
ted in accurate data that has been verified by State officials, and also 
had the happy effect of saving the town many thousands of dollars. 


There were many more issues and problems dealt with by the School 
Committee, but these are presented as representing the broad range of i- 
tems that came before it. The committee anticipates that the problems 
of 1976 will be as plentiful as those of 1975, and that easy answers wil] 
be difficult to find. The ultimate objective of the committee is to de- 
termine those policies and procedures that will result in the best pos- 
sible educational program for all the children of Natick, and will in 
1976 rededicate itself to that end.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Several decades ago, the pupil population of Natick began a 
dramatic increase. It was necessary to change attendance areas, moving 
some students to schools further from their homes than the school they 
would normally attend. Ordinarily, elementary schools should house 
grades K through 6, but it was necessary to limit the grades in the 
Bacon, Center, Eliot,.West and Johnson Schools. This resulted in one 
family having students in five different schools and some students had 
to be transported because of this kind of inconvenience. With the con- 
struction of the Kennedy and Memorial Schools, built to house more stu- 
dents than resided in the area, it was necessary to transport students 
across town to fill the new schools and relieve the pressures on other 
schools. 


Now, with decreasing enrollment and closing of a school, a commit- 
tee is utilizing the new census, present population locations, and school 
enrollment projections to redistrict the town with the view of returning 
students to schools closer to their homes, eliminate transportation where 
possible, and equalize enrollment of schools. The redistricting focal 
point for the 1976/1977 school year is in the junior high schools. Crowd- 
ing at the Coolidge School must be relieved. 


Whether to make redistricting changes gradually or abruptly is 
not yet determined, but the movement of many students will obviously be 
necessary. The School Committee, Administration and staff are formulating 
these plans with care and deliberation. 


The Natick Public School curriculum is constantly changing, partic- 
ularly in the high school. There will be new one semester courses in the 


social studies department. In recognition of the role of women in the 
history of this country, ''Women in American History'' will be offered. 
Additional courses are: ''Sociology II'', ''The Thirties and Forties", ''The 


Sixties'', "Working with People'', ''The Frontier in American History", ''The 
North American Indian'', ''Revolutions in the Modern World'', and ''Comparative 
Religions''. Additional courses are also being offered in music: ''Intro- 
duction to Music Notation'', ''Voice'', and ''Choral Appreciation". 


Emphasis in elementary schools is still on basics and the continua- 
tion of changes previously initiated. 


A greenhouse is being constructed with student help and funds from 
the state and federal sources. A greenhouse has long been needed in the 
high school and will provide biology classes with a facility to raise 
plants, conduct experiments, and produce classroom specimens which now 
must be purchased. 


For several years, students have requested a smoking area at the 
high school. The request was rejected because of State laws and Federal 
warnings of the harmful results from the use of tobacco. As it became 
increasingly difficult to control smoking within the building and on the 
grounds, students were granted a smoking area, to be policed by them. 

A campaign to inform the students of the hazards of smoking and to try 
to reduce the use of tobacco was initiated. It is hoped that smoking 
within the building can now be controlled. 
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The School Committee has granted department heads in the four 
major areas of instruction in the Junior High Schools- a request repeat- 
edly made by principals. Department heads will teach a full load and will 
have responsibility for coordinating activities of the department, init- 
iating new programs, preparing requisitions, helping develop curriculum, 
and assisting the principal in other ways. 


One of the most important obligations of the Superintendent of 
Schools is the selection and recommendation for appointment by the Com- 
mittee of all School Department personnel. Particularly critical is the 
selection of those with administrative responsibilities. 


Filling newly created positions were Caroline Cunningham as Ad- 
ministrator of Special Education (a position required by law), Roy Keith 
as Director of Buildings and Grounds, and Marilou Cashman as Director 
of Guidance. Replacing employees who resigned or were retired were Rob- 
ert Battles, replacing John Bell as Food Service Director; Edward Culhane, 
replacing Caroline Cunningham as the Administrative Intern at Natick 
High School; Bill Holbrook, replacing John Scanlan as Director of Adult 
Education; Dan Thomas, replacing Dr. Katherine Best as Director of Pu- 
pil Personnel Services; Walter Vaughan, replacing Helen Murphy as Prin- 
cipal of the Lincoln School; and Craig Young, replacing Len Hanna as Bus- 
iness Manager. 


In a continuing effort to be more responsive to the wishes of 
the community, the School Department, with citizen participation, has de- 
veloped a survey which will seek to determine directions the community 
wishes the School Department to take. The results of this survey will 
be distributed to the public by the end of the school year. It is antic- 
ipated that this effort will have continuing influence on future school 
programs and policies.

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Vandalism has been an increasing problem in all.schools and is 
doubly damaging as it not only interferes with the educational process 
but requires the diverting of expensive labor and material costs for re- 
pairs. Studies are now underway to determine the best means of coping 
with this problem, either through personnel re-assignment, electronic 
devices, or a combination of these. 


New laws regarding inspection of student records have necessi- 
tated the adoption of procedures for allowing student and parental ac- 
cess to such records. Special education law (Chapter 766) was implemen- 
ted during the past year, and Natick's program was evaluated as one of 
the best in the State. On the horizon are new laws such as Chapter 622 
and Title IX which call for equal educational and employment opportunities 
for women. The successful fulfillment of school department responsibil- 
ities under these programs will cost money, but these issues must be faced 
and dealt with. 


Appointment of a new Business Manager has brought new expertise 
and approaches to the management of the School Department's business af- 
fairs. Computerization of the school system's payroll is now underway 


and should be fully operational by the end of the year. 


The 1130 |.B.M. computer has added memory capacity, and the School 
Department is planning to add peripheral equipment to take advantage of 
the maximum capability of the machine. 


Continuing the practice established last year, critical evalua- 
tions are being conducted for all personnel, both tenured and non-tenured. 
Individual conferences with principals are being conducted in an effort 


to coordinate department policy and constantly upgrade the educational 
program. 


The defeat of the proposal to build new elementary schools has 
resulted in a review of the conditions of existing facilities. As a re- 
sult, a comprehensive renovation program will be submitted to the an- 
nual town meeting. An upgraded program of building maintenance will be 
proposed, as well. With rising costs of materials and negotiated salary 
increases, it is apparent that, even with planned reductions in personnel, 
the budget will increase. Also to be considered are the dramatic increa- 


ses, over the past year, in the costs of fuel, electricity and labor for 
Specialized services. 


In 1975 sixty-two teachers were hired as were two nurses, one 
librarian and three administrators. Twenty-seven of the teaching posi- 
tions were new and attributable to programs mandated by Chapter 766. 
Nine were replacements for staff members on maternity leaves of absence 
and the remainder were openings created by resignations and retirements. 
Twelve of the new teachers are residents of Natick. The impact of hav- 
Ing to add new personnel under Chapter 766 was partially offset by a re- 
duction of seven classroom teachers at the elementary level.

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There were no cases of Measles reported for the year 1975. Venereal 
Disease for the year 1975 remained the same as the previous year. 


Tine and Mantoux tests totalied 300; 29 were reactors of which 22 
were put on Chemoprophylaxis. 


A total of 116 patients were brought to Middlesex County Sanatorium 
and other agencies for x-rays and Diagnostic Findings. Home visits totalled 
208. There were 2 cases of active Tuberculosis for 1975 and both were 
pulmonary. 


A total of 125 children six weeks of age and over received immuni- 
zation for Polio at the Health Office, and 206 Kindergarten pupils were 
Tine tested, all of which were negative. 


A total of 86 premature births reported for the year 1975 and 
financial aid was requested by none. 


Premature and post-partum home visits totalled 170. 


In May of 1975, a Diabetic Detection Clinic was held for all Natick 
residents and 157 persons attended from which 28 referrals were made. 


Flu Clinics were held for all Town Employees and Senior Citizens in 
October of this year. A Total of 446 received immunization shots. 


Lead Poison Detection Clinics were held in conjunction with United 
Peoples and the State. A total of 160 children were screened of which 45 
totaled over the maximum lead level. These children are being followed-up 
by the Natick Health Department. 
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Weekly Lead Detection Clinics are held at the Health Office. To 
date, 145 children have been checked and children with high lead levels 
are rechecked regularly. 


The various permits and licenses issued during the year 1975 by the 
Health Office totalled 3240. Fees collected and returned to the Town 
Treasury for dump stickers and general licenses totalled $49,004.80. 


A total of 3,360 vials of different biologics were distributed to 
the various Natick physicians for 1975. 


Under the direction of the Health Department, the Dental Clinic 
examined a total of 3,296 students from kindergarten to grade 6 inclusive. 
Seven hundred and sixty-one defect notices were mailed to parents and 356 
patients were seen. Cleanings, extractions, and fillings totalled 1,075. 
Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasurer was $566.00. 


Through the office of the Board of Health a total of 81 animal bites 
were reported. No evidence of the contagious disease of Rabies was found 
after animal confinement. In May, an immunization clinic was held for 
Eastern, Western and Venezuelan Encephalomyelitis. A total of 1,079 ani- 
mals were vaccinated at the annual Rabies Clinic. Fifteen animal head 
specimens were sent to the State Laboratory for analyses for Rabies. All 
were negative. 


A total of $1,709.00 received for these clinics was returned to the 
Town Treasurer's Office. 


The Board of Health Laboratory has again been approved by the State 
Department of Public Health. Approval is given for qualified personnel 
and equipment after State inspection and examination of personnel. 


Dug Pond, the Town's public bathing beach, tested satisfactorily 
during the summer season for bathing purposes.

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A chemical and bacterial survey has recently been completed for 
Dug Pond and is in the process of being evaluated. This survey and 
analyses will determine if any corrective measures will be necessary to 
curtail and stop pollutants from entering this body of water, if any. 


A total of 2,641 inspections, progress inspections and calls in 
the field were made by this office relative to sanitation and Public 
Health matters. Milk, water and swab testing totalled 585 individual 
tests. 


The Health Department received a total of 316 calls in 1975 for the 
removal of hornet nests, poison ivy spraying, ticks, wasps and mosquito 
spraying on private property. 


The Town was sprayed by a mobile mist blower and by helicopter for 
our Mosquito Control Program. Fogging is also employed for this program. 


The Board of Health is very concerned about diseases carried by 
mosquitos and ticks which are transmitted to humans and animals. Five 
cases of Babesiosis, a tick borne disease, was reported from Nantucket 
Island. 


Various strains of Encephalitis are now to the North, South and 
West of Massachusetts. Heartworm disease is also on the increase. 


A diligent program is planned to control these vectors by the 
Natick Health Department. 


Rodent and insect control programs are also carried out at the 
Town of Natick's Solid Waste Disposal area by our personnel. 


The scales, which are now in operation in this area, have brought 
in more revenue to the Town and has diminished the volume of rubbish 
brought into the dump area by outside commercial contractors. 


The Natick Board of Health still takes a dim view on P.C.D. or 
Cluster Zoning and strongly recommends the present Town Zoning By-laws be 
retained. 


The Mental Health Program, under the direction of the Board of 
Health, for residents requiring this aid has proven very beneficial over 
the years. This program is going into its ninth year and it is strongly 
recommended that these services be continued.

The leash law has now been in effect for over a year and the results 
show a definite reduction in loss of life and injury to dogs on the high- 
ways of Natick. 


The new law created some confusion among dog owners and others, but 
when fully informed, citizens were most cooperative and understanding. 


As a result of thousands of telephone calls this past year, a ''Phone 
Mate'' was connected to my telephone resulting in uninterrupted service 
while | was away answering distress calls or on patrol. 


Of the leash law violations brought before the courts, the defendants 
in every case have been found guilty as charged. 


Whenever possible, wild animals were trapped alive and then released 
in animal sanctuaries or in remote wooded areas. Lost, sick and unwanted 
dogs and pets turned over to me were placed in homes or in cases of sick- 
ness or injury, put to sleep. During the past year the County has made 
funds reimbursable to the Town for the treatment and care of stray cats 
injured on the highway.

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Calendar 1975, which also encompassed most of the hospital's 
fiscal year ending September 30, witnessed an unprecedented growth 
both in patient services and occupancy. But is also took Leonard Morse 
to the threshold of completion of the first component of its Phase II 
construction to alleviate what sometimes had become untenably overcrowded 


condition. 


On January 11, 1976, our new Sixth Floor patient care area was to 
be dedicated ceremonially, with actual occupancy by patients to begin 
within days thereafter. This new floor comprises 32 additional medical- 
surgical beds, a seven-bed 8-hour Admissions Unit and the 23-bed Progress- 
ive Care Unit transferred from its prior location in Hodgson Pavilion. 


Meanwhile, the remaining expansion construction begun last spring 
was due for total completion and use by mid-1976, including an 18-bed 
Mental Health Unit, two more rooming-in beds in Pediatrics, another five 
Radiology diagnostic and special procedure rooms; a 10-bed medical-surgical 
Intensive Care Unit and the expansion of many other ancillary patient care 
service areas. 


To finance this Phase II expansion, 
the Board of Trustees issued and 
promptly sold $8.1 million worth of 
hospital revenue bonds, and conducted 
a limited Priority '75 fund-raising 
effort expected to reach its $600.000 
goal by next spring. The preponderance 
of over $400,000 in pledges accumulated 
as 1975 ended, emanated from all com- 
ponents of our Hospital Family, toget- 
her with large commercial and philan- 
thropic sources from outside of Natick. 


When finally completed, the Leonard

Year 1975 was also a year of change. 
General Director Thomas F. Hennessey 
tendered his resignation in early August, after a 10-year tenure at Leonard 
Morse, and was replaced by the Board of Trustees in November by 0. David 
West of Albion, Michigan, after a nationwide search for a qualified successor. 


Especially commendable in today's unsettled economy the Hospital, 
through a sophisticated budgeting process and regular monitoring by the 
Administration and the Trustee Finance Committee, continued to finish its 
fiscal year with a veritable break-even net operating excess of revenue 
over expenses of $17,307 compared to a 1974 excess of $7,905. 


Many new physicians and dentists were added to our Medical Staff, 
and several others representing a variety of specialties were elevated 
From courtesy to active status, a direct factor in the unparalleled growth 
in the number of patients treated at Leonard Morse during fiscal-calendar 1975. 
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The entire Board of Trustees joins in expression of thanks to our 
Hospital Aid Association, our Trustee Council, our Medical Staff, our 
dedicated hospital employees and all agencies of the Town of Natick whose 
cooperation and concern again have proven invaluable.

We, the Registrars of Voters, hereby submit our annual report for the 
year 1975. 


Our records show that on December 31, 1975 there were 15,514 registered 
voters in the Town of Natick. Reported and approved by the State Census 
Division was a total of 31,102 individuals in the Town of Natick. The 
fugure of 31,102 is the result of the special census conducted during March 


oT 1975. 


In addition to our Monday evening registration sessions an additional 
twenty-one evening registration sessions were held during the year 1975. 
Included in this total are three Saturday sessions held from 12 Noon until 
10:00 P.M., and three sessions from 8:30 A.M. until 10:00 P.M. on the last 
day for registering before any election. 


We also acted as checkers for seventeen sessions of the Annual Town 
Meeting and seven Special Town Meetings held during 1975. 


Under the General Laws of the Commonwealth all local communities are 
required to conduct three listings of inhabitants. Local school depart- 
ments are required to conduct a listing of all school age children, as 
well as a listing of all individuals between the ages of 3 and 21, that 
come within the meaning of Chapter 766. 


Annually, each local Board of Registrars is required to list all inhabit- 
ants 17 years of age and over. This listing is to commence on January 2nd. 


In the interest of economy, cooperation and convenience, on January 1, 
1975 a new program of combining all three listings into one was initiated 
by the school department and the Board of Registrars. The success of the 
new program was only accomplished by your cooperation. 


Once again, we seek the same cooperation from you, the residents, by 
your returning as soon as possible to the Board of Registrars the census 
questionnaire which was mailed to you on December 23, 1975. Without your 
cooperation we cannot continue this new program. 


We look forward to the year 1976, Presidential election year, by making 
it as easy as possible under General Laws for new residents within the 
Town to register as well as making it as easy as possible for you to vote.

Included with 
the deposit to the Town Treasurer was a sum of $407.70 for fees collected 
for the sale of various sporting and fishing licenses. 


Signed into law on July 15, 1975, effective October 14, 1975, by 
Governor Dukakis, was Chapter 497 of the Acts of Massachusetts. Chapter 
497 changed for the first time since 1950 the fees for issuance and the 
certification of certain copies of vital statistics. Fees for correcting 
and examining of certain vital statistics also were raised for the first 
time since 1950. 


Listed below are Sections of Chapter 262 of the General Laws 
affected by passage of Chapter 497 into law. 


Section 1 amends Section 34 of Chapter 262 of the General Laws by striking 
out clauses (11), (12), (13), (13A), (14), (29), (30), (30A), (44), (44A), 
(45), (66), and (67) and inserting in their place the following: 


(11) For entering amendment of a record of the birth of an illegitimate 
child, subsequently legitimatized, two dollars. 

(12) For correcting errors in a record of birth, two dollars. 

(13) For furnishing certificate of a birth, two dollars. 
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(13A) For furnishing an abstract copy of a record of birth, one dollar. 
(14) For entering delayed record of birth, two dollars. 

(29) For correcting errors in a record of death, two dollars. 

(30) For furnishing a certificate of death, two dollars. 

(30A) For furnishing an abstract copy of a record of death, one dollar. 
(44) For issuing certificate of marriage, two dollars. 


(444) For furnishing an abstract copy of a record of marriage, one dollar. 


(45) For correcting errors in a record of marriage, two dollars. 

(66) For examining records or papers relating to birth, marriage or 
deaths upon the application of any person, the actual expense 
thereof, but not less than two dollars. 


(67) For copying any manuscript or record pertaining to a birth, marriage 


or death, two dollars per page.

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DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


| hereby submit my annual report of Veterans' Services and Veterans' 
Benefits for the year ending December 31, 1975: 


Veterans' Benefits - This year, this office gave financial assistance to 
879 people. The State reimburses the cities and towns 50% of the amount 
aided these veterans and their dependents. To receive the 50% reimburse- 
ment, each case is thoroughly investigated and submitted to the State 
Office for approval. The Director must file monthly with the State to 
receive the reimbursement. Under Chapter 483, the State reimburses the 
cities and towns 100%. 


This officeworks very closely with the local Social Security Office 
in helping recipients file for disability and supplemental security income. 
This means a great savings to the Town of Natick and its taxpayers. 


Four assignment cases were dis- 
charged this year in the amount 
of $2,511.50, and turned over to 
the Town Treasurer. 


Veterans! Services - Effective 
August 5, 1975, the Veterans 
Administration increased the 
service-connected compensation 
rates as follows: 10% - $35.00 
per month; 20% - $65.00 per month;

The total amount of the above awards comes to approximately $259,492.98. 
This is quite a big savings to the tax payers of the Town of Natick. 


We have helped many veterans, widows, dependent parents, and widow- 


ers file their income card with the Veterans Administration so that their 
2/1/76 pension check would not be held up. These cards must be filed by 
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January 1st every year. When people forget to file same, the pension 
is stopped. Your Director places a reminder in the local newspapers 
each year to alert recipients. 


This year, forty-five Vietnam Veterans filed for their State Bonus 
through this office which amounted to $9,500.00 going directly to the 
veterans in this town. Five who were in Vietnam received $300.00, and 
the rest $200.00. No person is eligible to receive a $200.00 bonus 
($300. if in Vietnam) unless he has served honorably for a period of six 
months active duty between 7/1/58 and prior to the cutoff date of 4/1/73. 
Any service which started on or after 10/2/72 would be for less than six 
months. Active service shall not include active duty for training in the 
Army National Guard or Air National Guard or active duty for training 
as a reservist in the armed forces of the U.S. or those attending military 
academies. 


Selective Service - This office registered fifty-one young men for the 
Selective Service when they became eighteen. On 4/1/75, a Presidential 
Proclamation was received by the Selective Service which ordered al] 
registration to be stopped until further notice. Young men should keep 
in touch with this office and watch the newspapers as there will be new 
instructions forthcoming as to ''when and where and what date'!' registra- 
tion will resume.

This money is used to pay the men who take care of the 
graves and is as follows: Caretaker of North Cemetery - $200.00; Caretaker 
of the Glenwood Cemetery - $30.00. The balance of this appropriation is 
used for bronze markers, flags, and maintenance of the maps which show 
where every veteran is buried. 


In checking all veterans' graves this year, | found sixty-two miss- 
ing or corroded markers and replaced these with new ones so that each grave 
would be properly marked.

REPORT 


As reported last year, we began the 1975 operating year with the 
first full staff in a number of years. However, this fortunate situation 
came to an end in August when our Assistant Librarian resigned to be mar- 
ried and moved to another area. At the close of this year we filled this 
position and we are looking forward to a progressive year ahead. 


During the past year, we spent in excess of thirty thousand dollars 
for new books and, even with the increased costs, feel we are holding our 
own in new acquisitions. 


During the year we replaced worn areas of the carpeting which, from 
a standpoint of wear, proved better than our forecasts at the time of 
installation. The carpet lasted eleven years in the areas with the great- 
est wear. 


We have installed heavy plexiglas in exterior frames on the stained 
glass in the Gothic windows and trust this will eliminate some of the 
problems we have been having. We had seen a distinct decline in vandal- 
ism during the previous year but it has now turned to an upward cycle and 
is cause for considerable concern. 


From an operational standpoint, it will be recalled, we presented 
a most austere budget to the Town Meeting. It would not be forthright 
if we did not mention that certain maintenance items had to be curtailed 
for a year but we are pleased to report that at the end of the year we 
had a fourteen dollar surplus in our budget. 


The Trustees have decided to delay for another year the request for 
a bookmobile replacement for our oldest unit and we hope this decision 
does not create heavy maintenance problems. 


We hope that our fellow townsmen who use our facilities are cognizant, 


as we are, of the dedicated services of our staff and the fine condition 
in which the building is maintained by the custodians.

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MORSE INSTITUTE 


1975 marked another year of progress for the Morse Institute 
with a total circulation of library materials of 266,668, a small in- 
crease over that of the previous year. The library materials circulated 
included books, paperbacks, records, cassettes, periodicals and pamphlets. 


The reference resources of the library were greatly utilized this 
year. Many questions were answered over the phone, by mail and in person. 
This is one of the valuable services provided by the library to the towns- 
people. 


Films, which were shown in the Children's Library on a regular basis 
for pre-school and elementary school children, were well attended. A film 
program for Young Adults was held in the fall, but, as it was poorly attend- 
ed, was discontinued at the end of the year. 


The two pre-school story hours on Monday and Tuesday mornings were 
enthusuastically received again this year. Visits were made to the 
library by several nursery school and elementary school classes. During 
the summer there was a program of arts and crafts for the older children. 
Through the courtesy of Babson Institute the library again had the use 
of a computer terminal during July and August. The summer reading program, 
in the Children's Library and on the Bookmobile, was a great success with 
259 children completing the required reading. 


Through a policy of greater freedom in reciprocal borrowing between 
all the libraries in the Eastern Region, Natick borrowers may now go di- 
rectly to another library in the area, if they wish, ot find a book not 
in their own library. This system speeds up interlibrary loan service. 
Through interlibrary loan film service from the Boston Public Library, 


several organizations, as well as the Morse Institute, are regular borrow- 
ers. 


The two Bookmobiles had a total circulation of 89,371, in spite of 
the fact that both experienced mechanical problems. Bookmobile I1 had 
to be off the road several times while repairs were being made. Some 


time in the near future Bookmobile |, purchased in 1958, will need to be 
replaced. 


The Assistant Head Librarian and the Reference Librarian held a 
monthly adult discussion group on classic modern novels. It was enthusi- 


astically attended by a small group. It is planned to continue this 
program in 1976. 


There was only one change on the staff this year. Marsha Zack, the 
Assistant Head Librarian, resigned at the end of the summer to be married. 
In December the Trustees appointed Mrs. Carol Shedd to fill this vacancy, 
effective January 7, 1976. Mrs. Shedd is a Simmons College Library School 


graduate and has had several years of experience as Librarian at the Bacon 
Free Library in South Natick. 


An inventory of the adult non-fiction books was started during the 
summer and thus far it has shown that a very large number of books are 


missing. This is a problem that all libraries are facing and to which 
there is no easy solution. 
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Gifts of books, magazines, newspapers and paperbacks have been 
gratefully received. Many thanks should go to the Natick Bulletin, the 
Natick Suburban Press, WGTR and WKOX for publicizing library events. 
The library is also grateful to the Natick Federal Savings and Loan 
Association for the bookmarks and to the Natick Trust Company for the 
card envelopes. The attractive plants and floral arrangements brought 
in by the Natick Garden Club were very much appreciated.

The engineering firm of Coffin & Richardson has been engaged to implement 
the vote of the Annual Town Meeting to begin a study of the town-wide drain- 
age system. It is hoped that additional funds will be appropriated so that 
this important project will be continued. 


SEWER DIVISION 


The Sewer Division was successful in locating and sealing off nearly 
2,000,000 gallons of extraneous flows in the sewer system. This resulted 
in a grant of 2400 new sewer permit units by the Department of Water Pollu-. 
tion Control. These will be dispersed judiciously in order to insure that 
any existing homes wishing to connect to public sewer mains will be able 
to do so. Further search and correction of extraneous flows is continuing. 


Sewer extensions are underway in Northeast Natick and in the Kendal] 
Lane area. These are about 60% complete and will be finished in 1976. 


A contract has been awarded to sewer the West Street-Durant Road area. 
This work will get underway early in 1976. 


WATER DIVISION 


The second well in the Cypress Road well field was put into operation 
in 1975. This proved to be an excellent source of water, pumping 2,000,000 
gallons per day when operated on a 24 hour per day basis. 


Number 5 well in the Springvale field had fallen off in production in 


recent years. This well was re-developed in 1975 and its production was 
increased to near its normal. 
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Several meetings were held with Dover officials in an effort to reach 
an agreement to allow Natick to take water from the former Stigmatine prop- 
erty in Dover. This effort is continuing.

Ist Aid Course to the entire Police Department. 


COMMUNICATIONS DIVISION 


The fire alarm system is in good repair. Regular tests were 
performed on all boxes including auxiliary systems in all schools, rest 
homes, churches, and housing for the elderly. During the year the Fire 
Alarm system was evaluated by the Insurance Services Office. The results 
of the survey brought out needed improvements in the system, most of which 
have already been instituted. The new five circuit fire alarm switchboard 
ordered in 1974 has been received and installed at the center station and 
will provide the necessary circuits in the Central area of Natick for many 
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years to come. Cable maintenance has continued with the replacement of 

six sections of overhead wire in various parts of town. The total length 
of this replacement was 4700 feet. New Fire Alarm boxes have been connect- 
ed to the system at the following locations:

RADIO SYSTEMS: 


The Fire, Police, Public Works, Forestry, Recreation and Civil 
Defense systems have been maintained throughout the year with 89 service 
calls and 17 installations including the new radios received for the 
Police and Public Works Departments. A simultaneous monitor feature 
was installed into the Fire Rescue and Deputy Chief's vehicles to provide 
Fire Channel contact while actually on the Hospital channel. 


CIVIL DEFENSE SYSTEM: 


The ten audible electronic warning units have been tested daily 
and serviced as required during the year.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


| would like to begin this report by thanking the citizens of 
Natick for their awareness of unusual activities in their neighborhoods 
and on the streets. In three such instances arrests were made and 
prosecution followed. 


CRIME 


There was an increase of crime in Natick in 1975 along with the 
national trend. Housebreaks and vandalism continue to be our most 
serious problems. Although there were eight less house burglaries than 
last year, we would like to reduce it even more. 


However the most terrible tragedy in a number of years occurred 
in East Natick on August 20, 1975 when the father of three young children 
shot and killed his wife, father-in-law, and then turned the gun on him- 
self. 


There were 15,117 complaints received at headquarters in 1975 re- 
quiring investigations. There were seventy-four more arrests made than 
in 1974. There were 312 arrests made. 


Breaking and entering of business establishments and schools showed 
the largest increase over 1974 - forty-three. 


Juvenile arrests showed a marked decrease in 1975. There were 
twenty-one less juveniles arrested than in 1974. 


VANDALISM 


Vandalism is on the increase. Not only schools which have always 
been a target, but private homes are being vandalized. Young adults 
riding in motor vehicles throw objects at homes for no apparent reason. 
Of course in the schools breaking the large windows time after time becomes 
very expensive. The taxpayer has to pay the bill. In an attempt to combat 
this problem, the auxiliary police have started to patrol the schools 
unpaid, using their own vehicles at their own expense. This, to me, is 
Sincere community dedication. 


Our most serious vandalism occurred at the Wilson Jr. High School 
when four youths destroyed $500 worth of windows, proceeded into the 
cafeteria and destroyed $2,000 worth of food. The youths were apprehended 
and are awaiting trial. 


TRAFFIC 


There were three motor vehicle accidents cauSing the death of five 
young people in 1975. This was four more than in 1974, 


Two men were killed on route nine near the pumping station. Both 
were twenty years of age. 


A fourteen year old girl succumbed to injuries received as a passen- 
ger In a car that crashed into a tree on Oak Street. 
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Two men, twenty and twenty-two years of age were fatally injured 
when they collided head on, on North Main Street. 


There were 58 more property damage accidents in 1975 than in 1974. 
Pedestrian accidents also showed a decrease of four. 


In an attempt to cut down on accidents caused by speeding motor 
vehicles in our community, an officer was assigned to cover all areas 
of the town and set up radar traps. As a result of this Selective 
Enforcement, there were 1976 citations issued compared to 1433 in 1974. 


TRAINING 


Police training is a continuous program. Laws change, procedure 
and methods change. Officers must receive all the knowledge possible 
to perform their duties properly. Unfortunately, federal grants which 
sponsor many training schools are diminishing. We can only send one or 
two officers off to school at a time because we must maintain a full 
complement on duty at all times. 


A list of the schools attended by officers in the past year consist 
of: Command Training School, Babson College; Advanced Management Program, 
Babson College; Crime Scene Search Program, State Police Academy; Motor 
Vehicle Accident Investigation, Registry of Motor Vehicles; Photography 
School, State Police Academy; Advanced Investigation Program, State Police 
Academy; and State Police Training Academy. Officers from the Natick 
Police Department attended all of these programs. This represents seventy- 
five weeks of training. All officers received twenty-five hours of Cardiac- 
Pulmonary and First Aid Training from the instructors of the Natick Fire 
Department. All officers also attended a one week course in Firearms 
Training at the Southboro Firing Range under the direction of the F.B.1. 
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Chies Arena congratulates Miss Patricia Kelly upon 
necetving money which she found over a year ago. 
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COMMENDATION 
Two residents received recognition from the Natick Police 
Department. Their alertness in notifying police of suspicious activ- 
ities resulted in the arrest of four persons. This Certificate of 
Appreciation was awarded during ''Law Week''. We hope to be able to 
continue giving public recognition to residents of the community who 
notify police of any unusual activities and arrests follow. 


The department was pleased to have a guest officer visit us and 
to participate in some of the activities of the department. Officer 
Paul Roberts of the Freeport, Maine Police Department spent one week 
with the department. 


PROMOTIONS 


Sergeant Edward C. Garvin and Sergeant William T. Maloon were 
promoted to Lieutenant. Patrolmen Daniel L. O'Callaghan and Nicholas S. 
Mabardy were promoted to Sergeant as well as Patrolman David D. Holland. 
There were four additional patrolmen appointed to fill vacancies, Officer 
Charles MacLean, Thomas Lamont, Paul Thompson, and Robert Davis, Jr. 
Lieutenant Thomas J. McEvoy retired from the Police Department after 
thirty years of dedicated public service to the town.

GOALS - OBJECTIVES 


Our objectives in the coming year are to decrease crime. Naturally, 
we must muster all our resources to accomplish this objective and patrol 
the community even more diligently, to eliminate death on our highways 
by even more strict enforcement, and to lower the sudden rise in vandalism. 


To accomplish this, the auxiliary police force will be used to assist the 
regular force. 
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We wish to have a dog in our department. There have been many 
instances in the past if a dog were on duty with a police officer many 
more apprehensions would have been made. It not only can be used in 
burglaries but to locate lost children and in some instances crowd 
control. 


There will be a Tactical Force consisting of fourteen police 
officers, specially trained for all phases of public disruptions and 
for any incidents requiring special training. 


In an attempt to improve the efficiency at headquarters, | am 
requesting a tape recorder. The purpose, besides efficiency, is to 
eliminate any error when a resident calls and hangs up without giving 
the dispatcher the opportunity to acknowledge the message received. 
Many Police and Fire Departments have had recordings for many years, 
including our own Fire Department. 


A request at Town Meeting also will be made for a small amount 
of money for the purpose of investigation. In certain areas such as 
drugs, the first question asked by State Police undercover agents is 
‘Do you have money to make a buy?''. We do not and are unable to get 
agents in town. It will be worth the investment to receive this money. 
All cruisers should have cages separating the front and rear seats to 
prevent an officer conveying a prisoner to the station from injury.

SAFETY COMMITTEE 


The members of the Natick Safety Committee held four regular 
meetings during 1975. 


Safety matters which had been referred to the committee by the 
Board of Selectmen were discussed, investigations made and recommendations 
forwarded to the Board of Selectmen for their action. 


The following recommendations were made by the Safety Committee: 
is That Adams Court should not have any reserve parking; 


as That a ''Stop Sign'' be placed on West Street at the intersection of 
Campus Drive; 


oh That Willow Street be posted ''No Parking'' from North Main Street 
in a westerly direction for 180 feet; 


4. That ''Dangerous Intersection'' signs be installed on Bacon Street 
near Park Avenue; 
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¥ That additional lighting be installed on Speen Street at the entrance 
and exit of the Drive-In Theatre; 


6. That an island and a ''Stop Sign'' be installed at the intersection of 
Everett and Eliot Streets; 


i That sidewalks be installed at Cedar Gardens on the south side of 
Curve Street; 


8. That new type of street light be installed at the intersection of 
Rockland and Everett Street; 


op That the Board of Selectmen maintain the existing speed limit on 
Pine Street; 


10. That a suitable island be installed at Pine and Oak Streets; 


Ae That a sign reading ''Caution-Blind Driveway Ahead'' be installed on 
the south side of Eliot Street east of pole 52/96; 


LZ That a ''Stop Sign'' containing also the words ''Do not Block Intersection'' 
be erected on the south side of Pond Street at the intersection of South 
Main Street; 


1:32 That a island be installed at the intersection of West and South Main 
Streets. 


The members of the Natick Safety Committee take this opportunity to 
express their appreciation to the various departments for their assistance 
and cooperation in helping to make their recommendation of making Common 
Street and Park Street one way streets. This recommendation was made with 
the idea of eliminating heavy congestion in the flow of traffic around the 
area of the common and U.S. Post Office.

CIVIL DEFENSE 


The Civil Defense Warning System, generators and radios, on both 
the local and Amateur Radio networks have been tested regularly and kept 
in good repair. 


The Auxiliary Police, recently reorganized with thirty members, has 
been supplied with uniforms by a local industrial organization at no cost } 
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to the Town, for which we are extremely grateful. The members are presently 
receiving training in proper police procedures and accompany the regular 
police on patrol and traffic duty. The membership will be expanded and 
training intensified as conditions require. 


The Scuba equipment is in good condition, two suits having been 
replaced and other damaged or defective equipment repaired or replaced. 
The Scuba team, members of the Fire Department, have given their usual 
outstanding service on several occasions, and under the worst of conditions, 
and are again to be highly commended. 


The rescue truck, a converted 1950 bookmobile, is in very poor and 
unreliable condition. An early replacement is necessary for efficiency 
and comfort during Scuba operations as well as natural disasters and 
other occasions. 


Resusci-Anne, a manikin used for the teaching of techniques of 
Cardio-Pulmonary Resuscitation, received unusually heavy use throughout 
the year by the Fire and Police Departments and other groups for the in- 
struction of Emergency Medical Technician, First Responder and First Aid 
courses, now required by law. This heavy use has reduced the manikin to 
an unrepairable condition, and is of no further use for this purpose. 


The Radiological Monitoring instruments, furnished by the Federal 
government, are stored at the Emergency Operating Center and ready for 
use should the occasion arise. 


Periodic visits are continually made to the State Surplus Depot and 
other locations where much usable equipment and material is still being 
obtained at slight cost to the Town. Through the efforts of William Rogers 
and Peter Maffei of the Department of Public Works, a forty-foot trailer 
and a Dumpster truck with thirty ten-yard containers were obtained for the 
Town dump, the latter at no cost to the Town. 


During the year Joseph Poshefko, Director; John A. Morris, Deputy 
Director; and Mary Ellen Womboldt, staff member, completed courses and 
examinations for certification as Registered Emergency Medical Technicians, 
required by the new state ''Ambulance Law''. 


During the calendar year the Town has received in excess of $4,800.00 
in Federal Matching Funds, a much greater amount than the cost of the pro- 
gram to the Town. 


In conclusion, | wish to thank the Fire Department for the maintenance 
of radios and Warning System; the Public Works Department for assisting in 
locating and transporting surplus equipment; Lt. McEvoy for the training and 
coordinating of the Auxiliary Police, and to all those others who contributed 
in any way to the Civil Defense program.

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TOWN COUNSEL 


This is my tenth year as Town Counsel, which has required the full 
time use of my professional services. My retainer fee of $96.15 per 
week has not changed since 1970. Commencing with the fiscal year July 
1, 1975, to June 30, 1976, the Law Department budget was changed to a 
fixed yearly salary instead of a minimal retainer fee supplemented by case 
fees on a per hour basis. 


During 1975, | attended all 19 sessions of the Annual Town Meeting, 
(74 Articles), also each of seven Special Town Meetings, (51 Articles). 
In addition to my nightly attendance of each meeting, many hours were 
spent outside of Town Meeting researching our articles in anticipation 
of legal inquiries that may be made by Town Meeting members. | attended 
24 meetings of the Board of Selectmen, and 12 meetings of other Town 
Boards and Committees. 


| am a member of the Medical Indemnification Panel for the Fire and 
Police Departments, and also an active member of the City Solicitors 
and Town Counsels Association. 


The General Court has enacted a very important legislation on the 
"Open Meeting Law'', by the passage of c. 303 of the Acts of 1975 amending 
c. 39. This law goes into effect January 1, 1976. 


Some of the additional legal matters handled by this office in 1975 
are as follows: 


Gift of land (500 sq.ft.) used for pump station on Countryside Road 
at Cottage Street under Article 35, ATM 1975, by George H. Todd, Jr. 
Deed filed in the Registry of Deeds on October 1, 1975. 


Legal work for the Elementary School Building Committee in the 
acquiring of a new school off Bacon Street and the remodeling of the 
West Natick School. This involved research, opinions, appraisals and all 
incidental legal matters. This also involved a considerable number of 
hours which were billed to the Town. 


The Board of Selectmen is reviewing a list of attorneys, submitted 
by me, for a Special Counsel on the four cases involving damages incurred 
by the Town of Natick as a result of construction of the Kennedy Junior 
High roof that may be nearing Trial date. 


The Board of Selectmen referred my services to the Recreation 
Commission and the School Department in the feasibility of joint acqui- 
sition of the Bacon School for their use. 


In conclusion, the duties of the Town Counsel are covered in detail 
by the Natick By-Laws, under Article V. In order to provide the best legal 
services to the Town under a reduced law budget, all Town Boards, Committees, 
and Department heads must, in their written requests, contain sufficient 
facts and necessary related information that present a legal question for 
determination by the Town Counsel. 
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The total number of cases in litigation for 1975 is 48. Of these 
48 suits, 10 have been concluded during this period.

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PLANNING BOARD 


One change occurred in the membership of the Planning Board in 
1975, with the election in March of Milton E. Gilbert to a five-year 
term to replace Clifton A. Buchner who had completed five years of 
service and chose not to run for reelection to the Board. 


In carrying out its responsibilities the Planning Board held 4S 
meetings during 1975. A number of proposals and projects initiated by 
the Board have been completed. These projects, which will have a major 
and advantageous impact on the town in future years, include: 


1) Town-wide Drainage Study - The Planning Board asked for and received 

an appropriation of $30,000 from Town Meeting to begin the first phase 

of a two-phase study of the entire drainage system of the town. The study 
will allow the town to effectively plan for drainage and wetland protection 
and help to preserve the water table. In this regard we received the coop- 
eration of the Conservation Commission, who joined us in sponsoring the 
article.

2) Off-Street Parking and Loading Regulations - The Planning Office rewrote 
this section of our zoning by-laws and incorporated innovative features 

such as buffer zones, landscaping and internal safety requirements. In the 
future new parking lots will be more attractive, as well as safer. 


3) Business and Professional Office District - This new by-law allows 
for construction of up to 4-story professional buildings within Natick. 
The article requires that tough environmental standards be met before 
construction. This article will encourage commercial growth within the 
town and broaden the tax base. 


In addition to the above projects, the Planning Board also worked closely 
with others to assist in the following activities: 
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1) Flood Insurance Program - Actively supported the work of the Selectmen 
and Planning Director in preparing the Town's application for the Flood 
Insurance Program, which makes relatively inexpensive insurance protection 
available to home owners in identified flood hazard areas. The Board also 
recommended favorable action to the Town Meeting on the article making 
application to this program. 


2) Sewer Improvement Appropriation - The Planning Board strongly supported 
the D.P.W.'s article and argued forcefully and effectively at Town Meeting 
for an appropriation of $50,000 to continue the program to correct Natick's 
sewerage infiltration problems. 


3) Downtown Redevelopment - The Planning Board was a strong supporter 

of the work of the Redevelopment Authority in its downtown urban renewal 
project and adopted resolutions indicating such support on April 14, 1975. 
We recommended to Town Meeting that the Redevelopment Authority get the 
necessary funding. The Planning Board looks forward to assisting the 
Natick Redevelopment Authority in future years. 


4) In-Town Transportation Service - The Planning Board strongly backed 
the efforts of the Selectmen and Planning Office in seeking to provide 

a local bus service as part of the State Executive Office of Transportation 
and Construction's demonstration program. At this writing, word has not 
yet been received from the State regarding the awarding of a 50% grant 

for this service; however, the Board is most pleased that the Town Meeting 
has already acted favorably on the Town's share of funds for this project. 
The Board believes Transportation is one of the major issues presently 
facing the Town and that this experiment would provide Natick with an ex- 
cellent opportunity to explore the potential of such service while meet- 
ing the basic needs of those residents who are dependent on public trans- 
portation. 


5) Government Grants to the Town - The Board has in the past and wil] 
continue to support the efforts of the Selectmen and Planning Office in 
obtaining additional State and Federal assistance for the Town. During 
the past year it has received $36,000 under the Community Development Act 
of 1974 and has also received a commitment for a grant of $300,000 for 
sewerage improvements through the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
and the Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources. 


There was no property rezoned by the Town Meeting in 1975. Two 
proposals for the rezoning of approximately 350 acres of land in the 
southeast quadrant failed to receive the necessary vote, and a proposal 
to rezone an area near the Leonard Morse Hospital was withdrawn by the 
proponent. 


The Planning Board made recommendations on 78 variance requests, 
and put great emphasis on preparing worthwhile recommendations to the 
Board of Appeals. We hope that Board found these recommendations of 
assistance to them in their deliberations. 


There are currently approximately sixteen approved subdivisions, 
two of which were approved this year. In addition, one subdivision was 
rescinded at the request of the owner and two have been reactivated, 
with plans for proceeding with construction carefully reviewed by the 
Board. On those subdivisions currently in process the Planning Board 
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is regulating them to the fullest extent possible to be sure all original 
plans and the town's subdivision specifications are faithfully carried 

out; the Board has spent many hours attempting to resolve problems brought 
to our attention by residents of those areas. In addition to subdivisions, 
39 plans not requiring approval under the subdivision control law were 
carefully reviewed and action taken. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Bransfield was retained by the town to review the 
zoning by-laws and their relationship to the new State Building Code. 
Based on her review Mrs. Bransfield prepared 7 articles for the 1976 
Annual Town Meeting. Of these, six will be jointly sponsored by the 
Planning Board and Board of Selectmen. 


Mr. James Freeman is nearing the conclusion of his second year as 
Planning Director. Mr. Freeman has done an excellent job, and his con- 
tribution to the Board and to the planning in this town cannot be measured. 
We are indebted for his continued assistance. With the cooperation of 
the Selectmen, the Planning Office was also granted two CETA employees, 
Peter Scopton and Stephen Connolly. These individuals also made a signi- 
ficant contribution to the operation of the office and allowed the office 
to respond more quickly and effectively to the ever increasing volume of 
citizen inquiries regarding planning and land use matters. In addition, 
Mr. Scopton played a major role in the preparation of the Town's bus 
proposal and Mr. Connolly'swork led directly to the Town receiving a 
commitment of $300,000 from the state to aid in the required improvements 
to the sewerage system. The contribution of the CETA employees will be 
severely missed after their termination in January, 1976. The Planning 
Board met with the Selectmen and Personnel Board in an attempt to investi- 
gate the possibility of hiring a permanent assistant to the Planning Director. 
We are gratified that the Personnel Board plans to include this additional 
position as part of their pay plan for 1976, and it is hoped that this job 
will be approved by Town Meeting. 


The Zoning By-Laws have been updated twice during 1975; in the spring 
the changes made by Town Meeting through 1974 were incorporated, and after 
receiving the Attorney General's approval of those voted in the Special 
Town Meeting in April, 1975 the October 1975 edition was prepared. 


Planning Board meetings were changed from Monday evenings to the 
second and fourth Wednesday of each month. This allowed the Planning Board 
to conduct its meetings in the large meeting room in the Town Office 
Building. 


The Planning Board has set the following priorities for 1976. We 
deem all these to be of major importance to the future welfare of the town:

Revision of Subdivision Rules & Regulations 
Land Use Plan 

Capital Improvements Program 

Revision of Zoning Regulations 

Housing for our young people 
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; The Planning Board will continue to coordinate planning activities

In 1975 the Building Department issued a total of 2,174 permits, 
as follows:

and received the sum of $21,065.42, which amount has been turned over to 
the Town Treasurer. 


As of January 1, 1975, under the State Building Code, it became the 
duty of the Natick Inspector of Buildings to have 
inspections made of all multiple dwellings, schools, 
churches, business establishments, fire stations, 
day care centers, nursing homes, funeral homes, 
restaurants, and all places of public assembly, 
as well as the hospital. Many of these inspec- 
tions must be made semi-annually but it 
has not been possible to get all such in- 
Spections made as the Building Department 
does not have the necessary personnel. 


It is also required that al] 
buildings be posted by the Inspector 
as to Use Group, Fire Grading, 
Live Load and Occupancy Load. 


Under the State Buildings 
all signs in the Town of Natick 


Inspector 0f Buildings Frederick L. must be inspected yearly by the 
Sanford, JA. Inspector of Buildings. 


Because of this additional required work along with the normal work 
of this department, it is very evident that additional personnel is need- 
ed by the Building Department for the coming year.

In the year 1975, 90 cases were presented to the Board for hearing. A 
list of cases and the action of the Board on each appeal appears in the 
statistical section of this Town Report. Rules and Regulations of the 
Board were revised and filed with the Town Clerk on August 7, 1975. Fees 
realized by the Board for appeals filed, postage and copies, totaled 
$3,020.24. 


The term of Herbert A. Black II, as a Regular Member of the Board 
expired on May 1, 1975, and Mr. Black did not seek re-appointment to the 
Board. Walter S. Peterson, resigned as an Associate Member of the Board 
prior to the termination of his appointment. The Board wishes to express 
its appreciation to Herbert A. Black I1, and Walter S. Peterson, for their 
professional contributions rendered to the Board during their six years of 
service as ZBA Members. 


On April 22, 1975, the Board of Selectmen made the following appoint- 
ments to the Board of Appeals: -Marvin R. Gould, Regular Member (5-year- 
term); Lois N. Talis, Associated Member (3-year-term); Myron J. Douglas, 
Associate Member (1-year-term). At the Board's Meéting on May 16, 1975, 
the Board reorganized and Robert T. Gammons was unanimously re-elected 
Chairman, Philip M. Quatrale, was unanimously elected Vice Chairman and 
Edward A. Herosian, was unanimously elected Clerk.

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HOUSING AUTHORITY 


During the year just passed, plans and efforts of the Housing 
Authority to alleviate the dire need for additional units of Housing 
for the Elderly met with little success. The Authority was again 
denied a suitable and available tract of land by Town Meeting, and the 
search for other locations was an exercise in futility, when, during 
the latter half of the year, construction monies became unavailable. 


Despite these setbacks, the Authority pursued and was successful in 
obtaining other sources of revenue and housing accommodations. Under the 
Modernization Program, the fifty-two units of low-income family housing 
were equipped with new heating units and a substantial amount of money 
procured for needed improvements at the Housing for the Elderly (Cedar 
Gardens). 


Chapter 707 (State Rental Assistance) was expanded and application 
made for Section 8 funds (Federal Rental Assistance). This Section 8 
application has been accepted and monies with which to implement the 
program are expected momentarily.

The Authority applied for and received $700,000 for the construction 
of low-moderate income family dwelling units, but the expenditure of these 
funds has been temporarily held up because of uncertainties in the bond 
market. 


Communication and cooperation with private developers, for one reason 
or another, have run into a stone wall. It would seem that those (both 
elderly and family) who are so badly in need of decent, safe, and sanitary 
housing are the helpless victims of a ''leave it as is'' group. 
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So that this Authority would hope that in its future efforts 
to obtain housing for the 350 elderly applicants so patiently waiting 
and for the many families so badly deprived, the cooperation and assist-~- 
ance of the average citizen would emerge and let it be known that Natick, 
as a whole, does care.

REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


This past year has been one of great productivity and accomplishment 
for the Natick Redevelopment Authority (NRA). The overall result is that 
at long last the revitalization program for downtown Natick is a fact. 
After receiving approval from Town Meeting and the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, the undertaking of the Natick Center-Summer Street urban renewal 
project is in its execution stage. 


At the start of the year, the Redevelopment Authority, its staff, and 
consultants continued the planning work started during 1974. A final pro- 
ject report was completed in April 1974 which included plans, information 
and documentation to back up the Natick Center renewal undertaking. 


An extensive public information program was put into effect to inform 
the entire citizenry of Natick as to the provisions of the Natick Center - 
Summer Street Project Plan and the financial implications of its being 
carried out. Meetings were held with community organizations such as the 
Kiwanis and Rotary; coffee klatches were held at homes throughout the 
Town under the auspices of the League of Women Voters; and numerous 
articles and news stories were carried by the local news media. 


On May 19, 1975, a public hearing was held at the Natick High School 
cafeteria by the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee. A 
presentation was given by the Natick Redevelopment Authority, whereupon 
many citizens gave their views and had questions answered. 
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The Urban Renewal Plan for the Natick Center-Summer Street Project 
was approved by the Board of Selectmen on June 2, 1975. Articles 1, 2, 
3, and 4 of Special Town Meeting #4 held on June 3, 1975 were all over- 
whelmingly approved by Town Meeting Members. These articles provided 
the authorization for carrying out the project and the appropriation for 
the necessary funding. 


On July 25, 1975, the Town of Natick and the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts entered into contract whereby the State will provide $1,702,347 in 
reimbursements as its share of the project costs. Also at this meeting, 
the Selectmen and the Redevelopment Authority entered into a Cooperation 
Agreement whereby responsibilities were set and mutual cooperation was 
pledged to carry out the Natick Center-Summer Street Project to its com- 
pletion. 


The following are major activities and events that are to be accomp- 
lished to complete the Project: 


- Appraise values of properties to be acquired 

- Appraise values of properties to be sold for redevelopment 

- Hire engineering and architectural consultants 

- Negotiate and acquire properties 

- Relocate occupants (residents and businesses) 

- Choose developer or developers (based on review of proposals) 

- Demolish buildings 

- Sell land to developers 

- Construct Public Improvements (garage, streets, mall and plaza) 
- Construct new buildings (housing, offices, and retail stores)

The work of the NRA proceeded expeditiously this past year in light 
of events which affected the membership of the Board: 


- At the 1975 Annual Election, Mary J. Trundy was re-elected to the 
NRA for a five-year term. 

- The NRA received with regret the resignation of Richard A. Robbins 
due to business commitments. Mr. Robbins dedicated many years of 
service to the Town of Natick as a member of the NRA, a commissioner 
of Public Works, a member of the Finance Committee, and a Town 
Meeting Member. 
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- The NRA deeply regrets the passing on of member Charles J. Ahearn. 
Mr. Ahearn was an instrumental person in the planning stage of the 
Project and his enthusiasm will be missed by all. 

- On November 10, 1975, Steven E. Adams was appointed by the NRA 
Board and the Board of Selectmen to fill the vacancy on the NRA 
Board caused by the death of Charles J. Ahearn. Mr. Adams' term 
expires at the 1976 Town Election. 


The Natick Center-Summer Street Project is expected to take five years 
to be completed (1979 or 1980) with some construction starting within two 
years and staged to minimize disruption of the businesses and residents 
of the Project area. 


Although many persons are anxious to see visual evidence of the 
Project in progress at this early date, the NRA must proceed carefully 
but expeditiously to accomplish the Project in an economically sound, 
aesthetically appealing, and functional manner in order to maximize the 
benefits to the Town of Natick and to all its citizens. 


The NRA wishes to extend its gratitude to all the citizens of the 
Town of Natick that helped make the execution stage of the Natick Center- 
Summer Street Project a reality. We sincerely hope that this cooperation 
will continue through the completion of the Project.

CENTRAL FIRE STATION RELOCATION SITE COMMITTEE

The Site Committee to Relocate the Central Fire Station unanimously 
selected that parcel of land located on East Central Street and shown on 
Assessors Map #44, Lots #347 and 348, commonly known as the Beckwith 
property, consisting of approximately 27,550 square feet, with an approx- 
imate frontage of 166 feet and a depth of approximately 172 feet. 


It is the intent of the Committee to stay active and provide the 
Board of Selectmen with the additional input that from time to time it 
may require.

20, 1975, under Article 27. It met almost weekly beginning on July 22, 
1975 and running to October 30, 1975. 


The Committee understood their responsibility, (in view of Town 
Meeting action to go forward with Urban Renewal in the downtown area) was 
to investigate possible relocation sites for the DPW, determine needs 
including the size and general arrangement of a new DPW location, determine 
an approximate cost of a site acquisition, and if possible, indicate expect- 
ed cost of a new facility. The Committee was expected to render a report 
to the Board of Selectmen who appointed them by September 15, 1975. 


In view of the economic conditions in the town the Committee confined 
itself to evaluating only Town-owned land, or land that could be obtained 
at little or no expense. Attendance at meetings was obtained of many 
individuals and town agencies who contributed information that aided the 
committee in its work. 


It was quickly determined that at least 10 acres of land was needed, 
that other departments having vehicles serviced by the Public Works Depart- 
ment should be included in the facilities to be constructed (in which event 
another 2 acres might be needed), and that the location should be on a 
street which readily enabled servicing all areas of the town. 


The sites considered, in the order of their preference, were: 
1- Sale or lease’of a portion or all of the Army Supply Depot on Speen 
Street used by the State National Guard, 2- the Oak Street Gravel Pit, 
3- the South Main Street/West Street Landfill area, and 4- the West 
Central Street town-owned lands. 


The following criteria were considered in evaluating the sites: 
1- Service (the ability to reach and service the entire town); 2- 
Adequacy (efficient use of land and capability to allow for expansion) ; 
3- Compatibility (effect on the surrounding land, particularly from an 
aesthetic view); 4- Long Range Use (what is best long term use of land); 
S- Construction factors (cost of site preparation and acquisition) ; 
6- Traffic (effect of location on traffic pattern); 7- Crushing Mill 
(disposition of town-owned mill presently located at the gravel pit) 
8- Conservation considerations. 


The availability of the Speen Street Site was removed after visit 
and discussion with appropirate officials. The Committee then rendered 
its report to the Board of Selectmen on September 15, recommending the 
remaining sites in the order listed, and suggesting three articles to be 
included in the next upcoming special town meeting of November 18, 1975; 
i.e. 1- asking Town Meeting to select the site from the 3 listed; 2- 
establishing a building committee; and 3- appropriating funds. 


The Selectmen decided to include only the last two suggestions in 
the warrant for the special town meeting. 
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At the Finance Committee public hearing of October 23, 1975 a 
large attendance of citizens appeared and some new information was 
presented that had not previously been brought to the attention of 
the Committee. The new information consisted of the 1942 decision of a 
Special Permit granted by the Board of Appeals which established certain 
conditions in allowing the Town to remove gravel from the site recommended 
by the Committee. This new information clearly was not included in the 
committee deliberations regarding future operation of the gravel pit and 
the siting of the crushing mill once the gravel was depleted. 


A further meeting was held on October 28 at which a large gather- 
ing of the public attended, principally from the three site areas listed. 
Useful information was exchanged and the committee was pleased that citizen 
participation was obtained in such large numbers, although it would have 
been helpful if the information had been brought to the attention of the 
committee at its earlier public meetings. Because one member was absent, 
no conclusive new votes could be taken. 


At its final meeting of the year on October 30, full attendance of 
the Committee was obtained, and it was decided to recommend referral of 
the articles in the warrant back to the committee for further study and 
also to ask the Selectmen to appoint a large citizen advisory committee 
to aid in site identification and selection, hoping in this way to avoid 
a last minute awakening when recommendations are presented to a town 
meeting in the future. 


The Selectmen have appointed the requested advisory committee and 
the Committee expects to continue its process fo site evaluation and come 
before another town meeting with additional recommendations for sites. 
The Committee asks to be continued.

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COUNCIL ON AGING 


The Council on Aging is presently comprised of eleven members who 
are appointed by the Board of Selectmen and the Senior Center, 10 Wilson 
Street, is the location for Council meetings. 


The Center is open Monday through Friday, 9:00 A.M. to 4:00 P.M. 
except holidays, and is staffed by Philip Saponaro, Director; Edward Bessey, 
Clerical Assistant; and Gertrude Legere, Secretary. Our senior adults 
deeply appreciate the availability of such a service as the Senior Center 
and this is reflected in their patronage; from eight hundred to a thousand 
people ave in attendance each month. 


Natick's Senior Adults are provided with bus service for shopping, 
banking and medical services twice weekly, Wednesday and Friday. This is 
a Town-funded program but otherwise cost-free to the individual. The 
Thursday service seemed the least needed of the bus trips and therefore 
was canceled by the Council this past year. Through the generosity of 
the Star Market, Natick, a bus is provided, by them, for Tuesday shopping. 


A popular service is the hot lunch served daily at the Center with 
the cooperation of the Natick School Department. 


Many health and educational services have been provided during the 
year such as the Blood Pressure Clinic conducted by the Natick Visiting 
Nurse Association, lectures on such topics as Medicare, Social Security, 
Health Insurance, Governmental Affairs and Travel. 


Recreational programs have been held regularly through the year, 
namely: Arts and Crafts, Jewelry Making, Crewel Work, Painting, Square 
Dancing, Bowling as well as Fun and Game days, all well attended. Most 
of these activities are led and taught by volunteers who unselfishly give 
their time to enhance the lives of the seniors. Throughout the year many 
Local, State and Federal officials visited the Center, some as visitors 
and others to speak to the seniors on subjects of vital concern. 


During this past year a most successful Open House, Senior Fair and 
Christmas Party were held. Again the Christmas Party was completely 
arranged by Roche Brothers and held at the Framingham Armory. The attend- 
ance on each of two days was great testimony of the appreciation of this 
social event. 


Knowledge of the activities of the Center is imparted generally by 
the edition of the Center's monthly news letter, mailed and also hand 
distributed to central locations. We have an exchange of news letters with 
Senior Centers in other cities and towns which is quite informative and 
valuable. 


This coming year especially, and onward, the Center will be greatly 
needed by the seniors to assist them in every way possible because of the 
curtailment of many governmental services. The Council hopes to expand 
the Services and Activities programs. Servicewise we anticipate planning 
more health and nutrition programs, a telephone contact and home visitor 
plan for overseeing both the acutely il] and those more permanently con- 
fined. We hope to evaluate and use productively the information obtained 
this year by several Council members who attended meetings on Health Care, 
Housing and Consumer's Protective Services.

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FORESTRY DEPARTMENT 


The high mortality rate of Natick's public shade trees in the older 
established sections of the community continues to be the major concern 
of the Forestry Department. 


Declining vigor and over-maturity of these trees, combined with a 
variety of urban complexities are the basic problems leading to this 
concern. 


This rapid rate of decline has led or will soon lead in many cases 
to total denuding of many streets. This rate of mortality is presently 
exceeding the present annual tree replacement appropriation. 


It is my contention and | have so submitted an article for the 1976 
Annual Town Meeting requesting the sum of $10,000. as the beginning phase 
of an expanded tree planting program. This will allow for the purchase 
and placement of a larger number and variety of public shade trees to off- 
set these major iosses. 


My recommendations for the modernization and acquisition of new 
equipment for the Forestry Department have been incorporated into my 1976 
budget requests, which in my opinion will greatly increase the effective- 
ness of the Department. 


| heartily endorse the concept of a new combined public works gar- 
age which would provide modern indoor garaging and servicing for the 
Forestry Department equipment. 


A number of public hearings for the removal of public shade trees 
as provided for in Chapter 87 M.G.L. were held and permission granted for 
various individual and municipal requests. 


A utility line clearing program known as '!Program Trim!'' was begun 
in March 1975 by the Boston Edison Company and should be completed early 
in 1976. The removal of certain dead trees effecting the operation of the 
private utilities continued in cooperation with the Boston Edison Company 
and the New England Telephone Company. 


My personal thanks to the many Town Boards and Officers for their 
cooperation in the past year.

TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE

Within the time limits of the 1974 appropriation under Chapter 132, 
M.G.L. by the Town Meeting of 1974, | have completed the following: 


1) two Poison Ivy sprays of all effected Town Streets 

2) a second hatch Elm Beetle spray in 1974 and a through dormant 
and first hatch spray in the spring of 1975 

3) dormant and first hatch Gypsy Moth spray in the spring of 1975 

h) finalization of a comprehensive report detailing the severity 
and location of the above listed 

5) the removal of certain diseased Town-controlled Elms 


Due to the lateness of the 1974 appropriation and the inability to 
encumber those funds beyond June 30, 1974, a portion of that funding re- 
mained unexpended. 


In the 1976 Town Meeting articles, | plan to request Chapter 132 


funding through a special article in order to better coincide with the 
timing of the required protective spray applications. 
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Extremely heavy infestations of the Fall Webworm were in epidemic 
proportions at a time when control funding was not available. 


With the continuing concern by the Federal Government on controlling 
and certifying pesticides and the certification and re-registration of 
applications, | will be attending a series of training programs early 


in 1976. 


| firmly believe that there is a definite need and rationale for the 
use of certain pesticides and similar type controls to protect and conserve 
our natural resources in a complex urban type society.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


In its fourteenth year, the Natick Conservation Commission continued 
to find wetlands protection its most time consuming assignment. Responsi- 
ble NCC controls before and during construction can minimize future prob- 
lems with siltation, flooding, and water supply. Several recent changes 
have made the Wetlands Protection Act (Mass. General Laws Chapter 131, 
Sec. 40) more effective for local administration. Under Section 404 of 
Public Law 92-500, the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers has been assigned a 
Federal role in ensuring the same protection. In part, it states: ''As 
environmentally vital areas, wetlands constitute a productive and valuable 
public resource, the unnecessary alteration or destruction of which should 
be discouraged as contrary to the public interest." 


Local wetlands actions involving the Conservation Commission during 
1975, included public hearings and issuance of Orders of Conditions for 
233-10, a proposed office park in South Natick, and 233-11, Southview 
Subdivision, a major development of single family homes between Pine Street 
and the Mass. Turnpike, on land in Wayland and North Natick. Improper wet- 
land filling actions were halted and corrective steps were initiated on 
several other sites, including the shore of Beaver Dam Brook at Country 
Club Estates in West Natick, the Sunkaway wetland just north of Route 9 
in East Natick, and an unexpected meander of Natick's own town sewering 
project along Rathbun Road in East Natick. 


In June, Richard A. Foley assumed the Chairmanship from A. Richard 
Miller, whose other commitments were making increasing demands upon his 
time. J. Cary Parsons joined George Wallace as an Associate Commissioner 
and regular participant in Conservation Commission meetings and projects. 


Legal action, initiated in a former year, was determined against the 
Conservation Commission's wishes. The NCC and Town Counsel had sued the 
Mass. Department of Natural Resources for overriding a Natick wetlands 
order of conditions for Consulate Realty Trust on the South side of Route 
9, on the Natick/Framingham town line. The NCC initially had determined 
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that increased runoff from this site, predicted if the proposed develop- 
ment was built, would worsen and already marginal flooding situation at 
the base of the hill by the Holiday Inn. When the developer appealed 

the order, the state effectively ignored Natick's inputs and issued a 
green light for the project. Decided on technicalities rather than hydro- 
logical facts, the court decision and a subsequent appeal decision were 

in support of the state (and the developer). The NCC regrets this turn 

of events, and can only hope that state improvement of the adjacent storm 
sewer under Route 9 occurs before the next major storm floods abutting 
residents to the flooding area. 


Pegan Cove Park, in the downtown Natick corner of Lake Cochituate, 
saw its first full year of town use. Volunteers planted 137 evergreens, 
pruned existing tall pines to enhance the entrance path, and improved 
trails (including an Eagle Scout project by Tom Forance). 


The NCC also coordinated with other local boards in initiating 
the townwide drainage study (which will prevent future problems of flood- 
ing), flood hazard insurance mapping for the entire town, and proper main- 
tenance of the Morse Pond buffer strip at the Natick DPW gravel pit. The 


NCC coordinated with state agencies in its inputs to the eastern Massachu- 
setts Metropolitan Area Wastewater Management Study (MDC, Water Pollution 
Control, and U.S. Army Engineers), and the rebuilding of the Fisk Pond 
culvert under Route 135 in a manner which will also improve water quality 
entering Lake Cochituate (Mass. DPW and University of Mass.). 


The Commission has asked the Massachusetts Legislature to rescind an 
existing act which permits the transfer of the settling pond by Roche 
Bros. Supermarket from Cochituate State Park to private ownership. Al- 
though the bill to rescind (H-809) did not receive critical support in 
1975, hopefully its successor will fare better in 1976. 


We continue to support the concept of cluster development and per- 
manent open space for Natick, and hope 1976 will provide a tight zoning 
article to permit this without a necessarily significant increase in 
unit density. 


The increasing demands on our board have caused us to apply for a 
CETA funded Conservation Administrator. It is out belief that addition 
of this staff position will enable the volunteers to provide better 
service to Natick without diluting capabilities to attend many meetings, 
improve coordination with other boards and state agencies, and facilitate 
proper development requests.

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HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


Proposed Enlargement of the John Eliot Historic District 


The Natick Historic District Commission proposes that the JOHN 
ELIOT HISTORIC DISTRICT be enlarged by the addition of the sites and 
buildings described in the following pages. This report has been pre- 
pared by the Historic District Commission: Henri Prunaret, Chairman; 
Ruth C. Peinze, Vice-Chairman; Thelma Hayes, Secretary; David Marr; 
Helen Robertson; Phillip Flagg; George Lamprey; David Crockett; 
Dorothy Deslongchamps; and Lucille Harris, alternates. The commission 
is grateful to the Historic District Study Committee and other town 
residents who have contributed their time and efforts to gather the 
information upon which this report is based. 


A Public Hearing was held at the Morse Institute, 14 East Central 
Street, Natick, on November 3, 1975 at 8:30 p.m. Due notice of the Hear- 
ing, as required by law, was published in the Natick Bulletin, October 
29, 1975 and was sent to all owners of property in the existing JOHN ELIOT 
HISTORIC DISTRICT, to the Board of Selectmen, and to the Planning Board 
and Massachusetts Historical Commission, as required by law. The purpose 
of the Hearing was to familiarize the community with the proposed enlarge- 
ment of the District, and to answer questions and receive recommendations 
from the public. Letters were read from several property owners unable 
to be present, supporting enlargement of the District and expressing their 
desire to be included. A letter ' from the Massachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion supporting enlargement of the District was read. A resident of the 
existing JOHN ELIOT HISTORIC DISTRICT expressed satisfaction with the 
process whereby he applied for and received a Certificate of Appropriate- 
ness from the Natick Historic District Commission. The recent purchaser 
of 6 and 8 Pleasant Street, included in the proposed enlargement by its 
previous owner, requested withdrawal from the proposed enlargement at this 
time, and the Commission deleted the aforesaid property from the proposal. 
Most of the discussion came from the property owners not included in the 
District or in the proposed enlargement. They asked about the purposes 
of the Historic District, the guidelines applying to alterations on prop- 
erty in the District, and the criteria used to set boundaries for the 
enlargement. 


1x HISTORICAL INTRODUCTION 


With a land grant received from the General Court in 1650, Reverend 
John Eliot founded a village exclusively for the ''Praying Indians'' of the 
Massachusetts Bay Tribe. This first Christian Indian community built its 
Meeting House beside the Charles River at what today is the junction of 
Eliot, Pleasant, and Union Streets. All town activities were centered here; 
public affairs, judicial proceedings, school, elections, tax collections, 
social affairs, and preaching on Sundays. In accordance with tradition, 
the Indians buried their dead, without markers on the graves, on the adja- 
cent south slope facing the running water of the Charles River. A foot- 
bridge was built across the river nearby at approximately the site of the 
Pleasant Street Bridge today. The early village was largely agricultural 
in nature. 
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King Phillip's War in 1675 marked the beginning of the end of 
this gentle community composed of, and maintained only by, the Indians. 
Although the Natick Indians remained on peaceful terms with their neighbors, 
and many of them fought against Phillip, they became victims of the general 
hysteria of white settlers at this time. The Indians were rounded up and 
imprisoned on Deer Island in Boston harbor. Many died during confinement, 
and the survivors began to sell off their lands to white settlers after 
they were allowed to return to their community. Reverend Eliot's work 
was continued by an Indian, Reverend Daniel Takawambpait, until his death 
in 1716. He was succeeded by the first white missionary, Reverend Oliver 
Peabody, in 1721. By Act of the General Court, Natick became an English 
District in 1762, and the town was incorporated in 1781. 


Natick citizens actively participated in the military and political 
actions of the country and state. The Revolutionary War found Natick ready, 
and a full company of militia was raised. Natick's delegate to the Federal 
Convention after the war was Hezekiah Broad, a former Major in Washington's 
command. Jonathan Bacon represented the town at the 1820 convention for 
revising the Constitution of Massachusetts. 


During the 18th and 19th centuries, the availability of water power 
precipitated the construction of mills and factories along the Charles 
River. About 1736, Reverend Peabody and Hezekiah Broad built a dam just 
above the Indian bridge and erected grist and saw mills. Following Mr. 
Broad's death in 1752, Peletiah Morse bought the mills and ran them until 
1778, when they were purchased by William Bigelow. Mr. Bigelow was the 
grandfather of Calvin Stowe, who married Harriet Beecher, and his house 
stood nearby. The ''Bigelow Mills'' were torn down about 1815 and replaced 
with new, larger mills by new owners. On the south side of the dam was 
a trip hammer and blacksmith shop. A nail-making machine was installed, 
as were machines for carding, straw trimming, paper making, and wood turn- 
ing of bed posts and wagon parts. On the north side of the dam was a 
paper mill with two vats, a grist mill with two runs of stones, and a 
saw mill. 


Farming had been the principal industry of the town up to the early 
19th century. During the mid 1800's several large shoe factories were 
built in the ''Cape'' area along the Charles River. Immigrant workers were 
met at the pier in New York, and French and German names became familiar 
in the factories and towns. Boot and shoe making became the largest 
industry in town, and in terms of productivity, Natick was one of the 
important shoe centers in the country through World War |. 


In 1797, the ''Needham Leg'' became part of Natick, and in 1800, 
the focus of town activities moved to what is now Natick Center. A new 
Meeting House was built here, because it was more conveniently reached by 
residents of North Natick. The building of the Boston and Worcester rail- 
road in 1834 through this new center of town brought rapid industrial 
development to that area. The former center of town became known as South 
Natick. 


The mills along the Charles River in South Natick operated until 
the last one was removed by 1903. The shoe factories of the ''Cape'' largely 
closed by the late 19th, early 20th centuries. The area gradually changed 
in character from industrial to residential, with Supporting commercial 


activities and some home industries. This pattern has continued to the 
present time. 
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is PROPOSED ENLARGEMENT OF THE JOHN ELIOT HISTORIC DISTRICT 


South Natick today is a place of quiet beauty, charm, and historical 
authenticity. The houses reflect a continuous trend in architectural styles 
spanning nearly two centuries, but they share a uniformity of scale and 
proximity to the street that expresses the continuing close community 
relationship between individuals. For the most part, commerce and 
professional offices co-exist harmoniously with the houses and are direct- 
ed toward serving the residents of the community. The area has been 
spared much of the ugliness of modern sprawling development because it is 
no longer the center of town, and it is not located on a major thorough- 
fare such as Route 9 or Route 135. It has successfully remained a unique 
community center for 300 years and, with care, it can be prevented from 
becoming just another cross roads or discordant jumble of lights, noise, 
usage, and buildings of all sizes, types, and scale strung out along a 
road. 


In 1974, Town Meeting established the JOHN ELIOT HISTORIC DISTRICT 
in recognition of the unique role played by this area in the historical, 
economic, political, spiritual, and cultural growth of Natick. (See 
Article XV, Section 2 of the Town of Natick Bylaws.) At that time the 
Historic District Study Committee focused its attention primarily on the 
major sites dating back to Natick's original Indian residents. Owners 
of other historic residences and sites requested inclusion in the District 
at that time, but scheduling did not permit adequate research to be done. 
Further research has been completed during the past year and is contained 
in the descriptions of streets, structures, and sites which follow. These 
include much of the original small community from which the present town 
of Natick grew. It is proposed that the JOHN ELIOT HISTORIC DISTRICT be 
enlarged as indicated by the dotted line on the map included at the end 
of this report. . 


What the enlargement of the JOHN ELIOT HISTORIC DISTRICT seeks to 
preserve is not just a collection of individual buildings of historic 
value. Rather, it seeks to benefit the town by conserving the beauty and 
historical authenticity of the area which is so uniquely a part of Natick's 
heritage. It is necessary to preserve not only the aesthetic qualities 
of the individual structures, but also to prevent the balance, order, and 
harmony of their settings and surroundings from being haphazardly destroyed. 
The pressures of ''progress'' need not replace harmony with discord, balance 
with disproportion, order with confusion, beauty with ugliness. The pro- 
posed enlargement of the JOHN ELIOT HISTORIC DISTRICT will maintain the 
fundamental harmony of the area by encouraging new development and changes 
in old structures which will blend smoothly into the area. It is not in- 
tended that the area become static: the homes are lived in; the commercial 
establishments must serve their customers and prosper; the omnipresent 
automobile can not be ignored. The goal of enlarging the District is to 
maintain the beauty and historical significance of the area while letting 
it live and prosper with the greatest possible individual freedom. 


111. DESCRIPTION OF THE AREA TO BE INCLUDED IN THE JOHN ELIOT HISTORIC 
DISTRICT AND ITS SURROUNDINGS 


The proposed boundaries of the enlarged JOHN ELIOT HISTORIC DISTRICT 
center on the boundaries of the existing District. To the west, the bound- 
ary would be the Daniel Sargent land on Eliot Street, which contains the 
site of the 1720 Sawin dam. The District would continue eastward along 
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Eliot Street and the Charles River, incorporating the sites of many 18th 
and 19th century factories and mills. To the south, the boundary would 
extend along Pleasant Street to the old canal and include the parsonage 

of the Horatio Alger family and the residence of Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
who described the area in her book ''01ld Town Folks''. The District would 
continue east along Eliot Street to the Wellesley town line and the Morse- 
Dana-Leach house, built in 1759. The northern boundary of the District 
would extend up Union Street to the original turn out of the Natick and 
Needham Street Railway, which was discontinued in 1903. The center of 

the District is the junction of Eliot, Pleasant, and Union Streets. 


Eliot Street was one of the first roads built in Massachusetts. 
It was travelled by the English going west and south, and by Reverend Hooker 
who took his little band to settle in Hartford, Connecticut. Later, the 
stages from Boston to Hartford followed this route, and many early taverns 
were built ten or twelve miles apart to accommodate the travelers and supply 
fresh horses. The first local tavern, Peletiah's, was built in 1748, and 
in 1786, Eliakim Morrill built a ''Mansion House'! which stood until the big 
fire in 1872. Reverend John Eliot used this road to travel the eighteen 
miles from Roxbury to the Natick Meeting House, and from there on to 
Mendon and Thompson, Connecticut, where he had other ''Praying Towns''. 
Logs were brought along this route to the earliest water-powered mills in 
what now is ''Old Town Park''. Many of the earliest houses in Natick are 
along this road, including those of David Morse, 1730; Peletiah Morse, 1748; 
William Morse, 1759; Parson Stephen Badger, 1753; (site of) Hezekiah Broad, 
1733; (site of) Reverend Oliver Peabody, 1723; and Willard Bacon, ca. 1740. 
The shoe factories of the ''Cape'' were built just off Eliot Street in the 
mid 1800's. The Welles family homestead, at Pond Road and Eliot Street, 
was one of many large tracts purchased by this family, the ancestors of 
present Hunnewell family. There are presently two ''modern'' structures 
on Eliot Street, a Service Station and a Bank, but since there are only 
two, the basic harmony of a tree shaded village street remains. 


Pleasant Street was the ''Dover to Natick Meetinghouse'' road. The 
Original Indian footbridge, which withstood spring floods when other town 
bridges washed out, is the site of the current bridge over the Charles River. 
The Stowe house, 1816, and two fine examples of early 19th century classical 
revival houses stand on the north side of the bridge, and the Horatio Alger 
house to its south. Glen Street leads off from Pleasant Street, following 
the valley of the Charles and dissecting the early ''Indian Farms'! where 
the Indians cultivated their plots. A few Indian sites exist in this area. 
Pleasant Street originally went over Pegan Hill Road, now Pegan Lane. 
English sites include the Ellis House, ca. 1733, at the top of Pegan Hil]; 
‘lookout Farm', purchased from the Indians prior to 1745 by David Morse; 
and the Bigelow Mills House. Pleasant Street today is largely residential 
with lovely ''01d Town Park'!! along the Charles River. Professional offices 
have been tastefully incorporated into several of the old houses. 


Union Street was ''the way from the Meeting House to Sudbury'' (now 
Wayland). When the original Meetinghouse in Natick was built, Indians 
from the Lake Cochituate area traveled to it for ''town meetings'', school, 
trade, and religious services. There were Indian homesites along this 
route; one was located where the Luther Broad house now stands, and many 
Indian artifacts were found at Winona farm. After the English bought the 
Indian lands, they began cutting the large oak trees which stood on "Bailey's 
or Carver Hill'' for house lumber, wagon parts, and wooden pumps. The hill

later became a pasture outlined with stone walls. Great flocks of 
passenger pigeons flew over the hill and quantities were netted. Many of 
the houses along Union Street had smal] shoe shops. There was a barber 
shop at Broad's Avenue, and many old-timers remember the blacksmith shop 
at Hancock's. The Natick and Needham Street Railway streetcar line ran 
along this street, and it carried many Natick children to High School in 
the town center, or to Normal School in Framingham. There was a fine 
spring near Brook Street from which the owners sold water to the public. 
The lower part of Union Street today is residential with trees arching 
across the road. 


IV. DESCRIPTION OF HOUSES, SITES, AND STRUCTURES TO BE ADDED TO JOHN 
ELIOT HISTORIC DISTRICT 


The following pages contain background material and descriptions 
of the houses, sites, and structures of the proposed additions to the 
John Eliot Historic District. Numerals accompanying each description 
refer to the map of the District included with this report. 


1. The Morse-Dana-Leach House (3 Eliot Street) 

This house was built in 1759, and on April 14, 1761, the farm, ‘with build- 
ings'', was deeded by David Morse to his son, William. It was part of the 
land David Morse had purchased from the Indians beginning 1730. William 
Morse died in 1768, and his widow sold the farm of 48 acres to Charles 
Haynes, who in turn sold to Ephraim Dana in 1779. Dana was a blacksmith, 
and his shop stood at the corner of what is now Leach Lane. His daughters, 
Rebecca and Tabitha, built the eastern extension of the house for a store 
in 1800. Tabitha married Joseph Leach in 1811, moved to Lancaster, and 

in a few years returned to care for her mother, who died in 1827. The 
stepdaughter, Mrs. Gorham D. Abbott, lived here and died in 1876. That 
Same year H. H. Hunnewell purchased the property. The house is now a 
two-family one used by the Hunnewell's farm workers. It is presently owned 
by Walter Hunnewell. 


2. White's Garage (9 Eliot Street) 

This property was originally part of the Dowd property. In 1926, Mrs. 
Catherine Dowd sold the land to Mr. Walter Hughes, who built a garage build- 
ing there and sold the early makes of automobiles. This led to servicing 
cars and selling gas, and, after his death, his sons continued the business 
for a short time. By 1957, the property was owned by the Gulf 0Oi1 Corpor- 
ation. In 1969, Gulf decided to modernize and enlarge their station so 
they bought the adjoining Dowd house. The house was moved in 1970, and 

the present station was built. It is known locally as ''White's Garage", 

as Mr. Wallace White operates it under contract. 


3. The Boinay House (10 Eliot Street) 

Samuel Walcott, a shoe manufacturer, bought a large tract of land in this 
area, called ''The Cape'’ because the Charles River circles around it on three 
sides forming a sort of cape, and had streets and small house lots laid out. 
In 1856, John Schaller bought one of these lots (4 acre) with the buildings 
thereon, but sold it to Leopold Schaller in 1863. John Schaller then bought 
11 acres bounded by Eliot Street, a lane going to the bridge over the River, 
and back to Eliot Street by River Street. In 1873 John Schaller, ''Gentle- 
man'', sold to Vandelin Boinay, shoemaker, a lot of land with all buildings 
thereon, containing 23} acres. The son-in-law of Mr. Boinay later bought 
lots from this property. The first one that the Gauthiers owned was a 
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3 Eliot Street 24 Eliot Street

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small cottage facing River Street, and later Mr. Gauthier bought the 
similar cottage at 10 Eliot Street. He enlarged this and built the 
barn, where his granddaughter, Mrs. Elise Gauthier Palis, now lives. 
The house is Victorian with a gable roof and porch across the front. 

A stone masonry wall edges the sidewalk on Eliot Street. Large trees, 
flowering shrubs and lawns surround the large house and the smaller 
cottage. 


fe Sacred Heart Church Rectory (19 Eliot Street) 

This house was built by and for Harper Leavitt in the 1880's on former 
David Morse land. Harper Leavitt died in 1893 and in 1895 the house was 
purchased for a Rectory for the Sacred Heart Church. It was enlarged and 
altered somewhat. In 1898, an additional piece of adjacent land was pur- 
chased from the former Morse farm. 


5. The Weigand House, or ''The Weighant House!’ (24 Eliot Street) 

This is the oldest house in ''The Cape'' and is one of four in South Natick 
which were built between 1824 and 1830. Of the four, it is the one that 
has been remodeled least, the dormer on the roof being the only addition. 
It is two-story in the front with one room on each side of the central 
door. There are two chimneys in back, with fireplaces, and there is a 
fireplace and bake oven in the commodious kitchen ell. It is difficult 
to determine who built this nine room house. In the mid 1800's, Samuel 
Walcott, a shoe manufacturer, was buying up all the land in this area, 
laying out streets and house lots, and building small cottages to sell 

to the shoe workers. In 1856, Phillip Weighant, cordwainer, bought of 
Samuel Walcott a piece of land on Eliot Street with buildings extending 
to Cohn Avenue 214 feet by 81 feet by 214 feet by 83 feet. Dr. Weigand, 
son of Phillip Weighant, occupied the house until it was purchased by 
William Rafferty in 1929. Today ‘the house is very attractive with a white 
picket fence around it and shaded by large trees. 


6. Sacred Heart Catholic Church (Eliot Street) 

"On the 8th of September 1873, work was commenced on the foundation of the 
Catholic Church in South Natick. It is to be a wooden structure 80 feet 
by 60 feet under the pastorate of Father Welch''. In November, 1873, the 
ceremony for laying the corner stone of the church took place. Dedication 
of the building was not until September 23, 1888, but apparently it had 
been used for services for some time previous to that date. In 1889, the 
Parish purchased the Dowd Shoe factory which stood beside it on Lincoln 
Street and tore it down. The Church is an imposing carpenter gothic 
structure standing on well-tended grounds, and it serves an active parish. 


7. The Edward Dowd House (30 Eliot Street) 

A news item in the 1878 Natick "Bulletin! says ''Edward Dowd has commenced 
digging the cellar for his new house near the Catholic Church''. It is a 
two-story house standing gable end to the street, with a one-story stoop 
over the front door and closed-in porches on the side. A profusion of trees 
and shrubs surround it. It's present owner is Dr. William Kannel, a heart 
specialist engaged in heart research in Framingham. 


8. The James Dowd House (32 Eliot Street) 

This house formerly stood at 11 Eliot Street and was built about 1890. 

The Gulf 011 Corporation had bought that land to enlarge the adjoining 
service station, and in the summer of 1970, the house was moved to its 
present site at the corner of Auburn and Eliot Streets. It is a two-story 
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house standing gable end to the street. A porch was added, and it was 
landscaped with a fence and lightpost surrounded by a garden. It is 
now owned by Mr. Paul J. Bacon. 


9. Eliot Elementary School (Eliot Street) 

This property was purchased in 1937 from Fred Bailey and included a 

house built only thirty years before. The design of the building was 
intended to be enlarged by removing the John Eliot Congregational Church. 
The Church building, however, has remained an active part of the Eliot 
Church, Federated. 


10. The First Schaller House (68 Eliot Street) 

This house apparently was built after 1878. Patrick Welsh had bought the 
land "with buildings'' (1/8 acre) in 1870. That deed mentions one bound 
as being the ''Engine House lot'', so it is possible this may have been the 
site of an early fire station. James Ayleward purchased it in 1878, and 
he sold it to Walter D. Hoysington in 1885. Hoysington ran a tin shop 
and made stoves in the village, probably in this building. In 1942, 

this house was purchased by H. F. Pretty who renovated it inside. In 
1951, it was purchased by Mary E. Winslow. The present owners are Alan 
A. and Lynn Winslow. It is a 14 story house with a basement. It stands 
on a very small lot adjoining ''01d Town Park'' and the Charles River. 


11. The Sam Lawton House (69 Eliot Street) 

This property was purchased in 1798 by Samuel Lawton (Lawson of ''01d Town 
Folks'' notoriety), and the house was built soon after. It looked much as 
it does now, a cottage house with a deep cellar fronting on the street. 
Lawton had a blacksmith shop in this cellar. In 1812, Benjamin Bird, 

a blacksmith from Needham, bought the place, and the family lived there 
until 1867, when it was sold to William Selfe. It was after the Selfes 
bought the house that the street was widened (in the 1870's), and the 
house was moved back 16 feet. It is a 14 story cottage house, sitting 
over a deep downstairs set into the steep banking, with a stone retaining 
wall running along the front of the property from the corner of the house. 
The gable roof faces south with the entrance door, four windows, and an 
attic window on this side; there are four windows facing east, three win- 
dows downstairs, and the house has two chimneys. The present owner is 
Mrs. Catherine Herrick. 


12. The Second Schaller House (70 Eliot Street) 

This was a house similar to the ''First Schaller House'' and jointly owned 
at least until after W. D. Hoysington sold it. The house is 14 stories 
with its gable end to the street and a small lot running down to the 
river. At one time, both these houses were owned by John Schaller, which 
accounts for their colloquial name. The present owner is Olga Goodwin. 


13. The Sweeney House (71 Eliot Street) 

The land on which this house stands was originally part of the Sam Lawton 
property. In 1871, W. W. Waite owned land with buildings there. Patrick 
Slamin appears in the title, but is is hard to tell whether this is the 
same house. In 1911, Michael Sweeney changed the deed to Norah T. Sweeney, 
his wife, and the Sweeney family still reside there. 


14. Bailey's Barn (72 Eliot Street) 

This building was originally a barn, built about 1850. It was used as a 
barn by Goin Bailey, operator of the Morrill Tavern. He died in 1875. 
Apparently Elbridge M. Phipps converted it to a blacksmith shop, and in 
1889, William Burke hired it. Some time after, he bought it, and his son 
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John E. Burke ran it until 1944, when he lost it by mortgage foreclosure. 
Martin Cerel bought it and used it for storage. In 1954, it was sold 

to Frances Samarski, who remodeled it into a three family house, and it 
is presently owned by her daughter, Mrs. Olga Goodwin. 


15. The Site of the Carver House (73 Eliot Street) 

This house is on the site of the third wood frame house built by English 
immigrants in the wilderness of Natick. It was built by Jonathan Carver, 
about 1738. In 1771, a daughter, Betty Carver, was teaching in the South 
Natick schools. The house was next purchased by Daniel Hartshorn, who 
changed it from a one story cottage to a square two story house. Dr. 
Alexander Thayer, a local family physician, came in about 1817. In 1884, 
there was a small fire. Patrick H. Slamin bought the property, tore down 
the Carver house, and built the cottage which is back of the original site. 
It was purchased in 1939 by John A. Pessini, and is presently owned by 
James and Marcia Kerivan. It is a 14 story cottage, with a steep, terraced 
lawn and a stone masonry wall along the sidewalk. 


16. The Burke House and Blacksmith Shop (74 Eliot Street) 

This house was built by Charles Bird in the late 1800's. The adjoining 
property, a barn built by Goin Bailey, had been converted into a blacksmith 
shop belonging with this house. William Burke came here about 1889 and 

ran the blacksmithy, but in 1944 both buildings came up for sale by mort- 
gage foreclosure. Martin Cerel bought the property, and the house was sold 
to Margaret Tenny Tricony. Apparently she deeded it to Ira White, who sold 
to John R. Russell in 1955. He sold to William J. Hoelzer in 1963. The 
house has two stories, with a one story wing to the northeast. There is 

a pretty screened summer house beyond. 


17. The Robbins House (75 Eliot Street) 

This is the site of a cottage built for John Robbins which burned in 1865. 
Opposite the cottage stood a barn used by him later for a blacksmith shop 
on Eliot Street. Charles Morse built the present cottage house on the 
cellar hole of the Robbins house. It is a small 14 story house, gable end 
to the street, and with a porch across the front. In 1884, the property 
was sold to Patrick Hallinan, who apparently was buying and building in 
the area. Somewhere between this property and 79 Eliot Street was the 
site of Dr. Joshua Brand's cottage. He was an Indian medicine man who 
practiced his calling among the Natick Indians and English Settlers. He 
married a white woman, and they were very respected for their cures during 
the 18th century. 


18. The Lavin House (79 Eliot Street) 

It is uncertain just when this house was built. After 1985 Patrick Hallinan 
purchased considerable land in the area and built houses thereon. In 1917, 
his widow, Annie E. Hallinan, sold this house to Anthony Lavin. He died in 
1949 and willed the place to his daughters, Marguerite and Annie Lavin. 

It is still listed in their names. It is a very pleasant two-story house 
overlooking the Charles River. 


19. The Callahan House (83 Eliot Street) 

This lot was purchased in 1895 from Reverend W. J. Lamb, who had purchased 
the Reverend Stephen Badger farm and had laid out Badger Avenue which ran 
from Eliot Street, on the East edge of the farm, north up onto the hill. 
The purchaser was Patrick Hallinan, and he apparently built the house soon 
thereafter. His daughter, Annie, received title to the place in 1917. 
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She sold to William F. Callahan in 1920. The house is a pleasant, small 
14 story cottage with a porch across the front. It faces Eliot Street 
and has a garage and garden in the back facing Badger Avenue. 


20. The Reverend Stephen Badger Parsonage (87 Eliot Street) 

In 1752, the first white missionary to the Indians, Reverend Oliver Peabody, 
died, and the ''Society for the Propagation of the Gospel among the Indians'! 
selected Reverend Stephen Badger, of Watertown, to succeed him. The Indian 
Proprietors allotted Lot No. 25 of John Thomas to him. He arrived in March, 
1753, and in September brought his bride. In the Harvard College yearbook 
the authors commiserate with his bride for marrying a poor parson and going 
to live in an ''unfinished house'', where the only neighbors are Indians. 
The Parson died in 1803, and his second wife died in 1822. The property 
passed, by will, to Captain John Atkins. He sold it to Chester Adams, who 
sold it to John Bacon. Bacon's son Oliver inherited it. Oliver Bacon 
lived here until 1878, when he willed the residue of his estate to build 
the Bacon Free Library. Up to this time the house had remained in its 
original condition and appearance. It now passed into the hands of Zach- 
ariah Stain, who proceeded to victorianize it by changing all the windows, 
doors, and the dormer on the roof, and by adding a piazza on the front. 
Stain died in 1893, and Reverend W. L. Lamb bought the place. In 1895 he 
laid out Badger Avenue on the easterly side of the farm. In 1902, the house 
was purchased by Arthur Hunnewell. It remained in the Hunnewell estate 
until 1949, when Walter A. Peinze bought it and restored it to its original 
appearance as shown in an 1870 photograph. The house today is surrounded 
by large handsome maple trees and has a small evergreen grove in back. 

A board fence fronts on the sidewalk. 


21. The Queen Ann Cottage (88 Eliot Street) 

In 1898, Curtis Broad built a second house, called ''Queen Ann Cottage'', 

on the property which he had purchased from Zachariah Stain. For many 
years it was a tenant house for his employees. He had a canoe rental 
building on the property, and many of the young blades of Natick took 
their lady friends out on the river from his landing. Later, it was owned 
by Alfred Robbins. In 1937, the Natick Five Cents Savings Bank sold it to 
E. Morton Jennings, a Vice-President of the First National Bank of Boston. 
The next owners were Paul Nafe, an editor at the Christian Science Monitor; 
Jean Cauhape, first viola player in the Boston Symphony; and now, Bruce J. 
and Gardi Hauck. It is a brown shingled, 13 story house, with several 
gables in the roof. The house is shielded from the road by a high arbor- 
vitae hedge, and it has a 2-car garage at the edge of the property. To 
the south, the house overlooks the Charles River. 


22. The Curtis Broad House (94 Eliot Street) 

This property was originally part of the Reverend Stephen Badger farm, which 
later became the Oliver Bacon farm (Bacon Free Library donor), and was even- 
tually acquired by Zachariah Stain, husband of Mr. Bacon's niece. In 1885, 
Mr. Curtis Broad purchased this lot on the Charles River, south of the road, 
and built a two story Victorian type residence here. He also bought adjoin- 
ing property and built an ice house. There he stored ice from the river, 
which he delivered by horse and wagon in the summer. In 1944, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Frisch bought from the Curtis Broad estate and remodeled the house somewhat 
inside, making an artists' studio in the attic. She is an artist in her 

own right and was a Professor of Art at Wellesley College until her retire- 
ment this year. The property has been newly purchased by Dr. and Mrs. 
William Kushmerick. The house and 2-car garage sit near the street, shaded 
by large maple trees. 
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23. The Hezekiah Broad House (95 Eliot Street) 

Hezekiah Broad came to Natick from Needham in 1733 and purchased land 

from Oliver Peabody. He built a salt-box house on the property soon 

after. The same year he bought the saw-mill and dam which the Sawins had 
built across the Charles River in the 1720's. These were later removed 
because of complaints from Medfield people. He died in 1752, and his son, 
Major Hezekiah Broad inherited it. Major Broad was a man of strong char- 
acter, an officer under General George Washington in the Revolutionary 

War and elected to the State Convention in 1787. General Washington stopped 
to visit Major Broad at his home on his first tour through New England. He 
died in 1824, and his son, Hezekiah, inherited and lived here until 1867. 

The new owner, Jeremiah Brown, tore down the old salt-box house and built 
the present Victorian house. He lived there only a short time and sold 

to the Whitridge Heirs. Isaac Cook owned it next. During his life he 
walled up the lane. The lane was used for horseback riding and to corral 
cattle being driven to or from Brighton. Mr. Cook had a barn, a shed where 
he stored hay, and a water trough near the barn. The cost of care and feed- 
ing was 10¢ a head. In 1901, Arthur Hunnewell bought the farm and found 

the house in good condition. The barn, evidently the original one built 

of oak timbers, needed new sills and floors. He planted the row of oaks 
along the lane. Tenants lived here until 1951, when Frank A. Lind purchased 
the house and one acre. In 1958, the present owners, John W. and Doris 
Gilday, purchased it. The Hunnewell heirs continued to own the rest of 

the land until 1970, when the town purchased it for school purposes. The 
house has two stories, with a central doorway facing the street, nine win- 
dows across the front, two chimneys, and an ell in the back. The red barn, 
with hay doors at the west and east ends, is a handsome example of early 
farm barns. 


24. The Boit House (96 Eliot Street) 
Tradition says that this property is the site of the little brown school 


house that was later moved to Union Street. It had also been part of the 
Hezekiah Broad farm. A house was built by Deacon Thomas Phillips in 1859 
near the street. It was later sold to Hamilton Morse, and his daughter 


acquired the title in 1885. She sold it to Mrs. Louise Boit in 1930, but 
Miss Morse continued to live there until her death in 1932. Mrs. Boit 
then built a modern, two story house, with large windows overlooking the 
river. The house where the Morses had lived was torn down. In 1944, 

Mrs. Boit sold the property to Ephron and Priscilla Catlin, a former Vice- 
President of the First National Bank of Boston. It was purchased by A. 
Oakley Brooks in 1975. The present house is obscured from the street by 
trees growing on the site of the old house. 


25. The Pray House (98 Eliot Street) 


This land, which had also been part of the Hezekiah Broad farm, was purchased 


in 1864 by Henry and Mary B. Pray. He probably built the house soon after. 
Arthur Hunnewell purchased the house in 1901, but apparently Mrs. Pray con- 
tinued to live there until her death in 1905. It then became a residence 
for Hunnewell employees, and in 1923, George A. Augustin, an employee, 
purchased it. His widow, Margaret, sold it in 1942 to L. Howard and Edith 
Schneider. Mr. Schneider is a former game warden, and he runs a highly 
regarded plumbing business. The house is a Mansard roof cottage which 
overlooks the river. The front door faces the street. There is a large 
2-car garage on the property and a small cottage tool-house beside the 


main house. A stone wall and a vine covered fence bound the property along 
the road. 
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26. The Hubbard House (100 Eliot Street) 

This land, along the Charles River on the south side of Eliot Street, was 
originally part of the Hezekiah Broad farm. It passed into the hands of 
William C. Fisher, who built a 13 story house, sheds and a barn. In 1883, 
the property was sold to Horace Broad (grandson). His estate sold it to 
Daniel Sargent in 1928, and in 1929, Edward A. Hubbard bought it. Mr. 
Hubbard, an architect, bought a very early colonial house in Norwich, 
Connecticut, took it down, and re-erected it on this property. He moved 
the Broad house, which had stood near the road, and made it into the el] 

of the Connecticut house. They now stand facing the river with a grove 

of pine trees between the house and the road. Today, the handsome resi- 
dence is a large two-story house, with early colonial center entrance door- 
way and two large chimneys in the gable roof. It is clapboarded, and has 
the usual nine window facade on the driveway side. There is another colonial 
center entrance doorway on the river side, facing south. It is now owned 
and occupied by Mrs. Laura A. Hubbard. 


27. The Boit-Sargent House (102 Eliot Street) 

This house is at the site of the saw mill on the Charles River built by 
Thomas Sawin and his son in 1720. A stone marker has been placed just to 
the right of the red bridge to identify the location of the dam and mill. 

In 1733, Hezekiah Broad came to town from Needham, and the Sawins sold their 
mill to him. However, the Medfield people complained strenuously that this 
dam flooded their meadows, and the dam was removed after only a few years. 
In 1912, John and Louisa Boit bought this old mill site, and they let a 
contract to build a $50,000 home for themselves. It is a two-story house, 
with dormers in the roof, commodious porches overlooking the river on the 
south, and the lawns to the west. It is surrounded by beautiful, large 
trees and a high stucco wall along the street. Daniel Sargent bought 

the place in 1921 as a summer home. Mr. Sargent is a noted Professor from 
Harvard College, and after his retirement, he sold his town house and made 
this his permanent home. Mr. Sargent bought a small farm across the Charles 
River and, soon thereafter, he obtained permission from the town and state 
to build a foot-bridge across to that land. The handsome arched bridge 

is sited on the foundations of the original dam. In addition to the main 
house, there are a green house, garages, and a barn on this property, con- 
cealed from the street by thick evergreens. 


28. The Little Brown Schoolhouse (190 Union Street) 

The nucleus of this house is said to be the little brown (unpainted) school- 
house which was moved up onto Union Street about 1839-1840 by John and Hollis 
Mann. It was one of the earliest schoolhouses having one large room with 

a big fireplace, and it had a small woodshed. When it was moved, six small 
cart wheels were attached to the sills, and it was hauled by four or six 
yoke of oxen. It was adapted as a dwelling. The first occupant was William 
Perry, who manufactured shoes in a little shop on his own land. Leonard 
Kingsbury lived there from about 1846 until Thomas Lynch bought it. Mr. 
Lynch's daughter, who had married George Barnicle (she was the mother of 

Dr. Edward Barnicle), inherited it. From Mary Barnicle it descended, in 
1872, to Daniel Barnicle, who sold in 1895 to Mary H. Donovan. Its owner- 
ship passed to Charles W. Hammond in 1928, then to Richard McDonald Hildreth, 
then to Ross Hunter, who sold to the present owner, Richard N. King, Jr. 

in 1955. It has been added to several times, especially since it was pur- 
chased by Mr. King. He added new rooms in 1960 and 1964 so that it now is 

a pleasant and attractive two-story house. 
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29. The Tuck House (193 Union Street) 

The first name we find attached to this house is A. R. Tuck who lived 
there after 1846-1847. His daughter, Arabella Tuck (Mrs. Charles H. 
Chickering) who died in 1948 at age 97, was born there. Mr. Tuck's 
brother, a mechanic from Farmington, Maine, came to live with them and 
built an addition on what was known as "David Stein's Bowling Alley'' to 
accommodate his machinery for manufacturing oilcloth carpets. These were 
long strips of hemp bagging upon which oil paint was spread and then laid 
outdoors to dry. An item in the Natick Bulletin of 1899 states ''John 
Howard is building a new piazza on his house''. It apparently descended 
then to Henry E. Howard, the present owner. There was a little shoe shop, 
demolished in the 1960's, which stood against the banking in the yard 

of the house. 


30. The John Jennings House (194 Union Street) 
This house was built about 1842 by Warren Bird's father. Joseph Stanley 


manufactured Brogans in the red house some 10 years from about 1846, and 
later Leonard Kingsbury lived here. In 1884, Emerson Stain owned it, and 
a news item states that it was being shingled and painted. John Jennings 
bought the house in 1892, and various tenants lived there from about 1900 
on. In 1947, Mr. and Mrs. Carlton McAvey bought the place, and Mr. McAvey 
ran a radio repair shop in the garage. It is a two story house and has 
been extensively renovated by its present owner Arthur K. Wells, Jr. 


31. The Berry House (195 Union Street) 

The first record we find on this house is dated 1862 under the name of G. 
Bailey, but whether he built it we do not know. In 1895, Mary Meehan 
bought it from Willard W. Wight, and from her estate it went to Margaret 
A. Gallagher, who sold it in 1961 to F. C. Leavitt, from whom Georgina M. 
Berry purchased it in 1969. A small white Empire cottage, the house sits 
on a small lot backing up to the steep slope of Bailey's Hill and over- 
looks the valley easterly. 


32. The Callahan House (197 Union Street) 

This house was built by Mrs. Mary Barnicle Meahan in 1912. It was later 
sold to Robert Callahan whose wife was a relative of Mrs. Meahan, and 

in 1943 it was listed in the name of Mrs. Florence G. Barnicle Callahan. 
In 1948, the title passed to J. E. Donnahue, and it is now (1975) taxed 

to Bertha Malone, Exe. It is a two-story brown shingled house with two 

porches (up and down) across the front. 


33. The Sheehan-Tarpy House (198 Union Street) 

On April 1, 1845, the Registry of Deeds (Bk. 462-68) records that Henry 
F. Bartlett bought 70 square rods of land from Martin Broad bounded by 

Union Street and Broads Avenue. In 1870 Morton V. B. Bartlett sold the 


same described land, with buildings, to George C. Smith, so it would appear 


that the house was built by the Bartletts. Dr. Smith built a barn facing 
Broads Avenue, and he later had Messrs. Caswell (carpenters) make the barn 


into a house. Soon thereafter this was sold with part of the original lot. 


In 1884, Dr. Smith advertised his real estate on Union Street for sale, 
consisting of land, a house of 12 rooms, and a small stable "built 2 years 
ago''. Daniel Sheehan became the next owner. The Sheehan's had a small 
shoe shop in the back yard on Broads Avenue, but a fire destroyed it and 
the small stable nearby. Today this is a two-story, gable roof, white 
house with regular spaced windows. It is owned by Mrs. Helen M. Tarpy, 

a descendant of Daniel Sheehan. 
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34. The Hancock-Bishop House (199 Union Street) 

The land where this house stands, ''near the Meeting House on the northern 
side of Carver Hill'', was sold by Whittemore, the innkeeper, to Charles 
Morse, shoemaker, in 1845. The house was built in Greek Revival style 
between 1845 and 1849. In 1857, Morse sold to Jonathan Colburn, who six 
years later sold to Daniel Lucy. In 1869, Henry Hancock, the blacksmith, 
bought it, and built his shop, which is now the garage. The evidence of 
his work still remains in the smoke-blackened interior of the building, 

the square hole in the floor planks where the forge stood, and some time- 
yellowed posters for animal powders and linaments on the walls. There are 
old timers in the South Natick and Dover area who remember their fathers 
bringing their horses to Mr. Hancock for shoeing. The Hancocks Victorian- 
ized the house, changing windows and doors and adding bay windows. Upon 
her husband's death in 1914, Mrs. Hancock sold the house to Leon E. Bishop, 
who lived here until 1953. Between 1953 and 1973, the owners were Bruna 

P. Alberini and Donald L. MacKeen. In 1973, David E. and Patricia A. Marr, 
the present owners came. 


35. The Robbins-Butler House (200 Union Street) 

Miss Parmenter says in her notes (1903) that a small red house stood where the 
present house is located. The Registry of Deeds (Bk. 517, pg. 459) says 
that in 1847, Martin Broad, victualler, sold to Cyrus Robbins, miller, a 

lot near the Meeting House bounded at the Burying Ground, along the county 
road to Broads Avenue ''to have all the building standing on above premises''. 
(Note ''building'' is singular.) Cyrus Robbins, who was miller at the dam 
for about 50 years, must have built the present house soon after he pur- 
chased the property. In 1880, William Healy became owner of the property, 
and the next year he built a barber shop in the front corner next to the 
cemetery. In 1890, he added a piazza to the house. He had a ''neat picket 
fence'' built around the house soon after he bought the place. The fence 

is still in place, but the barber shop was removed many years ago. In 1948 
Alice Healy, widow, sold the property to Dr. Charles Weed of Cushing Hos- 
pital, Framingham, who sold it, the following year, to Henry C. Meadow, 
Assistant Dean at Harvard. . Eric Butler owned the place for a number 

of years and brought up his children here. In 1974, Mrs. Mary Wells became 
the new owner. This is a large, two-story white colonial style house. 

It has a plain gable roof, and there is an ell extending east facing Broads 
Avenue. A white picket fence surrounds it. 


36. The Forsythe House (201 Union Street) 

lt is problematical where this house acquired the name, because nowhere 

in the records does the name appear. However, it is reputed to have been 
built in 1795, and from the interior details this would seem to be correct. 
Dr. Stephen H. Spaulding, a physician, came to South Natick in 1823 and 
apparently lived in this house. From whom he bought it is unknown. Or. 
Spaulding was active lending money and taking mortgages for security. In 
1839, he still owned this property, but in November, 1841, he sold to Dr. 
W. C. Chandler 83 acres of land with buildings, which apparently ran up 
onto the hill in back and adjoined the Tavern land. In 1854, Goin Bailey 
bought of Fanny F. Chandler 3/4 acre of land for $500 ''being part of the 
Dr. Chandler estate'', which he sold to the town of Natick for $1200; ''the 
said Bailey reserves to himself the buildings now standing on the lot, 

to be removed within 30 days''. The house was apparently moved, as agreed, 
onto the adjoining land, where it now stands, and a grammar school was 
built on its former site in 1858. The school was torn down when the pre- 
sent Eliot School was built. 
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After it was moved, the house was used for a ''Young Ladies Seminary", 
housed a teacher from the Eliot School, and was used by the town for 
housing for the poor. In 1872, Zack Stain owned it and willed it to Miss 
Helen Reardon, who owned it until the 1890's. There were many tenants 
and owners until 1950, when Harold Kramer bought the property and did 
some remodeling. It is now owned by Frances Lucille Harris. 


37. The Harriet Beecher Stowe House (2 Pleasant Street) 
In 1778, Deacon William Bigelow, miller, came to South Natick and bought 
the mills on the river. Between the years 1783 and 1784, he bought approx- 
imately 50 acres of additional land on both sides of the river and the road 
from John Ephraim, an Indian planter, and Nathaniel Battelle. When he died 
in 1813, he willed the premises to Isaac and Col. Abraham Bigelow in equal 
shares, and Isaac conveyed his share to Abraham in 1814. Dr. Alexander 
Thayer, "having acquired a Homestead right in this land'', built the house 
in 1816. Subsequently, this right was assigned to Col. Abraham Bigelow 
and Chester Adams. Susan Bigelow, daughter of William, married Dr. Thayer 
in 1817, and Mehitable, another daughter of William, married Chester Adams 
in 1821. Upon the doctor's death in 1824, his two sons turned the title 
to Mehitable Adams. Mehitable Adams willed the property back to the Thayer 
children in 1878, and it became the property of Henry Thayer in 1897. His 
brother, A. W. Thayer, was U. S. Consul at Trieste and a noted music critic 
and author of a book about the life of Beethoven. Dr. C. F. Morse bought 
the house in 1899 and sold it to Frank H. Pfeiffer in 1902. He latter sold 
it to Dr. Charles E. Hills in 1911. Dr. Hills remodeled the house; he took 
out the big chimneys, raised the foundations, and built a modern doctor's 
office with waiting room in the northwest end of the house. He remained 
the local family physician until his death, and the house remained in the 
family until Mrs. Hill's death. Dr. Paul A. LaMothe bought the house in 
1952 and has been the local physician since. The house received its name 
from jits most famous visitor, Harriet Beecher Stowe. Calvin Ellis Stowe, 
son of Samuel and Hepsibah Bigelow Stowe was born in 1802. His father died 
in 1808, at age 36, and he and his mother came to live in South Natick 
with the Bigelow relatives, she being a daughter of William Bigelow. Calvin 
married his second wife, Harriet Beecher, in 1836. Although they did not 
have a home in South Natick, they often visited at this house. Mrs. Stowe's 
"Old Town Folks!' is a fictionalization of Calvin's father's reminiscences 
about people and life in the area. 


38. The Wheeler House (4 Pleasant Street) 

In 1831, Moses Eames bought, from the estates of Isaac and Abraham Bigelow, 
3-3/4 acres of land on the east side of Pleasant Street adjoining the 
Harriet Beecher Stowe house. In 1845, Lucy Morse bought from Moses Eames, 
for $1400, a parcel of land with cottage house ''on the road to Dover'', so 
this would seem to date the house. Aaron Wheeler bought the property from 
Lucy Morse in 1855, and it remained in the Wheeler family until about 1918. 
It then passed through several owners until 1947, when Mrs. S. P. Baylerian 
purchased it. She ran the ''Sue Page'' art shop in Wellesley. It was sold 
to Wilfred Brooks in 1956, and he ran a restaurant there for a short while. 
It was purchased by Lawrence E. Uertz in 1969. This cozy-looking cottage 
is Greek Revival in style, 13 story, with a low 4-pillared porch across 

the front, and entrance at one side of the front. This house has a right 
of way on the south side to land in the back deeded in 1855. 
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39. Old Town Park (Pleasant Street) : 

This is the remaining half of Old Town Park, the north-half of which was 
accepted in the John Eliot Historic District by Town Meeting in 1974. On 
the south of the dam stood a building housing the trip hammer and blacksmith 
shop, a nail making machine, and equipment for wood turning of wagon parts. 
Behind the property, which is now Mr. Gilboy's, there was a field before 
the present dam was built. The field extended to the canal. This canal 
was leased by the Bigelows with a right of way for the mill down by the 
Charles River where the factory now stands. The property is approximately 
on the site of the home of Deacon Ephraim's, the Indian planter. At the 
end near the canal, a tennis court, basketball court, and a skating rink 
have been installed for use by local youngsters. 


40. Hunnewell Field (Pleasant Street) 

This recreational field faces Pleasant Street and the south side of 

Charles River. It was purchased in 1902 by A. Hunnewell from the Natick 
Gas Light and Electric Company, who at that time owned the Bigelow Mills 
and flowage rights on the Charles River. His purchase consisted of 11.21 
acres (Lot No. 9 on the plan of Bigelow Mills, surveyed in 1830, Plan Bk. 
14, pg. 47). This was part of a larger acreage from which Flax Leather 
Manufacturing Company had sold 44 square rods to Oliver Bacon, the pump 
manufacturer who built the present Unitarian Parsonage in 1824. After 

the disastrous fire in South Natick in 1872, the town leased a small piece 
of the property and built a new fire-house at the south end of the dam. 

In 1887, this fire-house was moved to the present site by the Old Cemetery. 
Mr. Hunnewell deeded the land to the town of Natick for playground purposes. 


41. The Horatio Alger House (16 Pleasant Street) 

In 1824, Oliver Bacon bought this land from the Bigelow family, the owners 
of the Bigelow Mills. Soon thereafter, the house was built. The Bacon 
family continued to own the property until 1869, when H. H. Hunnewell pur- 
chased it with the intention of providing a permanent residence for Rever- 
end Horatio Alger until his death. In 1909, Mr. Hunnewell deeded it to 

the First Unitarian Church in South Natick for use as a parsonage. The 
house is Greek Revival in type. It has a central door, a porch across the 
front with one room each side of the entrance, both upstairs and down, with 
two chimneys in each, and a kitchen wing to the rear. Because of its 
association with Horatio Alger, Jr. it has been declared a National Historic 
Landmark. 


42. The Bigelow-Foster House (17 Pleasant Street) 

Land on the south westerly side of the river was bought from Deacon John 
Ephraim, Indian, by Deacon William Bigelow, miller, April 26, 1784. Deacon 
Ephraim's house stood near where the canal now is, marked by a small bound- 
stone. Bigelow must have built his house that year. He died in 1813, and 
his son Isaac is listed as owner. The house was a gambrel roof cottage. 

In 1825, Isaac Bigelow took down the old house, but he incorporated the 

old kitchen in the new, two-story, hip roof house, with chimneys at each 
end, that remains to date. Allen and W. Curtis, proprietors of the ''Flax 
Leather Board Company'', purchased the mills and land of the Bigelows, which 
included this house and a large field of the east side of Pleasant Street. 
This house was occupied by Superintendents of the mills until 1904 when 
George Foster bought it. His daughter, Isabel, inherited it, and she sold 
it in 1948 to H. R. Flanders. Mr. Flanders renovated the house and convert- 
ed the small shed into an Antique shop. The property is now owned by Mr. 
George A. Gilboy, a fine Antiques dealer. 
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43. The Perry House (18 Pleasant Street) 

This house was built in 1856 by John Jones Perry and remained in successive 
members of the Perry family's possession until 1907. The land apparently 
was part of the John Bacon farm (he built, in 1824, the house now known 

as the Unitarian Parsonage), and the large barn, now the Shaw Gym, stood 

on the corner of Pleasant Street and Merrill Road. A school stood in the 
area also, because in 1852 the deeds record that the Natick School Depart- 
ment sold to Moses Eames 70 square rods beginning 172 feet northeast of 

the road leading from South Natick to Dover. It would seem that Merril] 
Road was laid out about this time, since this deed gives its specifications. 
This District No. 1 Schoolhouse was soon sold to Samuel Walcott, and he 

sold it to John Jones Perry. Horace Cate, who had bought the large barn 
from Bacon in 1854 and ran a livery stable there, sold to Perry, who ran 

a coal business from there. J. J. Perry moved the barn back some time after 
the house was built. In 1907, the house and barn were purchased by Mrs. 
Robert Gould Shaw, who put the barn in a trust for the use of the town in 
1908. Mrs. Shaw renovated and modernized the interior of the house, and 
used it as a home for children from the Unitarian Society in Boston. 

Louis Brown next bought the house, and it passed through several owners 
until purchased in 1966 by Mr. and Mrs. David Crockett, the present owners. 
It is a two-story house with a porch across the front and side. It has 

a gable roof and sits endwise to the street. A white painted fence surrounds 
it. A small barn was built in back of the house in 1878. 


44, The Captain James McGrath House (20 Pleasant Street) 
Miss Ida Morse says of this house that it was built in 1836, ''Owned by 


'Daddy Francis', father of Lydia Maria Child'', (Lydia Maria Child, 1802- 
1880, was one of the most prominent women of her day. She wrote books on 
feminism, religion, biography, and history, and was active on behalf of 
slaves, freedmen and Indians) and that it was part of the Oliver Bacon 
property. However, the deed in Cambridge Bk. 344, pg. 86 says ''Converse 
Francis of Brighton bought of Alpheus Bigelow of Weston for $1150 one acre, 
with dwelling house'', signed by Tyler Bigelow and Alpheus Bigelow, dated 
July 7, 1835. It would appear that the house which stood in the back 

of the present house, and was used as a rental, was this earlier residence. 
Converse Francis sold to James McGrath, cordwainer, ''with buildings near 
Bigelow Mills'' the same described land April 1, 1840. Captain McGrath 
manufactured brogans here for 8 or 10 years. He was also active in town 
affairs. The place was sold in 1886 at a mortgage sale to William J. Cronin. 
It was sold again at auction in 1900. Captain McGrath had died in 1890. 

In 1906 it was rumored that Mrs. R. G. Shaw had bought the ''Cronin place''. 
Mrs. Shaw renovated the house, and the small house in back was used for 
classes in basketry. While Miss Helen Reardon lived in the house, she 

took care of children and invalids. In 1921, Mr. Eliot Perry bought the 
house, and it passed through about five owners' hands until acquired by 

Mr. John Newton, the present owner. The small house in back has disappear- 
ed, but apparently the foundations are still partially visible. 


45. The Parmenter House (4 Merrill Road) 

This small, 14 story, 7 room cottage was probably built for Lydia Ann White 
soon after Oliver Bacon laid out Merrill Road in 1852. In 1865, a tenant, 
Luther Parker, moved in, and made shoes in the ''wood cellar''. The sides 

of the cellar were sheathed with wide boards with a shelf on top, and 

old shoe lasts still survive. About 1869, Joshua Parmenter moved into the 
house, apparently as a tenant. In 1887, Martha G. Parmenter, his wife, 
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received a deed from the heirs of Henry Goulding (she was also a 
Goulding). The Parmenter family continued to live here until their 
deaths. Miss Mabel Parmenter took care of her parents and in later 
years lived alone until she was over 90. Being a proud little Yankee, 
whe refused any assistance, which she needed, from the town and friends. 
She was curator of the Historical Society Museum for over 25 years 

and recorded the history of many South Natick buildings. The house 

was deeded in 1960 to Patricia and Donald Bassett. They remodeled it, 
put in central heating, all new plumbing and electricity. The Ralph 
Sewall family now lives there. 


46. The John Kelly House (8 Merrill Road) 

This house was apparently built in 1852-1853 by Oliver Bacon after he 
laid out Merrill Road. Stephen Merrill, a Civil War Veteran was living 
here in 1857; his widow married James Weeman, and the name Weeman is on 
the deed transferring the property to George MacIntosh, who sold it to 
Mary Holbrook in 1867. She died in 1887, and the property was sold at 
auction in 1888 to John Ambrose Kelly. In 1897, he built an addition to 
the house. After his death in 1935, his wife and two sisters continue 
to live there, and his sister Margaret Glynn inherited it. After her 
death in 1948, it became the property of her son and his wife, Bernard 
and Virginia Glynn, the present owners. It is a plain two-story house of 
the late Greek Revival type, with a small wing at one side. It sits at 
the end of Merrill Road at the boundary of Hunnewell Field. 


47. The Shaw Gym (Merrill Road) 

In 1824, Oliver Bacon bought a piece of land from William Bigelow on the 
east side of Pleasant Street and built what is now the Unitarian Parsonage. 
Soon after, he built this large barn beside it facing Pleasant Street. 

It was used as a barn, then later J. J. Perry, a son-in-law, kept his 

teams that he used in his coal business. The Bacons also made wooden 

pumps in this building. In 1854, Horace Cate had title to the barn, and 

he ran a livery stable there. The Bacons had laid out Merrill Road between 
the house and barn about 1852. By 1856, J. J. Perry seems to have gained 
title, because that year he moved the big barn back to its present site 

and built his own house on Pleasant Street. In 1865, Joshua Parmenter 
bought the barn from the Perry Estate and used one end as a cider and 
vinegar mill. The other end he used as a stable. In 1880, title reverted 
back to Elijah Perry, and in 1908, Isabella Pratt Shaw bought it and re- 
modeled it into a gymnasium and had electric lights installed. Mrs. Shaw 
put the title in the hands of trustees and left it for the use of the 

town in 1927. 


48. The Badger Meadow (Between 87 and 95 Eliot Street) 

This meadow is part of the original Rev. Badger farm which was purchased 
from the Indians (John Thomas' Lot 25) in 1753. Twenty five years ago 
it was open grassland with a small brook running down through it, but 
now it has grown up thickly with wild apple trees so that in the Spring 
it is a mass of bloom. The frontage along Eliot Street is approximately 
550 ft. It is now owned by Martin Cerel Associates. 


49. The Hezekiah Broad Field (Memorial School, 103 Eliot Street) 

This field is part of the Hezekiah Broad farm (He was a Major in General 
Washington's army during the Revolution) and had been purchased from the 
Indian, Isaac Nemusin, in 1733. Major Broad was elected delegate to the 
State Convention which, on February 6, 1788 ratified the newly-framed 
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Constitution of the United States. The farm remained in the Broad 
family name for 123 years. In the 1870's Isaac Cook purchased it and 
walled up the lane, where he would water and feed cattle being driven 
to market. In 1901, Mr. Arthur Hunnewell bought the place and planted 
the beautiful pin oaks along the lane, which is now the drive in to the 
Memorial School. The Town purchased this field for school purposes 
about 1968. The frontage on Eliot Street is 306 feet.

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HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Historical Commission has been occupied this year in identi- 
fying early buildings and historic sites in Natick. A suitable plaque 
has been designed and over thirty five (35) sites have been marked. 


The Commission and the Historical District Study Committee have 
been conducting a joint study towards the creation of an additional 
Historic District on West Central Street. This area retains many of the 
features of the mid-nineteenth century when it was the neighborhood of 
Vice President Henry Wilson. It should be protected now from the ravages 
of neglect and commercial exploitation. 


Plans are being made to prepare a modern, up to date history of 
Natick. The last published work on this subject appears in the mid-1850's 
and by today's standards is poorly written and inadequately researched.

HISTORIC DISTRICT STUDY COMMITTEE

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REGIONAL VOCATIONAL SCHOOL 
DISTRICT PLANNING COMMITTEE 


This Committee was established under Article 3, Special Town Meet- 
ing No. 3, of April 2, 1974, to join with similar committees from Dedham, 
Needham, and Wellesley, and form a Regional School District Planning Board. 
The organizational meeting was held on November 21, 1974 and, since that 
time, regular meetings have been held with the aim of determining the needs 
for occupational-vocational education in the four towns and possible ways 
of meeting those needs. 


In slightly more than a year much progress has been made. Informa- 
tion has been gathered from representatives of the State Department of Edu- 
cation, the Educational Cooperative (to which all four towns belong), the 
Superintendents of Schools and the Guidance Departments in the partici- 
pating towns, and others. In addition, members of the Board have visited 
a number of vocational schools in this part of the state. In August, 1975, 
the Board hired a consultant with the following goal: 


'To assemble and present to the Regional School District Plan- 
ning Board appropriate data for determining a specific course 
of action designed to provide high quality and cost effective 
occupational preparation for students in Dedham, Natick, Needham, 
and Wellesley.'! 


The data required include: student needs, employment trends and exist- 
ing program trends, program needs, and delivery system alternatives. This 
is now in progress; when completed, the Board will then have to make its 
recommendation to the participating towns. 


Your committee feels that the Board has advanced at a very rapid 
pace, and is at a stage reached much later by many other similar regional 
groups. We look forward to reporting to the community within the coming 
year.

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SCHOOL BUSING STUDY COMMITTEE 


On July 13, 1973, the Committee contracted with the Concord Research 
Company to undertake a comprehensive study of the Natick School busing 
system. Included in their recommendations were: changes in contract 
specifications, staggering of school hours, school district revisions, 
segregation of school busing transportation line item to a separate cate- 
gory (subsequently approved by Town Meeting), appointment of a busing 
coordinator (appointed by School Committee but not in consultation with 
Busing Study Committee). 


These findings, with recommendations from our own investigations, 
were presented to the School Committee for its study and findings. As 
of this date, we have not received a written report of the School Com- 
mittee's conclusions. 


For Phase II the Study Committee contracted with LKB Systems of Long 
Island, New York, to draft legalized specifications for the purpose of 
putting the school bus contract out for bids. The proposed specifications 
were received and changes made by the Committee as recommended by Town 
Counsel as appropriate to our particular situation. The final specifica- 
tions were presented to the School Committee for its adjudication. 


Subsequently bids specs were advertised, bids received, and con- 
tracts awarded by the School Committee; the Study Committee objected to 
the actions taken by the School Committee in the awarding of contracts, 
asking that the School Committee advertise for new bids, but our recommen- 
dations were ignored. We feel that we have been treated as a non-entity 
by the School Committee, who by using their alleged autonomy to ignore 
us, have overlooked the fact that the School Busing Study Committee is 
the official representative of the Town and Town Meeting. 


The School Committee recently appointed its own Busing Committee 
but it has never asked for consultations with us. 


Michael Dank who was appointed to the FinCom late in 1974 was re- 
placed by May Kelly, 1 Possum Hollow Road, by Moderator Joel Rome to fill 
the vacancy. 


There is a balance of $2,376.96 in the Committee account. 


As for the future we recommend that the FinCom exercise control over 
the busing expenditures, and that the School Committee present the trans- 
portation budget to the Study Committee for its examinations and recommen- 
dations to the FinCom; and that the School Busing Study Committee be con- 
tinued by the 1976 Town Meeting.

DATA PROCESSING STUDY COMMITTEE 


The use of computers to solve business problems is accepted as not 
only practical but necessary in today's modern world. The problems of 
compiling, storing, transmitting and processing data for payrolls, inven- 
tory control, billing and other business functions using traditional app- 
lications have been increasingly difficult and increasingly costly. In 
today's business environment computers are used to process the usual and 
familiar accounting data with greater speed and accuracy, provide manage- 
ment with information, answer inquiries, monitor processes and make routine 
and sometimes critical decisions. It is inconceivable that a business 
with expenditures averaging over $20 million annually, and around 1,200 
employees, would be asked to cope with today's problems without this nec- 
essary and vital management tool. 


The committee to study Municipal Data Processing from the Town of 
Natick was created by the 1975 Annual Town Meeting of Natick and was 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 


To date, we have accomplished the following: 


1. Requested the Board of Selectmen to sponsor an article in 1976 
annual Town Meeting that in effect would create enabling legislation to 
allow the Town of Natick to have a Municipal Data Processing Department. 
Under a nine member advisory board, five of whom are to be appointed at 
large (four of which should have Data Processing backgrounds). The other 
four members to be: 


1. Town Treasurer/Collector 

2. Town Comptroller 

3. School Department Business Manager 

4, Executive Secretary to Board of Selectmen 


2. Requested that an interim position as Data Processing Coordinator 
be established and funded by annual Town Meeting 1976. 


3. Short term plans are being worked on to assist various department 
heads to finding interim solutions to their current data processing needs, 
and to make them as consistent as possible with whatever future plans as 
might be forth coming in this area. 


Through January 15, 1976, we have had 24 meetings of this committee, 
plus additional meetings between members of this committee and Board 
of Selectmen and Personnel Board. This does not take into consideration 
numbers of meetings between members or representatives of this committee, 
and various town officials and also officials in surrounding towns. 


In early November the committee asked for and was granted by the 
Selectmen a CETA employee to work full-time with them in doing a Cost/ 
Benefit study for data processing. The magnitude of this study is such 
that it requires full-time involvement and will be going on for several 
more months. 


To date, we have concentrated on the areas of the town that have poten- 
tially the greatest need and would be the initial users of any data processing 
system. They are: 
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Comptroller 

Treasurer/Col lector 

School Business Department 
Payroll for Town as a whole 
Water Billing in D.P.W. 
Town Clerk

COLLECTOR — TREASURER COMMITTEE 


The Collector-Treasurer Committee was established by the Board of 
Selectmen in April, 1975 to study the separate offices of the Collector 
and the Treasurer in order to make recommendations on the following three 
questions: 


1. Should the two positions remain separate of should they be combined? 
2. Should the position or positions be appointive or elective? 
3. What salary or salary range should be offered? 


Since September 10, the Committee has met numerous times to explore 
and to further understand the functions and responsibilities of each office. 
These meetings have included discussions with Douglas Bell, Town Comptroller; 
Donald Atherton, Town Collector and Town Treasurer; and the Data Processing 
Committee. Moreover, the Committee has obtained information from Collectors 
and Treasurers representing ten towns comparable in size and make-up to the 
Town of Natick. Five towns having a combined Collector-Treasurer Office 
were selected as well as five towns having separate positions. The survey 
of these town offices encompassed the structure, salaries, number of em- 
ployees, and audit and accounting procedures. Also, subjective opinions 
were solicited from each town officer on the desirability of: 


1. separate or combined positions 
2. elective or appointive positions. 


The Committee does not feel it has sufficient information to make any 
conclusive recommendations at this time; therefore, our aim is to further 
study the Collector and Treasurer positions of surrounding towns and report 
our findings to the Selectmen by late spring.

RECREATION COMMISSION AT WORK 


At the program level, unusually high attendance in Elementary Pro- 
grams including Recreation Exposure, Basketball, and Playgrounds; Junior- 
Senior Programs including instructional workshops, leadership training 
and sport leagues; adult activities including tennis, square dance and 
athletic leagues; and special areas including swim instruction, ski instruc- 
tion and therapeutic recreation, have placed increased responsibility and 
demands upon the staff, volunteers and in many cases the participants 
themselves.

Park Maintenance and development have taken on increasing importance 
as part of the overall services of the department. Citizen participation 
in the planning process has contributed to the success of the general up- 
grading of neighborhood play areas. The first phase of an improvement 
program at West School and plans for major renovations at the Brown School 
have been major accomplishments in '75. Reseeding programs on the ball- 
fields, and increased plantings at some small parks have been part of the 
ongoing general maintenance program. 


The Natick Common has been the object of several improvements in 
preparation for the Bicentennial Year. The first was the addition of 
the Community Bulletin Board, which was made possible through the donation 
of the Neetega Club of Natick and local business firms headed by Arthur 
Fair, wr 


The Bulletin Board was built by the Park Maintenance Crew and the 
special feature of the board, a wood carving of John Eliot preaching to 
the Indians was donated and handcrafted by Park Foreman, James Leshinski. 


The Natick Kiwanis Club, under the leadership of President Fred 
Saviano, selected as their major community project for '75, the construction 
of a weather shelter on the common for the convenience of the residents 
using local transportation services. Many Kiwanians worked personally 
on the project and added to its aesthetic and functional value. 


The Commission accepted with regret the resignation of Commissioner 
James Webb and with the Board of Selectmen appointed John Stygles to fill 
the remainder of Mr. Webb's term of office. 


There are many to thank for their continuing participation and support 
of recreation and park services in Natick. First and foremost, the thanks 
of the Commission and Staff is extended to residents of Natick for their 
involvement and cooperation in the delivery of leisure services. Apprecia- 
tion is further extended to the Natick Lodge of Elks, Natick Emblem Club, 
Natick Jaycees, Gateway Snowmobile Club, Amputee Veterans Association, 
Natick Kiwanis Club, the large number of local businesses who sponsor 
various elements of programs, hundreds of teenage and adult volunteers, 
who have donated their time throughout the year, and a dedicated Recreation 
Advisory Council headed by Chairman Gary Gearheart. 


Though it is assumed that all arms of the local town government wil]

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BALLFIELD LIGHTING COMMITTEE 


The year 1975 marked the achievement by the Ballfield Lighting 
Committee of the initial mandate of Town Meeting to study and recommend 
a short and long range plan for upgrading lighting at recreation faci]- 
ities in Natick. 


The Committee met throughout the year to study and assess priorities 
of lighting needs in the Town. Among the considerations were the lighting 
of a softball diamond, additional lighting of tennis courts, and upgrading 
of antiquated lighting systems at existing tennis, basketball, and ice 
skating facilities. 


It was the considered opinion of the Committee that the highest 
priority was the immediate need for lighting of a softball field for use 
by growing youth and adult league programs. 


There were numerous existing ballfield areas considered and these 
were narrowed to three primary areas: West Field, adjacent to Natick 
High School, Coolidge Field, and the Memorial School Field in South Natick. 
Criteria were established for evaluating the suitability of each site, 
including quality of the field area for play, impact of the lighting on 
abutting properties, interference with multiple use of the field areas, 
and cost of the installation at the various areas. 


The first choice of the Committee was the West Field at N.H.S. and 
an appropriation of $65,000.00 was requested through an article in the 
Annual Town Meeting. After discussing the relative merits of the all-pur- 
pose area project and considering the financial constraints of the Town 
at the time, it was decided to postpone any action on that particular 
proposal. 


Again the Committee went back to the drawing board and sought imput 
from several sources including established league representatives of Town 
softball programs, lighting consultants and Town officials. This culminated 
in the decision to select the Memorial School Field as the project site. 
Despite some interference with multiple use of the field, a decision was 
reached in cooperation with the Natick School Committee to light a 240 
foot softball diamond and make available multiple lighting for a soccer/ 
football field outside of the softball area. 


The Special Town Meeting held in June, voted to appropriate the sum 
of $36,600.00 for the installation and operation of a lighting system at 
the Memorial School Field under the jurisdiction of the Recreation Commis- 
sion. The implementation of the plan is now in progress and will be ready 
for the 1976 season. 


The Committee is appreciative of the cooperation, support and advice 
of the residents, Town Meeting, Boards and officials of the Town, and 
R.D. Lighting Consultants for their individual and collective contributions. 


The Committee asks to be continued to further determine lighting 
needs of the Town in appropriate stages and encourages resident participation 
in their ongoing deliberations and determinations in this regard.

During 1975, Natick's Bicentennial Committee has been involved 
actively in a variety of programs and plans designed to bring our Town's 
heritage to the forefront and prepare for the 200th Bicentennial celebration 


in 1976. 


Businessmen, civic, fraternal and veterans organizations, Town Depart- 
ments, including the schools, and private individuals, have all cooperated 
with the Committee towards this goal. 


Natick's Bicentennial observance opened on April 19, 1975 with flag 
raising ceremonies at the Common, the former Bacon Homestead on North Main 
Street, and South Natick Square. Bicentennial flags for the flag raising 
were donated by the Natick Department of Public Works, Natick Fire Depart- 
ment and Mr. George A. Mitchell. Veterans organizations conducted the 
ceremonies, and the Board of Selectmen attended. 


On April 21, 1975, a ceremony took place at the Natick Common spon- 
sored by the Bicentennial Committee, at which time the Town Bulletin Board 
was unveiled. Presentations of prizes of savings bonds given by two local 
businesses, The Natick Bulletin and The Village Green, were made to the 
two winners of the Bicentennial essay contest. 


The Committee also participated in the 1975 Fourth of July celebration, 
sponsored a needlework exhibit at the Morse Library in July and presented 
concerts on the Common. 


During the past year also work has been progressing on the Broadmoor 
Sanctuary project and the artistic interpretation of land use at Broadmoor 
Sanctuary is ready for mounting. Through the efforts of Elissa Landre 
and William Gienzantanner, a gazebo will be built there to display the 
drawings. A Booklet with a story written by Marion Pfeiffer is at the 
printers. The Broadmoor Sanctuary project and booklet were paid for by 
a grant from the State of Massachusetts for $1,000.00 and matching funds 
from the Town.

FOURTH OF JULY COMMITTEE 


The Natick 1975 Fourth of July Celebration consisted of twenty-one 
events beginning with the Miss Natick Contest on June 27th and ending 
with an Old Timers Ball Game on July 6th. Other events included track 
and swim meets, all star baseball games in Farm, Little and Babe Ruth 
Leagues, Rex Trailer Show, a Chicken Barbeque, Pie Eating Contests, 
Childrens Party and parades and the Annual Main Parade. 


Despite rising costs for parade participants, transportation, 
trophies, prizes, printing and advertising, the 1975 Committee reduced 
expenditures from the 1974 total of $8,289.83 to $4,916.35. To accomplish 
this, some events had to be eliminated or curtailed in scope. Receipts 
from contributions made by many civic, professional and business organi- 
zations and individuals and from program sales amounted to $3,943.98. 

The net cost to the Town for the entire celebration was $972.37. 


The Committee hopes that in recognition that 1976 is the Bicentennial 
year for our country, the Town will authorize the 1976 Fourth of July 
Committee to spend a sufficient sum of money, to make the celebration a 
memorable one. Many residents have requested that the ban on fireworks 
be waivered for the 1976 celebration. Because of the many additional 
parades that will be held July 4th, 1976, the demand for good bands and 
marching units will be greater than normal, and higher fees will be re- 
quired to obtain them. We asked Town Meeting Members to consider these 
facts when voting on the July 4th appropriation (Warrant Article 54). 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to all those who 
contributed in any way to the success of the 1975 July 4th Celebration.

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YOUTH AND HUMAN RESOURCES COMMITTEE 


At a year's glance the Natick Youth and Human Resources Committee 
has successfully combined the talents and resourcefulness of young and 
old to coordinate and continue both new and existent programs for youth 
and the community. 


The Natick Community Farm Project, now located at Memorial School 
in South Natick, fulfilled a creative learning, work and income pro- 
ducing experience for 35 area youth who participated in organically 
farming 2 acres of land. The project was based on the principles of 
cooperative ownership and responsibility. The young people were exposed 
to planting, marketing, bookkeeping, equipment repair, publicity and 
community affairs. All fruit and vegetable sales were distributed among 
the youth on a profit sharing basis earning .85 an hour. The Farm Project 
won the National Search Award from the U.S. Dept. of H.E.W. for providing 
a rewarding community experience and an alternative to self-destructive 
forms of behavior. The project was videotaped for one month and the film 
will be used across the country for demonstration purposes. 


The Natick Community Garage, located at the Natick Armory, is designed 
to provide an opportunity to learn the mechanics of your automobile 
while under the instruction and guidance of an experienced mechanic. 
The program services senior citizens, low-middle income people and youth. 
This non-profit membership garage provides youth and opportunity to learn 
fundamental auto mechanics and terminology in an informal atmosphere. 
It provides an alternative for those youth heading toward delinquency. 
Because of the ''no-pressure'' concept the program can help to develop a 
feeling of self-worth. It is an economically satisfying way to cut out- 
rageous parts costs while totally eliminating ridiculous labor and install- 
ation fees because you repair and maintain the car yourself. 


As an extension program to the Community Farm, the Maple Syrup Project 
will begin operation in mid-February. The project will involve the tapping 
of Maple Sugar trees in Natick, the collection and holding of sap at the 
Sugar house, the boiling of sap on the evaporator until it is in syrup 
form and the marketing of maple syrup. The project is located at Memorial 
School in South Natick. 


Another highlight of the Community Farm and the Maple Syrup Project 
is the Alternative Education Programs developed by the combined efforts 
of the Natick Youth and Human Resources Committee and Natick High School. 
This provides an opportunity for the creative, mental and physical growth 
of students through a hands-on learning experience while also developing 
their awareness of and their ability to use natural and human resources 
of their community. 


Youth Opportunities Underway or the Job Bank has continued to pro- 
vide year-round employment services to youth who are unable to find a 
job because of their age. The 125 kids who found employment through our 
service earned approximately 7,000 dollars and worked about 4,500 hours. 
The residents of the town were very cooperative in relaying their odd job 
needs to the Job Bank. Most of the jobs were in the field of child care, 
housework or yardwork. It is hoped that a more extensive summer employ- 
ment program will exist this year. 
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For the near future, the committee has done extensive research and 
is working on a Pre-trial Diversion Project, a program which would work 
with youngsters who are beginning to find themselves in trouble - the 
first time and minor ''offenders'! of the law. The Project aims to reach 
these youthful offenders before they are too deeply involved ina life 
of crime to extricate themselves. The program is an alternative to the 
juvenile court process. 


The success of our projects demonstrates the effective use of over 
4O community resources who contributed their time, money, expertise and/ 
or materials, and also by the high rate of youth participation and interest. 
These new and expanded programs should meet a wider scope of youth needs 
and further develop economic and educational opportunities for area youth.

LONG RANGE TOWN-WIDE SEWAGE STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Long Range Sewerage Planning Committee serves the Town of 
Natick primarily in the following areas: 


1. Reviewing sewerage construction priority and financing; 

2. Reviewing application of the unit method of sewerage cost appor- 
tionment; and 

3. Becoming involved in areas necessary in furthering the sewerage 
needs of the Town. 


In our 1974 report, we mentioned that the ''sewer moratorium'' was 
still in effect which made it impossible for the Town to comply with 
our schedule for completing sewerage throughout the Town. During 1975, 
a large amount of sewer permits was made available due to the fine work 
of our Public Works Department in repairing the sewerage lines. This 
being so, our Committee met a number of times during 1975 to discuss 
whether or not the Committee would recommend to the Commissioners of 
Public Works the sewering of any section of Natick. Our Committee feels 
that the South Natick area should be given top priority. Our Committee 
met with the Commissioners of Public Works and it was decided that instead 
of submitting an Article for the sewering of South Natick in 1976, an 
Article should be prepared requesting the Town to vote an approptiate 
sum of money for the design and cost estimates of a sanitary sewer system 
in the South Natick area or otherwise act thereon. Our Committee will 
Support this Article before Town Meeting and welcome the support of other 
interested persons and groups. Our Committee will also, during 1976, 
study and make a recommendation as to a site for the Regional Mid-Charles 
Sewerage Treatment Plant.

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SOUTH MIDDLESEX OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


South Middlesex Opportunity Council, Inc. (SMOC) was initiated in 
1965 in order to mobilize and use both public and private resources to 
provide assistance and create opportunities for disadvantaged people. The 
work of the agency, over the past decade, has extended into day care and 
pre-school education, employment training and placement for teenagers and 
adults, family counseling, health care, alcoholic and prison inmate re- 
habilitation, housing development, consumer education and protection, and 
athletic and cultural programs. As the area's Community Action Agency, 
SMOC provides overall coordination, financial administration, and manage- 
ment for programs operated by its components. It also furnishes planning 
and technical assistance to a number of area groups and agencies in various 
fields. 


SMOC is governed by a Board of Directors which develops and sets 
policy for the entire agency. The Board is comprised of one-third public 
officials, one-third low income persons, and one-third interested area 
groups. The Selectmen of the Town of Natick have designated Ms. Erica E. 
Ball as their representative on the Board. 


During 1975, SMOC has continued to expand its programmatic efforts 
to more effectively serve low income area residents. Outlined below are 
the programs that SMOC has developed and presently operates: 


A. Day Care and After-School Day Care Programs for children of work- 
ing parents, operating centers in Framingham and Marlboro, providing child 
care, educational, social, health and nutritional services for children, 

23 to 11 years of age. The Centers operate year round, running 7:00 A.M. 
to 6:00 P.M., Monday through Friday. During the past year, four (4) Natick 
children have utilized the program. 


Ge A Head Start Program which provides 130 pre-school age children 
and their families with an educational experience, medical assistance, and 
supportive social services. Thirty-seven (37) Natick children were enrolled 
in the program during 1975. 


Be Head Start Child Care Clinic which, in conjunction with Framing- 
ham Union Hospital, operates a Pediatric Clinic for children of low income 
families in the area. The Clinic provides preventive and diagnostic treat- 
ment, screening, audio-visual and Denver Developmental testing, as well as 
follow-up care and referrals. During 1975, one thousand seven hundred and 
seventy-four clinic visits were made. 


D. A Neighborhood Youth Corps (NYC) Program which provides employ- 
ment, educational and supportive services to low income teenagers. The 
Out-of-School Program provides forty hours per week of employment in 
public and private, non-profit agencies for youths, sixteen to twenty-one 
years of age, who have dropped out of school. Emphasis is placed on 
completion of education and/or preparing the individual for permanent, 
fulltime employment. During 1975, over ten (10) Natick youth benefited 
from this program. 


Hae 


The In-School Program provides ten hours of work per week for drop- 
out prone students who are in need of income in order to. remain in school. 
During 1975, seven (7) Natick youth participated in this program. 


The NYC Program also provides a Summer Program, providing an average 
of thirty-five hours of employment per week. Also provided are supportive 
services and recreational field trip experiences. Forty-eight (48) Natick 
youth were enrolled in the program in 1975. 


cs An Operation Mainstieam Program which provides residents, 
twenty-two years or older, who qualify as poor and disadvantaged, with 
transitional work experience employment. Enrollees are placed in work 
sites designed to meet their individual occupational counseling, skills 
and interests are identified, and permanent employment is developed. In 
1975, seven (7) Natick residents were assisted through this program. 


Fe A Legal Program consisting of several attorneys and paralegal 
staff who concentrate in the areas of housing and consumer law. The 
housing division is responsible for representation of low income tenants 
in negotiation and litigation, as well as for informing all residents and 
area groups of their rights as tenants. 


The Consumer Protection division, operating in conjunction with 
the Attorney General of Massachusetts, provides consumer education, pro- 
tection, representation, and related services to area residents. Since 
March, 1975, when the program began, over one thousand persons have been 
assisted. 


G. An Alcoholic Detoxification Center which operates a live-in 
detoxification unit providing services for male and female alcoholics in 
the Greater Framingham, Greater Marlboro, and Greater Newton areas. Pick- 
up, intake, medical screening, detoxification, and clinical evaluation, 
after care, referral, and follow-up are provided seven days per week on 
a twenty-four hour basis. An Extended Care Program is available for 
alcoholics requiring continued shelter, food and assistance prior to re- 
turn to the community. During 1975, over two thousand persons were de- 
toxified through this program. 


Hs An Alcoholic Rehabilitation Center (ARC) offering comprehensive 
services for the alcoholic and his/her family: information, counseling, 
Alcoholics Anonymous, timely referrals, and follow-up concerning housing, 
jobs, legal aid, and public assistance. The Center also educates the 
public regarding problems of alcoholism. A Youth Alcohol Education and 
Counseling Program is provided, both through local school systems and 
on an individual basis. ARC also provides a drinking driver education and 
counseling program (DIAL), administered with the cooperation of the South 
Middlesex District Court and the Natick District Court. In 1975, over 
twenty-five hundred (2,500) persons were assisted by ARC. 


be Community Food Services Program which provides information 
concerning Food Stamp participation; researches the extent of need for 
additional feeding programs (women, infants and children, the elderly, 
school breakfasts) and helps to implement these programs in the area. 
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J. An Energy/Winterization Program which works to lessen the impact 
of the high cost of fuel for low income families in the South Middlesex 
area by increasing thermal efficiency of their dwellings and by minimizing 
heat loss through insulation, caulking, weather stripping, and other home 
repairs. 


< A Food Services Program which provides an Elderly Feeding Pro- 
gram and a Meals-on-Wheels Program in conjunction with the Callahan Center, 
and the Framingham Council on Aging. The Program provides breakfast and 
hot lunches, and hot meals to homebound senior citizens. Since the in- 
ception of the Program, sixteen thousand four hundred and seventy-five 
(16,475) meals have been served. 


Ly The Medfield-Norfolk Prison Project which offers inmates of 
MC! Norfolk job training, educational and resocialization opportunities 
through work experience as psychiatric aides in the wards of Medfield 
State Hospital. Courses, accredited through Boston State College, are 
provided, with State Certification as Human Service Technician being award- 
ed upon completion of training. To date, eighty-eight (88) men have success- 
fully completed the program, and have been released from prison. 


'y A Housing Development program which utilizes federal funding 
in order to construct low and moderate income housing. The Program also 
counsels families and individuals on home ownership or rental programs 
sponsored by the Federal Government. 


During 1976, SMOC will continue to operate these programs, and 
continue its efforts to effectively serve the low income community of 
the South Middlesex area.

SOLID WASTE RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


The Committee was authorized by the 1975 Town Meeting to set up 
a door-to-door paper recycling program which would be carried out at 
no net cost to the Town. The success of this program was strongly de- 
pendent on both citizen cooperation and obtaining an adequate price for 
the collected paper. We observed considerable community enthusiasm but, 
unfortunately, a strongly depressed price structure in the used paper 
market. As a result, the recycling program was not initiated. 


This year has seen significant progress towards a regional solution 
to the solid waste disposal problem. The 128 West Refuse Recovery Council, 
in cooperation with the Massachusetts Bureau of Solid Waste Disposal, wil] 
soon begin to develop plans for a central facility to process refuse from 
our region. Natick is represented on the council's steering committee 
by the chairman of the Solid Waste Recycling Committee. It is anticipated 
that a proposal for participation in the eventual regional program wi1] 
be brought before town meeting within one year.

After adequate notice has been pub- 
lished, posted, and publicized for a respective collection 
district, it shall be strongly urged for persons who are owners, 
lessees, or occupants of residential dwellings and persons to 
separately bundle newspapers for pickup, collection, and re- 
cycling. Said newspaper waste shall be securely tied, bundled, 
and packed. When refuse in the form of discarded newspapers 
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is placed within the vicinity of the curb for pickup, it 
shall become the property of the accepted Contractor, and 
any person other than an owner, lessee, or occupant or 
representative of the Contractor, who picks up said refuse 
for his own use, shall be guilty of an infraction against 
this section.

VI-D. DESIGN REVIEW BOARD. A design Review Board is hereby 

established. 

The Design Review Board shall assist the Board of Appeals and 
Planning Board by formally reviewing applications and plans for special 
permits as prescribed in Section V1 F.2 following hereinafter, where such 
plans involve more than 12 dwelling units or more than 10,000 square feet 
of non-residential floor area, or substantial alteration to three acres 
or more of land; and in informally reviewing such other plans and applica- 
tions as the Planning Board, Board of Appeals, or applicants may request. 


1. Membership and Organization. 

a) Said Design Review Board shall consist of five (5) members who 
shall be appointed by the Selectmen in the manner prescribed herein. 
Members of the Design Review Board shall include, where possible and 
in order of preference; an architect, a landscape architect, a 
designee of the Planning Board, a lawyer, a realtor, a designee of the 
Conservation Commission, a nominee of the Historic Commission, or a 
contractor. Members shall serve for three (3) years or until their 
Successors are appointed; except that of the five members first 
appointed, one shall serve for three (3) years, two shall serve for 
two (2) years and two shall serve for one (1) year. Members may be 
removed for cause by the Selectmen following written charges and a 
properly advertised public hearing. Vacancies shall be filled forth- 
with by appointment by the Selectmen for the unexpired term of 
members whose positions become vacant. 


b) The Design Review Board shall elect from among its members a 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and shall arrange for the services of a 
Secretary and such other officers or employees as is deemed neces- 
sary. Each shall serve for a term of one (1) year. The Design Review 
Board shall adopt such rules and guidelines as are considered neces- 
Sary to the conduct of its responsibilities which shall be a matter of 
public record. Meetings shall be held at the call of the Chairman 
and at such other times as the Board may determine. The Board shall 
keep records of its proceedings showing the vote of each member on 
every question, of the fact of his absence or failure to vote, other 
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official action, including all reasons for all decisions and condi- 
tions prescribed; and all such items shall be a matter of public 
record. 


2. Proceedings. 


When reviewing plans for special permits the Design Review 
Board shall submit a written advisory report to the Board of Appeals prior 
to the closing of the public hearing upon the application before the Board 
of Appeals. The Design Review Board may request meetings with the appli- 
cant and may enlist the services of appropriate assistants or consultants, 
including the Town Planning Director. Decisions of the Design Review 
Board shall be by simple majority and no final action shall be taken with- 
out the concurrence of at least three members. All decisions and reports 
of the Design Review Board shall be advisory only, 


3. Submission of Plans. 


a) In those instances when a formal review by the Design Review 
Board is required as above provided, the applicant requesting the use for 
which a special permit is sought shall file with the Board of Appeals twenty- 
three (23) copies of the information hereinafter described, which shall be 
distributed forthwith by the Board of Appeals as follows: 


Police Chief ] copy Planning Director ] copy 
Fire Chief 1 copy Board of Public Works 1 copy 
Planning Board 5 copies Town Clerk 1 copy 
Design Review Board 5 copies Board of Appeals 5 copies 
Building Inspector 1 copy Board of Health 1 copy 
Conservation Commission 1 copy 


Any of these Boards or officials desiring to offer advisory comments, un- 
less provided for otherwise, shall submit a report in writing to the Plan- 
MiNg Board within twenty-one (21) days after receiving a copy of such 
information such reports to be made available to the Design Review Board 
and thereafter made available to the Board of Appeals. 


b) The applicant shall submit his proposed use on a plan to be 
entitled ''Preliminary Plan'' which shall be accurately drawn to a scale of 
I'' equals 20', 1I'' equals 40', or 1'' equals 100', where practical and 
appropriate to the size of the proposal. 


c) The applicant shall submit at the same scale as the site plan 
a professionally surveyed plan of existing site features including the size 
of the property, the topography at two (2) foot contour intervals, general 
soil types, vegetation cover including accurate locations of wooded areas 
and major or significant features such as unusually large trees, roads, 
structures, etc. A locus map shall be included to indicate the location of 
the property within the Town. For small sites or projects of a relatively 
simple nature, this information may be provided on the site plan at the 
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discretion of the Board of Appeals. Photographs of representative portions 
of the site at a size of 8 inches by 10 inches (copies to the Board of 
Appeals, Planning Board and Design Review Board only) shall be included. 


d) In order to allow adequate consideration of the Surroundings, 
a plan of adjacent properties shall be presented at a scale of not less 
than I'' equals 100' or at the same scale as the proposed site plan if prac- 
tical. This plan shall show the general characteristics of all lands 
within 200' of the proposed site or such other distance as may be reason- 
ably required, including structures, parking areas, driveways, pedestrian 
ways, and natural characteristics. Any structures or significant changes 
in topography within 50' of the lotline shall be located precisely on said 
plan. 


e) A site plan and any other drawings as may be necessary, 
meeting the requirements of Section VI-C, shall precisely indicate the 
area of the site, the proposed uses of the land, the vehicular circula- 
tion system including pavement widths, rights of way, and how the system 
relates to the surrounding street pattern; all parking and required screen- 
ing; the pedestrian circulation system and other pedestrian facilities 
and how they relate to surrounding pedestrian circulation, all proposed 
structures including their exact location, relation to the topography, 
plan configuration, height, bulk, materials, elevations, and other neces- 
sary design information; the number and type of dwelling units, if any, 
and their density or land use intensity within specific clusters and over 
the entire site; service access and facilities for all structures or uses 
including garbage and trash disposal facilities; the location of all open 
space including its intended use, natural trees and foliage to be main- 
tained, specific new planting by size and location, finish contours of the 
topography and an indication of types of ground cover and other precautions 
to stabilize all slopes; all site drainage including natural courses and 
storm drains; significant site appurtenances such as walls, light poles, 
recreation areas and facilities; and any other items reasonably prescribed 
by the Board of Appeals. 


f) Where appropriate, there shall also be submitted by the appli- 


cant any drawings or documents necessary to establish the feasibility of 
proposals for water supply, waste and storm water dispositions, the feasi- 
bility of planting proposals, and all easements or restrictions to be pro- 
posed for open space, utilities or other purposes. 


g) In rendering a decision, the Board of Appeals shall entitle 
the plan a ''Definitive Plan'' and mark the same as approved, approved with 
conditions, or disapproved. 


4. Standards 


All uses embodied in plans subject to the issuance of a special 
permit and to review by the Design Review Board shall be evaluated by the 
Board of Appeals with consideration for the following general Standards, as 
well as any specific standards prescribed in these By-Laws or in the Rules 
of the Board of Appeals, where applicable. 
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a) Disruption of existing site features, including particularly 
the clearing of trees and undergrowth and the changing of natural topo- 
graphy shall be kept to an absolute practical minimum. Where tree coverage 
does not exist or has been removed, new planting may be required. Finish 
site contours shall depart only minimally from the character of the natural 
site and surrounding properties. 


b) The location, scale, and characteristics of proposed land 
uses on the site; the design, siting, and scale of structures; the circu- 
lation and other characteristics of the development shall be in harmony 
with surrounding properties and land uses. 


c) Pedestrian walkways, streets, driveways, and parking areas 
shall be carefully designed with respect to topography, relation to 
Surrounding streets and pedestrian ways, number of access points to public 
streets, provision of a clear and efficient street system on the site, 
adequate widths of drives and streets, separation and attractive parking 
areas, and relationship of circulation elements to structures and other 
site features. 


d) All buildings and other structures shall be sited to minimize 
disruption of the topography, to facilitate natural surface drainage and 
shall be properly designed for the particular site conditions. Strict 
attention shall be given to proper functional, visual, and spatial relation- 
ship of all structures, landscape elements, and paved areas. 


e) All structures shall preferably be of excellent design and 
construction quality and shall preferably be compatible with the neighbor- 
hood and the Town as to design characteristics, including but not limited 
to scale, massing, proportions, height, roofs, colors, and materials. 


f) All surface water drained from roofs, streets, parking lots 
and other site features shall be disposed of in a safe and efficient 
manner which shall not create problems of water run-off or erosion on the 
site in question or on other sites. Insofar as possible natural drainage 
courses, swales properly stabilized with plant materials or paving when 
necessary, and drainage impounding areas shall be utilized to dispose of 
water on the site through natural percolation to a degree equivalent to 
that prior to development. 


g) The placement of electrical lines and other underground 
utility lines such as water, sewerage and gas shall be coordinated 
whenever possible. Placement of utilities including sanitary sewage 
disposal shall be shown precisely on plans. 


h) All service areas, loading areas, outdoor storage, utility 
structures, mechanical equipment, garbage disposal facilities, or other 
service or utility facilities shall be located or visually screened so as 
not to create hazards or visual or other nuisances. All signs and outdoor 
advertising features shall be reviewed as an integral element in the design 
and planning of all development on the site and shall be in harmony with 
the proposed and nearby uses. Light fixtures, walls, fences, benches, 
recreation facilities and other such site appurtenances shall be harmoni- 
ously designed, constructed, and located in relation to other site features. 
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i) The foregoing principles and guidelines are not to be 
applied as inflexible standards. These guidelines are not to be applied 
in a manner which will place undue restraints upon the design of a project 
because of unforeseen conditions peculiar to such project. If a particular 
development is proposed which departs from these principles and guidelines 
in basic concept or in detail, the Board of Appeals may waive or modify the 
criteria upon a demonstration that the proposed design is of high standards 
and that any departures from the criteria will not violate the intent of 
these Zoning By-Laws.

residential floor area, or substantial alteration to three acres or more 
of land; and in informally reviewing such other plans and applications as 
the Board of Appeals or applicants may request. 


1. General Requirements 


a. Applicability - Site Plan Review procedure 


Unless otherwise already required by these By-Laws, a special 
permit by the Board of Appeals, subject to the site plan review pro- 
cedure provided for herein, shall be required for any exterior construc- 
tion related to all permitted (P) or allowed (A) uses as set forth in 
the Use Regulation Schedule of Section 111, for all districts where such 
uses are designated, except for the following uses: 1,2,3,5,8,9,15,16, 
17,18,45,47,48 and 51.

4. Design Review Procedure 
a. Format, Scale and Content 


The submittals required for the Design Review procedure shall include 
the following: 


(1) A Site Plan as provided for in Section VI-D. 3 above; 

(2) Any other drawings as may be necessary, meeting the require- 
ments of Section VI-C, which shall precisely indicate the area of the site, 
the proposed uses of the land, the vehicular circulation system including 
pavement widths, rights of way, and how the system relates to the surrounding 
street pattern; all parking and required screening; the pedestrian circula- 
tion system and other pedestrian facilities and how they relate to surround- 
ing pedestrian circulation, all proposed structures including their exact 
location, relation to topography, plan configuration, height, bulk, materials, 
elevations, and other necessary design information; the number and type of 
dwelling units, if any, and their density or land use intensity within spe- 
cific clusters and over the entire site; service access and facilities for 
all structures or uses including garbage and trash disposal facilities; the 
location of all open space including its intended use, natural trees and 
foliage to be maintained, specific new planting by size and location, finish 
contours of the topography and an indication of types of ground cover and 
other precautions to stabilize all slopes; all site drainage including 
natural courses and storm drains; significant site appurtenances such as 
walls, light poles, recreation areas and facilities; and any other items 
reasonably prescribed by the Board of Appeals or Planning Board. 

(3) Where appropriate, there shall also be submitted by the appli- 
cant any drawings or documents necessary to establish the feasibility of 
proposals for water supply, waste and storm water dispositions, the feasi- 
bility of planting proposals, and all easements or restrictions to be 
proposed for open space, utilities or other purposes; 
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b. Preparation 


The site plan shall be prepared as required by Section V1-D 3.b 
above. The additional drawings or other documents may be prepared by a 
licensed Architect. 


5. Performance Standards 


The following performance standards shall be utilized by the Board 
of Appeals and the Planning Board, in addition to any specific standards 
prescribed elsewhere in these By-Laws or in the Rules of the Board of 
Appeals, in reviewing all plans. These standards are intended to provide 
a frame of reference for the applicant in the preparation of his plans as 
well as guidelines for the reviewing authorities. These standards shal] 
not be regarded as inflexible requirements. They are not intended to dis- 
courage creativity, invention and innovation. However, the issues and 
concerns which they represent must be addressed to the satisfaction of the 
Board of Appeals in the final design. 


a. Preservation of Landscape 


The landscape shall be preserved in its natural state, insofar as 
practicable by minimizing tree and soil removal, and any grade changes 
shall be in keeping with the general appearance of the neighboring developed 
areas. Where tree coverage does not exist or has been removed, new plant- 
ing may be required. Finish site contours shall depart only minimally 
from the character of the natural site and surrounding properties. 


b. Relation of Buildings to Environment 


Proposed development shall be related harmoniously to the terrain 
and to the use, scale and architecture of existing buildings in the vicinity 
that have functional or visual relationship to the proposed buildings. 


With respect to the Design Review procedure all buildings and other 
structures shall be sited to minimize disruption of the topography, and 
shall be properly designed for the particular site conditions. Strict 
attention shall be given to proper functional, visual, and spatial relation- 
ship of all structures, landscape elements, and paved areas. All structures 
shall preferably be of excellent design and construction quality and shal] 
preferably be compatible with the neighborhood and the Town as to design 
characteristics, including but not limited to scale, massing, proportions, 
height, roofs, colors and materials. 


c. Open Space 
All open space (landscaped and usable) shall be so designed as to 
add to the visual amenities of the vicinity by maximizing its visibility 
for persons passing the site or overlooking it from nearby properties. 


d. Circulation 


With respect to vehicular and pedestrian circulation, including 
entrances, ramps, walkways, drives and parking, special attention shall 
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be given to location and number of access points to the public streets (es- 
pecially in relation to existing traffic controls), width of interior drives 
and access points, general interior circulation, separation of pedestrian 
and vehicular traffic, access to community facilities, and arrangement of 
parking areas that are safe and convenient and, insofar as practicable, do 
not detract from the use and enjoyment of proposed buildings and structures 
and the neighboring properties. 


e. Surface Water Drainage 


Special attention shall be given to proper site surface drainage 
so that removal of surface waters will not adversely affect neighboring 
properties or the public storm drainage system, nor obstruct the flow of 
vehicular or pedestrian traffic, and will not create puddles in the paved 
areas. 


All surface water drained from roofs, streets, parking lots and 
other site features shall be disposed of in a safe and efficient manner 
which shall not create problems of water run-off or erosion on the site in 
question or on other sites. Insofar as possible natural drainage courses, 
Swales properly stabilized with plant materials or paving when necessary, 
and drainage impounding areas shall be utilized to dispose of water on the 
site through natural percolation to a degree equivalent to that prior to 
development. 


Toe Util ties 


The placement of electric, telephone and other utility lines and 
equipment, such as water, sewer or gas, shall be underground; and coordi- 
nated whenever possible. The proposed method of sanitary sewage disposal 
and solid waste disposal from all buildings shall be indicated precisely 
on the plans. 


g. Advertising 


All signs and advertising devices shall be in conformance with 
Section V-H of these Zoning By-Laws. All signs and outdoor advertising 
features shall be reviewed as an integral element in the design and plan- 
ning of all development on the site. 


h. Other Site Features 


Exposed storage areas, exposed machinery installations, service 
areas, truck loading areas, utility buildings and structures, and similar 
accessory areas and structures shall be subject to such setbacks, screen 
plantings or other screening methods as shall be reasonably required to 
prevent their being a hazard or being visually incongruous with the exist- 
ing or contemplated environment and the surrounding properties. 
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1. Safety 


With respect to personal safety, all open and enclosed spaces shal] 
be designed to facilitate building evacuation and maximize accessibility 
by fire, police, and other emergency personnel and equipment.

To see if the Town will vote to delete Section V-D (Off-Street Park- 
ing and Loading Requirements) from its Zoning By-Laws in its entirety, and 
insert in its place a new Section V-D Off-Street Parking and Loading Require- 
ments as follows: 


V-D OFF-STREET PARKING AND LOADING REQUIREMENTS 
1. Purpose 


It is the intent of this section that any use of land involving 
the arrival, departure, parking or storage of motor vehicles be so designed 
and operated as to assure safe access and departure as well as adequate 
off-street parking to serve the uses of such land. In addition, this section 
is intended to insure that safe movement of pedestrians is provided for, both 
within the parcel and to adjacent parcels, and that necessary provisions are 
made for the safe use of such other means of transportation as may be reasonably 
expected to use a site. This section also has the additional purpose of pro- 
viding minimum landscaping requirements for off-street parking facilities in 
order to preserve and increase the Town's amenities. 
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2. Applicability 


No new building or structure shall be constructed or used in 
whole or in part and no building or part thereof shall be altered, enlarged, 
reconstructed or used, and no land shall be used unless there is provided 
off-street parking in accordance with the following conditions: 


a) A plan submitted in accordance with this by-law shall have 
been approved by the Building Inspector or the Board of Appeals. 

b) No existing off-street parking spaces shall be eliminated 
if their removal would cause the total number of spaces provided on a site 
to be less than the number required by this Section. 

c) The Board of Appeals may grant a special permit to allow any 
structure or use which is existing and in conformance with the Town of 
Natick Zoning By-Laws prior to the effective date of these Off-Street Park- 
ing and Loading Requirements to expand up to 25 per cent of the building 
area which it had in existence on said effective date of this by-law or to 
a maximum of 3000 sq. ft., whichever is less, without meeting the standards 
of these Off-Street Parking and Loading Requirements provided that the use 
is not changed. 

d) Restoration of an existing building or structure that has 
been damaged or destroyed by fire or other disaster may be permitted by a 
special permit without conforming to the requirements of this section only 
if the actual restoration of such structure is started within one year from 
the date of its damage or destruction. 


3. Parking Facilities Required 


a. For 1 & 2 Family Dwelling Units - 2 spaces for each dwelling 
unit; driveways may be included as required space for single and two- 
family dwellings. 

b. For multiple-family dwellings - 1 space for each O-or 1-bed- 
room unit and 1 1/2 spaces for each unit of 3 bedrooms or more. All re- 
quired spaces are to be provided within a distance not to exceed three 
hundred and fifty (350) feet from the building in which the specific 
family unit served is located. Note: Any housing which is specifically 
designed and constructed to meet the needs of the elderly may reduce the 
parking requirement for all such units by 1/2. 

c. Permitted Home Occupations - Spaces shall be provided as required 
for the occupational uses specified herein in addition to the spaces re- 
quired for the dwelling. 

d. For office buildings - 1 space per three hundred (300) square 
feet of gross floor area: 

e. For financial institutions, retail stores, personal services, shops 
and similar commercial uses - 1 space for each one hundred fifty (150) 
Square feet of gross floor area. 

f. For furniture, machinery, equipment, automobile and boat sales and/ 
Or service establishments - 1 space for each three hundred (300) Square feet 
of gross floor area. 

g- For restaurants, night clubs, bars and lounges - 1 space for each 
thirty (30) square feet of public area or 1 space for every 3 seats, which- 
ever is greater. 

h. For drive-in restaurants - 1 space for each fifty (50) square feet 
of gross floor area with a minimum of twenty (20) spaces. 
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i. For areas with fixed seating, such as churches, theatres, assemb] 
halls or stadiums - 1 space for every three (3) seats. 

j. For places of public assembly or public recreation not otherwise 
listed - 1 space for each five (5) legal Occupants. 

k. For libraries, museums and non-commercial art galleries - ] Space 
for each seven hundred fifty (750) square feet of gross floor area. 

1. For hotels, motels, lodging or boarding houses - | space for each 
room. Where a restaurant is included in a hotel or motel only 1/2 of the 


spaces normally required for such a restaurant need be provided in excess 
of the spaces otherwise required for the hotel or motel. 


m. Hospitals - 1 space for each bed plus 1 space for each two (2) 
employees on largest shift. 

n. Nursing homes - | space for each three (3) patient accommodations 
plus 1 space for each two (2) employees on largest shift. 

o. For funeral homes - 1 space for each fifty (50) square feet of 


public floor area, excluding residences which shall meet the requirements 
of Sravtor+stb: 

p. For industrial plants, wholesale establishments, warehouses and 
similar buildings - 1 space for each twelve hundred fifty (1250) square 
feet of floor area, or 1 space for each three (3) persons normally employed 
on largest shift, whichever is less. 


4. Interpretation of Off-Street Parking 


a. The parking required herein is in addition to space for storage 
of trucks or other vehicles used in connection with a business, commercial 
or industrial use. 

b. Where fractional spaces result, the parking spaces required shal] 
be construed to be the next highest whole number. 

c. The parking space requirements for a use not specificially listed 
in this section shall be as specified by the Building Inspector or Board of 
Appeals based on a listed use of similar characteristics of parking demand 
generation. 

d. In the case of mixed uses, uses with different parking require- 
ments occupying the same building or premises, the parking spaces required 
shall equal the sum of the requirements of the various uses computed 
separately. 


5. texceptrons(tiin’C=13 District 


The Board of Appeals may by issuance of a special permit waive all or 
part of these Off-Street Parking and Loading Requirements for any use or 
structure which is located within a Commercial-1] District, providing it 
has determined that two of the following conditions exist: 


1) A reasonable effort has been made to meet the Off-Street 
Parking and Loading Requirements. - 

2) Sufficient public off-street parking spaces are existing 
within close proximity of the use to serve the anticipated needs of such 


use. 
3) Special conditions exist with regard to such parcel or 


such structure which would cause substantial hardship in order to comply 
with these requirements. 
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6. Location of Required Parking Facilities 


Required parking facilities shall be located on the same lot as the 
building or other use which they serve. However, the Board of Appeals may 
grant a special permit to allow use of parking facilities not on the same 
lot but within 300 feet of the principal structure or use to be served. 


7. Minimum Area 


For the purpose of this regulation, an off-street space is an all- 
weather surfaced area having a width of not less than nine (9) feet and 
a length of not less than eighteen (18) feet for angle parking or twenty- 
two feet (22 ft) for parallel parking. The length required shall be 
measured on an axis parallel with the vehicle after it is parked. The 
required area is to be exclusive of driveways and shall be permanently 
reserved for the temporary parking of one automobile, and shall be con- 
nected with a street or public right-of-way by an all-weather surfaced 
driveway.

Ninety degree (90°) or parallel parking shall be used in all off- 
street parking lots unless there is positive control of traffic direc- 
tions. Parking at angles at less than thirty degrees (30°) is pro- 
hibited except for parallel parking. The minimum width of any interior 
driveway serving an off-street parking area shall be fifteen feet (15'). 


1]. Entrance and Exit Driveways 


a) Residence driveways shall not be less than nine (9) feet wide at 
the right-of-way line nor less than thirteen (13) feet at the curb line 
of lots for one-or two-family dwellings. 

b) Driveways in Residential-Multiple, Commercial 1, Commercial 11, 
Industrial 1, Industrial 1] and PCD Districts, or serving uses allowed 
in these districts, shall not be more than forty-five (45) feet wide 
at the right-of-way line and fifty-five (55) feet wide at the curb line. 
Each parcel within these districts, or occupied by such use, shall be en- 
titled to two (2) driveways where the property has two hundred (200) 
feet of frontage or less.

13. Surfacing and Drainage 


Adequate storm water drainage shall be provided for all off-street 
parking areas. Required parking and truck loading facilities for all 
uses other than single-or two-family dwellings shall have an all-weather 
surfacing of bituminous or concrete paving maintained in good condition 
and capable of allowing free and safe movement of all vehicles using the 
facility. The perimeter of all parking areas shall have a machine- formed 
curbing at least five (5) inches high or precast concrete bumpers, safety 


curbs or other protective devices. 
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14. Lighting 


Adequate lighting shall be provided in lots of more than ten (10) 
spaces if off-street parking spaces are to be used at night. However, 
minimum security lighting must be provided in all lots. The lighting 
shall be arranged and installed to minimize glare on adjacent property. 
lf property is not to be used at night, a note to that effect shall be 
indicated on the plan. 


15. Truck Loading Space 


In the case of hospitals, institutions, hotels, retail, wholesale 
and industrial buildings, space shall be provided for loading and unload- 
ing of trucks at the rate of one (1) space not less than four hundred 
(400) square feet in area for each fifteen thousand (15,000) square feet 
of floor area or fraction thereof up to a total of thirty thousand 
(30,000) square feet, and four hundred (400) square feet for each addi- 
tional thirty thousand (30,000) square feet. Such truck area shall be 
adjacent to the loading area or doors. 


16. Buffer Areas 


Any off-street parking or storage area which abuts residential dis- 
tricts or uses shall be separated from such districts or the property 
lines of such uses by a twenty-five (25) foot buffer area. This buffer 
area shall be suitably landscaped and maintained with natural and living 
materials so as to form an effective year-round screen. Any trees 
planted in this buffer area shall be at least six (6) feet in height and 
not less than two (2) inch caliper immediately after planting. The 
Board of Appeals may by special permit allow the use of a fence, wall or 
other non-living structure to achieve the purpose of this buffer provided 
that it is determined to be a more effective and suitable buffer than 
could be provided with living materials and it results in continuous 
screen at least seven (7) feet in height. 


17. Landscaping Adjacent to Right-of-Way 


A continuous landscaped strip shall be provided adjacent to the right- 
of-way line of any street (existing, proposed, paper, public, private) or 
highway. This landscaped strip shall not be less than ten (10) feet wide 
in any district and in Commercial 11 and Industrial 11 districts it shall 
have at least ten (10) feet of width for every 100 feet or fraction thereof 
of frontage up to a maximum required width of fifty (50) feet. This strip 
is to be planted with at least one (1) tree of not less than two (2) inch 
caliper and at least six (6) feet in overall height immediately after 
planting, for each fifty (50) lineal feet of frontage thereof. This strip 
may be traversed by driveways located and designed as specified herein. 
Furthermore, all land other than the required landscape strip lying between 
the street pavement and the off-street parking area or other vehicle use 
area shall be landscaped with at least grass or other ground covering. 
Bituminous or concrete paving is prohibited in this area. However, the tree 
requirement as described herein need Only be met in’ the required strip 
located within the applicable lot. 
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18. Interior Landscaping 


Off-street parking areas shall have at least ten (10) square feet of 
interior landscaping for each parking space. Islands shall be required to 
indicate and assure safe and efficient channelization of both pedestrian 
and vehicular traffic and to separate the major access ways through the 
parking area from parking aisles. Each separate landscaped area shall con- 
tain a minimum of one hundred (100) square feet shall have a minimum di- 
mension of at least five (5) feet, shall be planted with grass or smal] 
shrubs, and shall include at least one deciduous tree of not less than two 
(2) inch caliper and at least six (6) feet in overall height immediately 
after planting. Each such island shall have a six (6) inch curb, and all 
hydrants shall be located in such islands. Islands and parking areas shal] 
be arranged to assure maximum safety for both pedestrian and vehicle traffic 
and with consideration given to efficient snow removal. 


19. Existing Landscaping Material 


Every attempt shall be made to save as many existing trees as possible 
on a Subject site. Major trees and outlines of wooded areas shall be 
shown on the required site plan. 


20. Administration & Procedure 


a) Permits: Where the requirements of these off-street regulations is 
applicable, an application for a building permit must be accompanied by 
three copies of an off-street Parking and Storage Plan. The Building In- 
Spector shall determine whether such plan is in compliance with the pro- 
visions of these Off-Street Parking and Loading Requirements. If the Build- 
ing Inspector determines that the plan is not in compliance with these Off- 
Street Parking and Loading Requirements he shall deny the application in 
writing setting forth his grounds for denial. 


b) Off-Street Parking and Storage Plan: The Off-Street Parking and 


Storage Plan required by this By-Law shall be drawn to a scale of 1'' equals 
40' or such other scale as the Building Inspector may direct, and as a 
minimum shall show the following: 


1) the quantity, location and dimensions of all driveways, 
entrances, exits, parking spaces, truck loading and storage areas, side- 
walks, and buffer areas;

i. For areas with fixed seating, such as churches, theatres, assembl 
halls or stadiums - | space for every three (3) seats. 

j. For places of public assembly or public recreation not otherwise 
listed - | space for each five (5) legal occupants. 

k. For libraries, museums and non-commercial art galleries - 1 space 
for each seven hundred fifty (750) square feet of gross floor area. 

1. For hotels, motels, lodging or boarding houses - 1 space for each 
room. Where a restaurant is included in a hotel or motel only 1/2 of the 
Spaces normally required for such a restaurant need be provided in excess 
of the spaces otherwise required for the hotel or motel. 

m. Hospitals - 1 space for each bed plus | space for each two (2) em- 
ployees on largest shift. 

n. Nursing homes - 1 space for each three (3) patient accommodations 
plus 1 space for each two (2) employees on largest shift. 

o. For funeral homes - 1 space for each fifty (50) square feet of 
public floor area, excluding residences which shall meet the require- 
ments Gfpe}saeor Zeb. . 

p. For Industrial plants, wholesale establishments, warehouses and 
similar buildings - | space for each twelve hundred fifty (1250) square 
feet of floor area, or 1 space for each three (3) persons normally em- 
ployed on largest shift, whichever is less. 


4. Interpretation of Off-Street Parking - 


a. The parking required herein is in addition to space for storage 
of trucks or other vehicles used in connection with a business, commercial 
or industrial use. 

b. Where fractional spaces result, the parking spaces required shall 
be construed to be the next highest whole number. 

c. The parking space requirements for a use not specifically listed 
in this section shall be as specified by the Building Inspector based on 
a listed use of similar characteristics of parking demand generation. 

d. In the case of mixed uses, uses with different parking require- 
ments occupying the same building or premises, the parking spaces re- 
quired shall equal the sum of the requirements of the various uses com- 
puted separately. 


De eExceptlons’s in Ge leDistrict 


The Board of Appeals may by issuance of a special permit waive all or 
part of these Off-Street Parking and Loading Requirements for any use or 
structure which is located within a Commercial-1 District, providing it 
has determined that two of the following conditions exist: 


1) A reasonable effort has been made to meet the Off-Street 
Parking and Loading Requirements. 

2) Sufficient public off-street parking spaces are existing 
within close proximity of the use to serve the anticipated needs of such 
use. As used herein, a public off-street parking space shall be defined 
as any space which is open to the general public and whose use is not 
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ARTICLE 10 (Continued) 


5. Exceptions in C-1 District (continued) 


restricted by any posted notice regardless of whether it is publicly or 
privately owned. 

3) Special conditions exist with regard to such parcel or 
such structure which would cause substantial hardship in order to comply 
with these requirements. 


6. Location of Required Parking Facilities 


Required parking facilities shall be located on the same lot as the 
building or other use which they serve. However, the Board of Appeals may 
grant a special permit to allow use of parking facilities not on the same 
lot but within 300 feet of the principal structure or use to be served. 


7. Minimum Area 


For the purpose of this regulation, an off-street parking space is an 
all-weather surfaced area having a width of not less than nine (9) feet 
and a length of not less than eighteen (18) feet for angle parking or 
twenty-two feet (22 ft.) for parallel parking. The length required shall 
be measured on an axis parallel with the vehicle after it is parked. The 
required area is to be exclusive of driveways and shall be permanently 
reserved for the temporary parking of one automobile, and shall be con- 
nected with a street or public right-of-way by an all-weather surfaced 
driveway. In the case of single-family and two-family dwellings, all- 
weather surfaces shall not be required. 


8. Pedestrian Safety 


Sufficient areas shall be provided and clearly marked in all off- 
street parking lots to allow for safe movement of pedestrians to the use 
being served. In addition, off-street parking areas shall be separated 
from the building served by a concrete walk at least four feet (4') wide 
with an eight inch (8'') high concrete safety curb. 

In lots of 50 spaces or more, parking is prohibited adjacent to the 
front of the building. 


9. Fire Lanes 


Fire Lanes shall be established and maintained where required by the 
Chief of the Fire Department. The building owner of record shall pro- 
vide and install signs posting such areas as Fire Lanes. As a minimum, 
such Fire Lanes will be an area which is suitable for access of emergency 
vehicles adjacent to at least three sides of a building and extending a 
distance of eighteen (18) feet from the building, or a distance of twelve 
(12) feet from a sidewalk where one exists adjacent to the building. No 
exterior wall with a dimension greater than thirty (30) ft. in height or 
one hundred (100) feet in length shall be allowed unless a Fire Lane is 
provided adjacent to it. 
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ARTICLE 10 (Continued) 
10. Interior Drives 
Interior drives shall be of adequate width to serve a particular 


design arrangement of parking spaces, the following being the minimum 
width permitted: 


Type of Parking Driveway Width 

90° to 61° parking ~ twenty-four (24) feet 
60° to 46° parking - eighteen (18) feet 
45° to 30° parking - fifteen (15) feet 
Parallel parking - fifteen (15) feet 


Ninety degree (90°) or parallel parking shall be used in all off- 
street parking lots unless there is positive control of traffic directions. 
Parking at angles at less than thirty degrees (30°) is prohibited except 
for parallel parking. The minimum width of any interior driveway serv- 
ing an off-street parking area shall be fifteen feet (15'). 


11. Entrance and Exit Driveways 


a) Residence driveways shall not be less than nine (9) feet wide 
at the right-of-way line nor less than thirteen (13) feet at the curb 
line of lots for one-or two-family dwellings. 


b) Driveways in Residential-Multiple, Commercial |, Commercial II, 
Industrial |, Industrial I! and PCD Districts, or serving uses allowed in 
these districts, shall not be more than forty-five (45) feet wide at the 
right-of-way line and fifty-five (55) feet wide at the curb line. Each 
parcel within these districts, or occupied by such use, shall be entitled 
to two (2) driveways where the property has two hundred (200) feet of 
frontage or less. Additional driveways may be allowed by special permit 
by the Board of Appeals for lots with greater than 200 ft. of frontage. 


c) In all districts the entrance and exit driveways will be located 
so as to provide for safe access and egress to the parcel being served. 
In addition, evidence that the necessary driveway permits will be issued 
by either the Natick Department of Public Works for Town-controlled roads 
or State Department of Public Works for State- controlled roads must be 
presented before a building permit may be issued. 


12% Marking 


All required parking spaces, except for single-family or two-family 
residences, shall be marked by painted lines, maintained in good condition, 
curbs or other means to indicate individual spaces. Signs or markers 
painted or provided and maintained in good condition shall be used as 
necessary to insure efficient traffic flow within the lot. 


13. Surfacing and Drainage 


Adequate storm water drainage shall be provided for all off-street 
parking areas. Required parking and truck loading facilities for all 
uses other than single- or two-family dwellings shall have an all-weather 
surfacing of bituminous or concrete paving maintained in good condition 
and capable of allowing free and safe movement of all vehicles using the 
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ARTICLE 10 (Continued) 


facility. The perimeter of all parking areas shall have a machine- 
formed curbing at least five (5) inches high or precast concrete bumpers, 
safety curbs or other protective devices. 


14. Lighting 


Adequate lighting shall be provided in lots of more than ten (10) 
spaces if off-street parking spaces are to be used at night. However, 
minimum security lighting must be provided in all lots. The lighting 
shall be arranged and installed to minimize glare on adjacent property. 
lf property is not to be used at night, a note to that effect shall be 
indicated on the plan. 


Woat truck Loading Space 


In the case of hospitals, institutions, hotels, retail, wholesale 
and industrial buildings, space shall be provided for loading and unload- 
ing of trucks at the rate of one (1) space not less than four hundred 
(400) square feet in area for each fifteen thousand (15,000) square feet, 
and fraction thereof up to a total of thirty thousand (30,000) square 
feet, and four hundred (400) square feet for each additional thirty thousand 
(30,000) square. feet. Such truck area shall be adjacent to the loading 
area or doors. 


16. Buffer Areas 


Any off-street parking or storage area which abuts residential districts 
or uses shall be separated from such districts or the property lines of 
such uses by a twenty-five (25) foot buffer area. This buffer area shall 
be suitably landscaped and maintained with natural and living materials 
so as to form an effective year-round screen. Any trees planted in this 
buffer area shall be at least six (6) feet in height and not less than two 
(2) inch caliper immediately after planting. The Board of Appeals may by 
Special permit allow the use of a fence, wall or other non-living structure 
to achieve the purpose of this buffer provided that it is determined to be 
a more effective and suitable buffer than could be provided with living 
materials and it results in continuous screen at least seven (7) feet in 
height. 


17. Landscaping Adjacent to Right-of-Way 


A continuous landscaped strip shall be provided adjacent to the right- 
of-way line of any street (existing, proposed, paper, public, private) or 
highway. This landscaped strip shall not be less than ten (10) feet wide 
in any district and in Commercial II and Industrial I! districts it shall 
have at least ten (10) feet of width for every 100 feet or fraction thereof 
of frontage up to a maximim required width of fifty (50) feet. This strip 
is to be planted with at least one (1) tree, of not less than two (2) inch 
caliper and at least six (6) feet in overall height immediately after plant- 
ing, for each fifty (50) lineal feet of frontage or fraction thereof. 

This strip may be traversed by driveways located and designed as specified 
herein. Furthermore, all land other than the required landscape strip lying 
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between the street pavement and the off-street parking area or other 
vehicle use area shall be landscaped with at least grass or other ground 
covering. Bituminous or concrete paving is prohibited in this area. 
However, the tree requirement as described herein need only be met in 
the required strip located within the applicable lot. 


18. Interior Landscaping 


Off-street parking areas shall have at least ten (10) Square feet of 
interior landscaping for each parking space. Islands shall be required 
to indicate and assure safe and efficient channelization of both pedestrian 
and vehicular traffic and to separate the major access ways through the 
parking aisles. Each separate landscaped area shall contain a minimum 
of one hundred (100) square feet, shall have a minimum dimension of at 
least five (5) feet, shall be planted with grass or small shrubs, and 
shall include at least one deciduous tree of not less that two (2) inch 
caliper and at least six (6) feet in overall height immediately after 
planting. Each such island shall have a six (6) inch curb, and all hydrants 
shall be located in such islands. Islands and parking areas shall be 
arranged to assure maximum safety for both pedestrian, and vehicle traffic 
and with consideration given to efficient snow removal. 


19. Existing Landscaping Material 


Every attempt shall be made to save as many existing trees as possible 
on a subject site. Major trees and outlines of wooded areas shall be shown 
on the required site plan. 


20. Administration and Procedure 


a) Permits: Where the requirement of these off-street regulations 
is applicable, an application for a building permit must be accompanied by

three copies of an off-street Parking and Storage Plan. The Building Inspector 


shall determine whether such plan is in compliance with the provisions of 


these Off-Street Parking and Loading Requirements. If the Building Inspector 


determines that the plan is not in compliance with these Off-Street Parking 
and Loading Requirements he shall deny the application in writing setting 
forth his grounds for denial. 


b) Off-Street Parking and Storage Plan: The Off-Street Parking 
and Storage Plan required by this By-Law shall be drawn to a scale of 1!! 
equals 40' or such other scale as the Building Inspector may direct, and 
as a minimum shall show the following: 


1) the quantity, location and dimensions of all driveways, 
entrances, exits, parking spaces, truck loading and storage 
areas, sidewalks, and buffer areas; 


2) the location, size and type of materials for surface paving, 


curbing or wheel stops, trees, landscaping, screening, lighting 
and drainage facilities; 


3) the location of all buildings and lot lines; and 
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h) such other information as the Building Inspector or 
Board of Appeals may reasonably require. 


Upon issuance of a permit in accordance with these Off-Street Parking 
and Loading Requirements, the Building Inspector shall transmit a copy of 
the approved paln to the Planning Board and the Department of Public Works. 


c) General Provisions: Where necessary for the administration 
of this Section, the Building Inspector may require the owner, operator 
of occupant of a lot or any building thereon to furnish a statement as 
to the number of employees customarily working at any one time on the 
premises. The Building Inspector may at any reasonable time enter upon 
a lot, or into any building thereon, in order to make such determinations 
as are necessary for the administration of this Section. 


d) Exceptions: The Board of Appeals may make exceptions to the 
provisions of this Section either upon appeal or upon written request of 
the owner of a parcel of land in any case where, after a public hearing 
thereon, it shall find that literal enforcement would cause a substantial 
hardship or that literal compliance is impractical because of the size, 
width, depth, shape or grade of the lot, or the use to which it is to be 
put, or because a lesser area would, except in unusual circumstances, 
accommodate the motor vehicles of all persons at any time using the building, 
or less stringent requirements would carry out the other purposes of this 
Section or because of factors peculiar to the lot or building involved not 
generally affecting the zoning district in which it is located.

is Objectives. The objectives of Open Space Communities 
are to allow flexibility in the use of land; to protect existing character 
and development; to preserve. open space for conservation and recreation;

housing needs; and to facilitate economical and efficient provision of 
public services. 


fd Applicability. The Board of Appeals may grant a special 
permit for the construction and occupancy of an Open Space Community if 
located in the SH, RSB, RSD, or RSE District, provided that it includes 
at least fifty acres which are contiguous, though not necessarily in 
one ownership. Non-contiguous parcels may be included within the same 
Overall Development Plan if located within 1,000 feet of another parcel 
in the plan and if either: 


a. containing at least 10 acres, and to be used exclusively 
for ancillary service for the Open Space Community, such as utilities; or 


b. containing at least 70 acres; and 
if the Board of Appeals finds that there is functional interdependence 
among the parcels. Granting a permit for an Open Space Community shall 
be subject to the following regulations and condition: 


3" Procedures. 


3.1 Pre-application Review. To promote better communi- 
cation and to avoid misunderstanding, applicants should: 


a. Prior to preparation of design, meet with the Planning 
Board and Planning Director for general discussion, using soils, topo, 
and other data available from the Town. 


| b. Subsequently submit preliminary materials (which may 
include preliminary subdivision plans) for informal review by both the Board 


of Appeals and the Planning Board prior to formal application. 
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3.2 Application. Applicants for a special permit for 
an Open Space Community shall submit to the Board of Appeals ten copies 
each of an application and an Overall Development Plan, one of which will 
be retained by the Board, plus a mylar reproducible of the Overal] Develop- 
ment Plan. The remaining copies shall forthwith be transmitted by the 
Board as follows: 1 copy to the Planning Board, and 1 copy each to the 
Building Inspector, Conservation Commission, Planning Director, Board of 
Public Works, Board of Health, Traffic Safety Committee, Fire Chief, and 
Town Clerk. If the plan involves more than one ownership, each owner 
of land included in the plan shall be a party to the application and upon 
approval, subject to its provisions. Date of application shall be that 
date on which all required materials under Sections 3.3 and 3.4 have been 
Submitted. 


3.3 Overall Development Plan. The Overall Development 
Plan shall be prepared and certified by an inter-disciplinary team to 
include a registered Land Surveyor and a Professional Engineer qualified 
in civil engineering, and unless otherwise agreed to by the Board of 
Appeals, a registered Architect and a Landscape Architect. The following 
documentation is required for each such plan. Drawings shall be at uniform 
scale on sheets not larger than 42'' x 60'', at 1'' equals 40', 100' or 
other scale approved by the Board of Appeals. 


y a. Site Analysis, showing the following for the 
premises plus all land within 200 feet of the premises: 


(1) Location and boundaries of the site. 

(2) Topography at two-foot contour intervals, 
with graphic drainage analysis; distinction between upland and wetland; 
indication of annual high water mark; rock outcrops, location of existing 
structures, including fences and wall. 

(3) Vegetative cover analysis, including ident- 
ification of general cover type (wooded, cropland, fresh wetland, etc.), 
location of all major tree groupings, plus other outstanding trees or 
other botanical features, and important wildlife habitats. 

(4) Soil types, based on the U.S.D.A. soils study, 
approximate groundwater level, location and results of soil percolation or 
other sub-surface tests. 

(5) Visual analysis, including analysis of scenic 
vistas, and locations of visual prominence. 


b. Photographs of representative portions of the site 
and its relation to its surroundings at a size of 8'' x 10'' (copies to the 
Board of Appeals and Planning Board only). 


c. Site Proposals, showing the following: 


(1) Boundaries of the site, proposed lot ijiines, 
proposed streets and ways showing right-of-way and pavement widths, and 
proposed parking areas for eight or more cars, reproduced as a clear 


acetate or mylar overlay. 
(2) Proposed land and building uses. 
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(3) Proposed grading plan, and indication of 
areas retained and proposed vegetation. 

(4) Proposed water, sewerage, and drainage 
facilities and systems, and service access thereto, in a general manner. 


(5) Location of any initially proposed structures. 


(6) Non-vehicular circulation systems. Sections 
of the Overall Development Plan may be designated for development at a 
later phase. Those sections of the Plan may initially omit indication 
of site proposals serving only those sections. Site proposals shall, how- 
ever, be shown on a section plan approved as a ''Major Amendment'! (See 
Section IV-C. 5.1) prior to granting of any building permits within such 
section. 

d. A narrative statement shall also be submitted, 

documenting the following with references to the above maps as germane: 

(1) Impact upon surface water quality and level. 

(2) Impact upon ground water quality and level. 

(3) Material effects upon important wildlife 
habitats, outstanding botanical features, scenic or historic environs. 

(4) Capability of soils, vegetative cover, and 
proposed erosion control efforts to support proposed development without 
danger of erosion, silting, or other instability. 

(5) Relationship to the requirements of Sec. 40 
and 40A, Ch. 131, G.L. (The Wetlands Protection Act). 


3.4 Other Submittals. The following shall also accompany 
submission of an Overall Development Plan: 

a. Typical street cross section for each class of 
street within the Community, drawn at 1'' equals 4', Showing location of 
pavements, utilities, plantings and other elements within the street 
right-of-way, and typical cross sections of any altered drainage courses 
or off-street paths. 

b. A locus plan of the Community, showing its street 
configuration in relationship to surrounding Streets, at 1'' equals 600'. 

c. Floor plans, architectural elevations and sections 
at 1-16" equals 1'-0'' or larger scale for all principal building designs. 

d. Indication of each landowner's interest in the 
land to be developed, the form of organization proposed to own and main- 
tain the Common Open Space, covenants, grants, deeds, and easements to be 
imposed upon the use of land and structures. 

e. A development schedule indicating cumulative max- 
imum number of dwelling units proposed to be completed by the end of each 
year in the schedule, and the latest date of completion for any proposed 
community facilities. 

f. When requested by any town board, commission, or 
agency, drainage calculations, traverse notes, evidence of ownership, 
rights and easements obtained for utilities or drainage outside of the 
Community, and description of erosion control methods to be employed. 

g- Calculations regarding any density bonuses claimed. 

h. If necessary in order to determine compliance with 
the requirements or intent of this By-Law, the Board of Appeals may require 


further engineering of environmental analyses to be prepared at the expense 
of the applicant. 
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3.5 Review and Decision. The Planning Board, Board 
of Health, Board of Public Works, and Conservation Commission shall sub- 
mit reports to the Board of Appeals within 45 days of the application 
date, and the Board of Appeals shall make no decisions upon the applica- 
tion and shall not close their hearing prior to receipt of all such re- 
ports, unless 45 days lapse following transmittal of the application 
materials without such reports. The Board of Appeals shall give due 
consideration to the above reports, and where the decision of the Board 
of Appeals differs from recommendations contained in such reports, the 
reasons therefor shall be clearly stated in writing. The Board of Appeals 
may, in appropriate cases, impose further restrictions upon the tract, 
or parts thereof, as a condition to granting the special permit. 


3.6 Criteria. Approval of an Open Space Community shal] 
be granted only upon Board of Appeals determination that the plan complies 
with the requirements of this By-Law, and that the plan is superior to a 
conventional one in preserving open space for conservation or recreation; 
in utilizing natural features of the land; in allowing more efficient 
provision of streets, utilities, and other public services; and at least 
equal to a conventional plan in other respects. Means of achieving these 
objectives include: 


Avoidance of frequent driveway openings onto through streets, or near 
street intersections. 

Avoidance of extensive topographic change necessitating vegetation and 
tree removal. 

Preservation of scenic views from public ways. 

Preservation of natural landscape in large contiguous areas, enhancing 
the likelihood of continuation of existing ecosystems. 

Contiguity with preserved open space for a large proportion of the lots 
having reduced lot area. 

Variations in lot sizes and building arrangements. 

Use of Common Open Space to protect valuable natural environments such 
as stream valleys, outstanding vegetation, or scenic spots, and to avoid 
development on geologically unsuitable land. 

Avoidance of access via existing minor streets servicing single-family 
homes, especially where multi-family dwellings are sited. 


h, Requirements. An Open Space Community must conform to 
the following: 


4.1 Number of Dwelling Units. The Basic Maximum number of 
dwelling units allowed in an Open Space Community shall equal the ''Appli- 
cable Land Area!'' within the RS District divided by the minimum lot area 
requirement for a single-family dwelling in that district as shown in 
Section IV, then rounded to the nearest whole number, plus the number of 
dwelling units specifically allowed on any land located in an SH district. 
"Applicable Land Area'' equals the total area of the parcels involved, 
minus: 

a. Land having slopes in excess of 25 per cent. 

b. Land designated on the plan for uses other than open 
space, not primarily servicing residents of the development. 

c. Fresh water wetlands, as defined in Sec. 40, Ch. 131, 
tay be 
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d. Land otherwise precluded from development by local 
or state law, regulation, or statute. 

The applicant may, prior to application, request through 
the Planning Board corroboration by cognizant town officials of compon- 
ents of his estimate of ‘Applicable Land Area'. 


lf the Overall Development Plan lies in more than one zoning district, 
the number of units allowed shall be calculated as above for each of the 
zoning districts, to give an overall allowable total. Dwelling units may 
be transferred between zoning districts and between ownership areas, limit- 
ed only by the overall allowable total. Requirements for maximum allowable 
number of units must be met on each individual non-contiguous parcel unless 
the Board of Appeals determines that relationship to traffic, protection of 
natural resources, and relationship to existing land uses will be superior 
if compliance is required only for the parcels collectively. 


4.2 Quality Incentive Bonus. The Board of Appeals may approve 
an Open Space Community containing more dwelling units than allowed under 
Section IV-C. 4.1. upon their determination that the proposed Community, 
through the proposed Community, through the quality of its site selection, 
programming, and design, displays exceptional sensitivity to the object- 
ives of this By-Law. In no event, however, shall the Board of Appeals 
allow bonuses to the extent that the gross land area in the entire develop- 
ment is less than 20,000 sq. ft. times the number of dwelling units in the 
RSB and SH districts, plus 30,000 sq. ft. times the number of dwelling 
units in the RSD district, plus 40,000 sq. ft. times the number of dwelling 
units in the RSE district. The Board shall employ the following as a guide 
to its determination, and shall explain in its decision any departures from 
the bonuses listed below. 

The number of Bonus units allowed in addition to the Basic Maximum 
determined under Section IV-C.4.1. shall normally be determined by multi- 
plying the Basic Maximum by the following percentage: 


0.2 times the number of bonus points up to 100 plus 0.4 times the 
number of bonus points in excess of 100. 


COMMUNITY IMPACT GUIDELINE 


a. Objective: residential choice, equivalency in impact among dwelling 
unit types. 

Bonus points: Percentage of all dwelling units provided in multi-family 
structures times 2-3, up to a maximum of 40 points. 

Bonus points: Percentage of all dwelling units equipped for and legally 
reserved for the elderly times 1/2, up to a maximum of 20 points. 

b. Objective: avoid excessive school impact. 

Bonus points: 10 times the number of proposed dwelling units divided 
by the number of proposed bedrooms in excess of one per unit, up to a 
maximum of 20 points.

Bonus points: Percentage of all dwelling units committed to be operated 
with state or federal subsidy times 4-5, up to a maximum of 20 points. 
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d. Objective: avoid overloading watercourses. 

Bonus points: 10 points minus (0.5 times the maximum percentage 
increase in flow in any stream, channel, or drainage structure at the 
plan boundary in a 20-year storm) (no negative bonuses) 

e. Objective: avoid excessive traffic increases 

Bonus points: 20 points minus (percentage increase in average daily 
traffic at place of greatest increase) in excess of 10 per cent (no neg- 
ative bonuses) 

f. Objective: minimize visual disruption 

Bonus points: Percentage of plan boundary abutted by 200 feet or 
more buffer strip retained in a natural state, divided by ten. 

g- Objective: minimize public costs for providing services 

Bonus points: 0.5 times the acreage of Common Open Space accessible 
to general public or developed for active recreation up to a limit of 10 
points. 

Bonus points: 15 points each for street maintenance or solid waste 
collection provided at no cost to the municipality. 

Bonus points: 0.4 times the percentage of dwelling units not served 
by municipal sewerage system. 


INTERNAL IMPACT GUIDELINE 


h. Objective: Protect existing natural areas 

Bonus points: 0.4 times the acreage of wooded area with majority of 
trees of four inch caliper or larger retained in a natural state, up to 
a limit of 20 points. 

Bonus points: 0.4 times the acreage of wetland (as defined in Ch. 131, 
Sec. 40) retained in a natural state, up to a limit of 20 points. 

Bonus points: 0.4 times the acreage of land retained in a natural 
State and lying within 200 horizontal feet of a river, pond, or lake, 
up to a limit of 10 points. 

i. Objective: traffic safety 

Bonus points: 0.2 times the percentage of daily traffic leaving 
Community via egresses having 400 or more feet visibility in each travel 
direction. 

j. Objective: minimize visual incongruity. 

Bonus points: 0.1 times the percentage of dwelling units with highest 
habitable floor at a level lower than highest ground elevation within 500 
feet. 

Applicants seeking any of the above bonuses shall submit calculations 
necessary to demonstrate qualification for the bonus.

4.3 Intensity Regulations. Dwellings shall be on designated 
lots, whether or not the lots are or can be owned separately or independ- 
ently of adjoining lots. Lots shall be as follows: 

If in the SH district, meeting requirements for the SH 
districts 

If in the RSB or RSD districts, meeting requirements for 
the? RSG# distriices 

If in the RSE district, meeting requirements for the RSB 
district. 

Multi-family dwellings in the RS districts shall be on 
lots meeting requirements for the RM district. 

Exceptions to the otherwise applicable provisions are: 


a. More than one multi-family dwelling may be erected 
Onna lot. 
b. Height limitations in those requirements shall not apply. 
c. No building or parking shall be located within 100 feet 
of the boundaries of the Overall Development Plan. 
d. Frontage need not exceed 50 feet. 


4.4 Open Space. All land not designated for roads or lots for 
dwellings or other development within the Open Space Community shall be 
reserved for common use of the residents of the development or for public 
use. Common Open Space shall be preserved for recreation or conservation, 
or public use, and shall comprise not less than 30 per cent of the total ' 
land area within the Overall Development Plan and within each of its non- 
contiguous parcels, if any. Preservation of Common Open Space shall be 
guaranteed through one or a combination of the following, which shall be 
Stipulated in the Special Permit: 


a. Conveyance to and acceptance by the Town of Natick. 


b. Conveyance to and acceptance by the Natick Conservation 
Commission. 
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c. Dedication, by covenant or comparable legal instru- 
ment, to the community use of the residents of the development tract, for 
recreational or conservation purposes, with active uses serving those 
residents and their non-paying guests only. Structures shall be erected 
thereon only incidental to one or more of the foregoing uses. Building 
coverage shall not exceed 2 per cent in such dedicated areas, and building 
height shall not exceed 15 feet. Ownership of common open space shal] 
be arranged and maintenance shall be permanently assured through an 
incorporated homes association, condominium deeds, or other recorded 
land agreement through which each lot owner in the development is auto- 
matically involved and each lot is subject to a charge for a share of 
the maintenance expenses; or through comparable arrangement satisfactory 
to the Board of Appeals. 

d. Ownership by a non-profit conservation organization. 

If either method c or d are elected, in addition the town shall be 
granted an easement or restriction over such land sufficient to ensure 
its perpetual reservation for conservation, recreation, or park land. 


4.5 Allowable Uses. Uses allowed at any location shall be 
only those allowed in the district in which the location lies, except 
that utilities serving the Open Space Community may be allowed on Special 
Permit, and multi-family dwellings may be allowed on Special Permit in 
compliance with the following: 


_ a. Detached single-family dwellings shall comprise at 
least 35 per cent of the total number of dwelling units within the Com- 
munity and within any non-contiguous parcels. 

b. No principal structures shall be closer to each other 
than the height of the taller structure. 

c. Parking areas shall not be located within a required 
front yard or within 10 feet of a lot line and shall be screened from 
public ways by building location, grading, fencing, or plantings. 

d. Departure from the visual scale of single-family 
development shall be minimized through including not more than 24 dweli- 
ing units in a single structure, serving not more than six dwelling 
units from a single entrance, limiting building length to not more than 
180 feet, having unbroken roof area of not more than 2,000 square feet, 
and having parking areas individually contain not more than 18 cars and 
be separated from other lots by 20 feet or more and by vegetative screen- 
ing, earth berm, or difference in grade. 

e. No building shall be floodlit. Drives and parking 
areas shall be illuminated only by shielded lights not higher than 15 
feet. 


4.6 Improvements. Access, drainage, utilities, and grading 
shall serve each proposed structure in the manner otherwise required 
for separate lots in a subdivision, whether or not the development com- 
prises a subdivision. Prior to the issuance of building permits within 
an Open Space Community, or any phased section thereof, the Planning 
Board shall certify to the Building Inspector that a detailed site plan 
has been submitted to them for that Community or section, and meets their 
requirements, and before an occupancy permit for any structure is issued, 
a registered professional engineer shall certify that all construction 
has been done in substantial conformance with the submitted plans, and 
the Planning Board shall certify to the Building Inspector that improve- 
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ments to meet such requirements have either been completed to serve such 
structure, or security for their completion has been received. 


5. Future Change 


5.1 Any special permit granted by the Board of Appeals 
for an Open Space Community under the provisions of this section shall 
incorporate by reference the Overall Development Plan, phasing schedule, 
and other proposals submitted by the developer with the application. 

No departure from the provisions of the special permit shall be allowed 
except by authorization of the Board of Appeals, which shall normally be 
granted only following hearing and other procedures applicable to the 
initial approval for an Open Space Community. However, minor amendments 
may be authorized by the Board of Appeals without necessity of such pro- 
cedures provided that none of the following, which shall be considered 
major amendments, are involved: 

a. Reduction in the amount of Common Open Land, or any 
change in the general location of the Common Open Land as provided in 
the Permit; or 

b. Any change in the general layout of the ways as pro- 
vided in the Permit; or 

c. Any increase in the number of lots or dwelling units 
as provided in the permit; or 

d. Alteration in the location of any building or structure 
by more than ten feet; or 

e. Any change in the form of tenure (e.g., change from 
rental to condominium); or 

f. Approval of detailed provisions for sections designated 
for development at a later phase. 


5.2 No lot shown on a plan for which a Permit has been 
granted for an Open Space Community may be further subdivided so as to 
increase the number of lots unless approved as a major amendment, and a 
notation to this effect shall be shown on any Definitive Plan of a sub- 
division based upon this section. 


5.3 Prior to issuance of an occupancy permit, occupancy 
of any dwelling unit, or sale of any lot within an Open Space Community, 
all lots to be so developed shall be shown on a plan recorded in the 
Registry of Deeds or registered with the Land Court, and a covenant or 
other instrument satisfactory to the Board of Appeals shall have been 
executed assuring the conservation or recreational use of lands so desig- 
nated in the application, except that lots need not be shown for sections 
designated for development in a later phase.'!

1. Objectives 

The objectives of Cluster Developments are to allow flexibility in 
the use of land; to protect existing character and development; to utilize 
natural features of the land; to preserve open space for conservation and 
recreation; to introduce variety and choice into residential development; 
to meet housing needs; and to facilitate economical and efficient provision 
of streets, utilities, and public services. 
2. Applicability 

The Board of Appeals may grant a Special Permit for exceptions to 
Section IV, Intensity Regulations, to allow the construction and occupancy 
of a Cluster Development on a parcel or set of contiguous parcels provided 
that the Cluster Development encompasses at least ten acres. Approval of 
other agencies, such as that of the Planning Board for any subdivision in- 
volved or the Board of Health for on-site sewage disposal, shall be required 
in the usual manner. 


3. Procedures 


3.1 Pre-Application Review 

To promote better communication and to avoid misunderstanding, ap- 
plicants should: 

a. Prior to preparation of design, meet with the Planning Board and 
Planning Director for general discussion, using soils, topography, and other 
data available from the town, 

b. Subsequently submit preliminary materials (which may include pre- 
liminary subdivision plans) for informal review by both the Board of Ap- 
peals and the Planning Board prior to formal application. 

3.2 Application 

Applicants for a Special Permit for a Cluster Development shall sub- 
mit to the Board of Appeals ten copies each of an application and an Over- 
all Development Plan, one of which will be retained by the Board, plus a 
mylar reproducible of the Overall Development Plan. The remaining copies 
shall forthwith be transmitted by the Board as follows: 1 copy to the 
Planning Board, and one copy each to the Building Inspector, Conservation 
Commission, Planning Director, Board of Public Works, Board of Health, 
Police Chief, Fire Chief, and Town Clerk. Date of application shall be 
that date on which all required materials under Sections 3.3 and 3.4 have 
been submitted. 

3.3 Overall Development Plan 

The Overall Development Plan shall be prepared and certified by an 
interdisciplinary team to include a registered Land Surveyor and a Profes- 
sional Engineer qualified in civil engineering, and unless otherwise agreed 
to by the Board of Appeals, a registered Architect and a Landscape Archi- 
tect. The following documentation is required for each such Plan. Draw- 
ings shall be at uniform scale on sheets not larger than 42'"' x 60", at 1! 
equals 40',100', or other scale approved by the Board of Appeals. 

a. Site Analysis, showing the following for the premises plus all 

land within 200 feet of the premises: 

(1) Location and boundaries of the site. 

(2) Topography at two-foot contour intervals, with graphic drain- 
age analysis, distinction between upland and wetland; indication of annual 


high water mark; rock outcrops; location of existing structures, including 
fences and walls. 
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(3) Vegetative cover analysis, including identification of general 
cover type (woodland, cropland, fresh wetland, etc.), location of all 
groupings of trees with caliper over 5'', plus other outstanding trees 
or other botanical features, and important wildlife habitats. 

b. Site Proposals, showing the following: 

(1) Boundaries of the site, proposed lot lines, proposed streets and 
ways showing right-of-way and pavement widths and proposed parking areas 
for five or more cars. 

(2) Proposed land and building uses. 

(3) Proposed water, sewerage, and drainage facilities and systems, 
and service access thereto, in a general manner. 

3.4 Other Submittals 
The following shall also accompany submission of an Overall Development 
Plan: 

a. Typical street cross section for each class of street within the 
Development, drawn at 1'' equals 4', showing location of pavements, utili- 
ties, plantings and other elements within the street right-of-way, and 
typical cross sections of any altered drainage courses or off-street paths. 

b. A locus plan of the Development, showing its street conf igura- 
tion in relationship to surrounding streets, at 1'' equals 600'. 

c. Indication of the applicant's interest in the land to be developed, 
the form of organization proposed to own and maintain the Common Open Space, 
covenants, grants, deeds, and easements to be imposed upon the use of land 
and structures. 

d. A development schedule indicating cumulative maximum number of 
dwelling units proposed to be completed by the end of each year in the 
schedule, and the latest date of completion for any proposed community 
facilities. 

e. When requested by any town board, commission, or agency, drain- 
age calculations, traverse notes, evidence of ownership, rights and ease- 
ments obtained for utilities or drainage outside of the Development, and 
description of erosion control methods to be employed. 

3.5 Review and Decision 

The Planning Board, Building Inspector, Board of Health, Board of 
Public Works, Police Chief, Fire Chief, and Conservation Commission shall 
submit reports to the Board of Appeals within 45 days of the application 
date, and the Board of Appeals shall make no decisions upon the applica- 
tion and shall not close their hearing prior to receipt of all such reports, 
unless 45 days lapse following transmittal of the application materials 
without such reports. The Board of Appeals shall give due consideration 
to the above reports, and where the decision of the Board of Appeals differs 
from recommendations contained in such reports, the reasons therefor shall 
be clearly stated in writing. The Board of Appeals may, in appropriate 
cases, impose further restrictions upon the tract, or parts thereof, as a 
condition to granting the Special Permit. 

Btoyneriteria 

Approval of a Cluster Development shall be granted only if the Board 
of Appeals determines that the plan complies with the requirements of this 
Bylaw, and that the plan is superior to a conventional one in meeting the 
objectives stated in Section IV-C.1, and at least equal to a conventional 
plan in other respects. Criteria for judging the superiority of the plan 
shall include but not be limited to the following: 
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Avoidance of frequent driveway openings onto through streets, or 
near street intersections. 

Avoidance of extensive topographic change necessitating vegetation 
and tree removal. 

Preservation of scenic views from public ways. 

Preservation of natural landscape in large contiguous areas, en- 
hancing the likelihood of continuation of existing ecosystems. 

Contiguity with preserved open space for a large proportion of the 
lots having reduced lot area. 

Variation in lot sizes and building arrangements. 

Use of Common Open Space to protect valuable natural environments 
such as stream valleys, outstanding vegetation, or scenic spots, and to 
avoid development on geologically unsuitable land. 

Avoidance of access via existing minor streets servicing single- 
family homes, especially where attached dwellings are sited. 

4. Requirements 


A Cluster Development must conform to the following: 
4.1 Allowable Uses 

Uses allowed at any location shall be only those allowed in the dis- 
trict in which the location lies. 
4,2 Number of Dwelling Units 

The number of dwelling units allowed in a Cluster Development shall 
equal the total area of the development within the RS District divided by 
the minimum lot area requirement for a single-family dwelling in that dis- 
trict as shown in Section IV, then rounded down to a whole number, plus the 
number of dwelling units specifically allowed on any land located in an SH 
district. However, at least 70 per cent of the area used in determining 
the number of units shall be land other than the following: 

a. Land having slopes in excess of 25 per cent. 

b. Land designated on the plan for uses other than open space, not 
primarily servicing residents of the Development. 

c. Fresh water wetlands, as defined in Sec. 40, Ch. 131,G.L. 

d. Land otherwise precluded from development under local, state, or 
federal law, regulation, or statute. 

e. Land lying below the 100 year flood elevation, presumed to include 
that land identified as Special Flood Hazard Areas by the Federal Insurance 
Administration unless the applicant submits evidence to the contrary ac- 
ceptable to the Board of Appeals. 

The applicant may, prior to application, request through the Planning 
Board corroboration by cognizant town officials of components of his esti- 
mate of land area. 


4.3 Intensity Regulations 
The following regulations apply to Cluster Developments in any zoning 

district: 

a. Lots for dwelling units shall have minimum area of 20,000 square 
feet and minimum depth of 125 feet 
b. Frontage shall be 120 feet, but need not exceed 50 feet on any lot 
if a building line is designated on the plan of such lot and if lot width 
at this line is at least equal to 120 feet. 
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c. Principal buildings shall be separated by at least 30 feet from ways 
serving three or more dwellings, 12 feet from other lot lines and 24 feet 
from existing buildings. 

d. Building height shali exceed neither 2 4 stories nor 35 feet from 
mean finished grade. 

e. No building or parking shall be located within 100 feet of the 
boundaries of the Overall Development Plan. 

f. The proportion of lot area covered by principal or accessory build- 
ings shall not exceed 20 per cent. 

g.- No construction shall take place within a federally designated 
Special Flood Hazard Area except in conformity with requirements and pro- 
cedures pursuant to Section 1910.3 of Federal Insurance Administration 
Regulations. 


4.4 Open Space 


All land not designated for roads or lots for dwellings or other develop- 
ments within the Cluster Development shall be reserved for common use of 
the residents of the Development or for public use. Common Open Space 
shall be preserved for recreation or conservation, or public use, and shal] 
comprise not less than 30 per cent of the total land area within the Overal] 
Development Plan. The proportion of Common Open Space covered by impermeable 
surfaces shall not exceed 5 per cent. Building coverage shall not exceed 
2 per cent in such areas, and building height shall not exceed 15 feet. 
Preservation of Common Open Space shall be guaranteed through one or a com- 
bination of the following, which shall be stipulated in the Special Permit: 


a. Conveyance to and acceptance by the Town of Natick. 
b. Conveyance to and acceptance by the Natick Conservation Commission 
in the name.of the town, as provided_in.Ch...40,.Sec, 8C,..G.L. 


c. Dedication, by covenant or comparable legal instrument, to the com- 
munity use of the residents of the Development, for recreational or con- 
servation purposes, with active uses serving those residents and their non- 
paying guests only. Structures shall be erected thereon only incidental to 
one or more of the foregoing uses. Ownership of Common Open Space shall be 
arranged and maintenance shall be permanently assured through an incorpor- 
ated homes association, condominium deeds, or other recorded land agreement 
through which each lot owner in the development is automatically involved 
and each lot is subject to a charge for a share of the maintenance expenses; 
or through comparable arrangement satisfactory to the Board of Appeals. 

d. Ownership by a non-profit conservation organization. 


lf either method c or d are elected, the town shall be granted an easement 
or restriction over such land sufficient to ensure its perpetual reserva- 
tion for conservation, recreation, or park land. 


4.5 Improvements 

Access, drainage, utilities, and grading shall serve each proposed struc- 
ture in the manner otherwise required for separate lots in a subdivision, 
whether or not the development comprises a subdivision. In addition, the 
following requirements must be met: 
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~ 


a. Site Design and storm water systems shall be such that the peak 
runoff at the boundaries of the development in a 25-year storm will not 
be increased by more than ten per cent. 

b. All egresses shall have 300 feet visibility in each travel direc- 
tion. The developer shall submit eight copies of drawings of proposed 
improvements to the Planning Board and one copy to the Board of Health 
at least 30 days prior to application for building permits with detail 
sufficient to allow determination of compliance with this section. The 
plan shall be reviewed by the Planning Board and other officials in the 
same way as sub-division plans are reviewed, except that no public hearing 
need be held. No building permits shall be issued unless the Planning 
Board certifies to the Building Inspector that the plan meets the re- 
quirements of this Section, or unless 30 days lapse from the date of 
application for building permits without report from the Planning Board. 
Before a certificate of use and occupancy is issued, a registered profes- 
sional engineer shall certify to the Building Inspector that all construction 
has been done in substantial conformance with the submitted plans, and the 
Planning Board shall certify to the Building Inspector that improvements 
to meet the requirements of this section have either been completed to 
serve such structure, or security for their completion has been received. 


5. Future Change 


B21 Conformity with Permit 

Any Special Permit granted by the Board of Appeals for a Cluster Devel- 
opment under the provisions of Section IV-C shall incorporate by reference 
the Overall Development Plan, phasing schedule, and other proposals sub- 
mitted by developer with the application. 

No departure from the provisions of the Special Permit shall be allowed 
except by authorization of the Board of Appeals which shall be granted only 
following hearing and other procedures applicable to the initial approval 
for a Cluster Development. 

Ses Further Division 

No lot shown on a plan for which a Permit has been granted for a Cluster 
Development may be further subdivided so as to increase the number of lots 
unless approved as described in Section IV-C.5.1. A notation to this effect 
shall be shown on any Definitive Plan of a subdivision based upon Section

eo Recording 

Prior to issuance of an occupancy permit, occupancy of any dwelling unit, 
or sale of any lot or condominium unit within a Cluster Development, all lots 
to be so developed shall be shown on a plan recorded in the Registry of Deeds 
Or registered with the Land Court, and a covenant or other instrument satis- 
factory to the Board of Appeals shall have been executed assuring the con- 
servation or recreational use of lands so designated in the application. 

6. Open Space Communities 

The Board of Appeals may grant a Special Permit for exceptions to Section 
lll, Use Regulations, and to Section IV, Intensity Regulations, to allow 
the construction and Occupancy of an Open Space Community on a parcel or 
set of parcels in the RSO and/or SH district, provided it contains at least 
50 acres and is contiguous except for intervening holdings or easements of 
a public utility or a road. Approval of other agencies, such as that of 
the Planning Board for any subdivision involved or the Board of Health for 
on-site sewage disposal, shall be required in the usual manner. All objec- 
tives, procedures, requirements and provisions applicable to Cluster De- 
velopments apply to Open Space Communities except as specified here.

d. Proposed grading plan, and indication of areas of retained and 
proposed vegetation.

detached one and two-family dwellings. 

h. A narrative statement documenting the following with references 
to the site analysis and proposals maps as germane: 

(1) Impact upon surface water quality and level. 

(2) Impact upon ground water quality and level. 

(3) Material effects upon important wildlife nabitats, out- 
standing botanical features, scenic or historic environs. 

(4) Capability of soils, vegetative cover, and proposed 
erosion control efforts to support proposed development without danger 
of erosion, silting, or other instability.

b. Parking areas for 5 or more cars shall not be located within a 
required front yard or within 12 feet of a lot line and shall be screened 
from public ways by building location, grading, fencing, or plantings.

The Board of Appeals may approve an Open Space Community containing 
more dwelling units than allowed under Section IV-C.4.2 upon their deter- 
mination that the proposed Community, through the quality of its site 
selection, programming, and design, displays exceptional sensitivity to 
the objectives of this bylaw. However, the total number of dwelling units 
authorized shall not exceed 1.3 times the number of acres within the Over- 
all Development Plan.

Open Space Community ByLaw. Open Space or cluster zoning is a technique 
which allows a more flexible form of residential subdivision. Homes are 
clustered more closely together in order to release the remainder of the 
land for use as shared open space. The Planning Board believes that there 
are many potential advantages for the town. The reduced frontage on small- 
er lots results in shorter streets and utility lines, costing less to 
maintain and patrol. Streams left in their natural beds reduce the need 
for man-made drainage. The Open Space areas can be threaded together be- 
tween adjacent developments, especially along brooks and ridges, to help 
maintain the rural atmosphere. There is a better chance to save unusual 
geological formations, many of which are found on the’ land when cluster 
zoning is employed. It becomes possible to stitch together foot and bi- 
cycle paths safely away from traffic. The greater flexibility of cluster 
design can make it easier to evolve a system of collector roads. 


There are advantages for the home owner as well. Most studies show that 
home owners are willing to spend as much on an attractive environment as 

on the house itself. The preservation of the natural atmosphere attracts 
many of the home owners to the area in the first place. Many also like the 
idea of smaller lots to tend. Other advantages are the greater safety of 
the children, who can walk or play away from busy streets, and it is easy 
to meet the neighbors where houses are not spread so far apart and it be- 
comes easier to become part of the new community where there is a common 
interest in the enjoyment of open land. 


The Planning Board took careful note of the comments of the Town Meeting 
when the previous proposal was defeated by 2 votes and has responded in the 
following manner: 


1) There is no subsidized housing district - Although some Planning Board 
members believe that subsidized housing should be scattered in large develop- 
ments (instead of projects) it is believed that the inclusion of the SH dis- 
trict helped defeat the previous article. Because of this the SH district 
has been eliminated. 


2) There is no Trust Agreement - Zoning enacted by the Town Meeting should 
be concerned with the best use of land. Private agreements between private 
citizens and large property owners have absolutely nothing to do with good 
zoning and have no place in Town Meeting deliberations. 


3) Town Meeting will consider and act on each proposal - This basic right 
will be preserved. No rezoning will take place without a Town Meeting vote. 
Each proposal should be evaluated on its own merits. 


4) Use ''RM!' is not allowed - Single-residence use only is allowed, with 


each unit having its own entrance. The Planning Board eliminated all apart- 
ments in response to neighborhood concerns. 
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ARTICLE 1 (Continued) 


PLANNING BCARD REPORT ON ARTICLE 1 CONTINUED. 

5) Overall density is 1.3 units per acre - The Board believes that this 
density is quite acceptable and is similar to that adopted by Wayland, Lin- 
coln, Lexington, Concord and Wellesley. 


6) Open space will remain open space - There were fears at Town Meeting 
that the open space could be developed in the future. This by-law spec- 
ifically requires that the open space be: (a) turned over to the town; 
or (b) maintained by a homeowners association. In either case it seems 
obvious that no further development would take place. 


7) Minimum Acreage required 50 acres - In response to the concerns of many 
citizens the Planning Board is amending the article so that only parcels of 
land 50 acres or larger can be used under this by-law. 


Conclusion: With the shrinking amount of open space in the Town of Natick 
the Planning Board feels that the open space which is left should be open 

to all residents of the town. The only way to insure this is through a type 
of zoning which requires open space to be preserved. Subdivision develop- 
ment does not achieve this. Cluster development, such as in Article 1, is 
the only mechanism which would allow this much-needed preservation of land 
to take place. The Planning Board would urge each town meeting member to 
give this by-law serious consideration. 


The Planning Board would be glad to answer any questions at any time con- 
cerning this proposal.
